Reagan  talks  tough 
but  offers  fresh 
start  to  Gorbachov 
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President  Reagan  talked 
tough  to  the  Russians  yesterday. 
His  stick  and  carrot  speech  at 
the  United  Naiins  secured  his 
foothold  in  the  Geneva  summit 
talks,  roundly  attacked  Soviet 
oppression,  and  laid  out  his 
proposals  for  a joint  American- 
Soviet  approach  to  ending  the 
wars  in  Afghanistan,  Nicaragua, 
Angola,  Ethiopia  and  Cambo- 
dia. 

He  offered  Mr  Gorbachov, 
the  Soviet  leader,  “a  fresh  start” 
in  the  relationship  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union. 

He  said  that  the  Soviet  arms 
offer  for  Geneva  contained 
"seeds  which  we  should  nur- 
ture”. and  added:  “Let  us  go  to 
Geneva  with  both  sides  com- 
mitted to  dialogue”.  But  he  kept 
his  summit  cards  close  to  his 
chest,  talking  only  of  seeking 
“radical  reductions”  in  nuclear 
rms. 

He  did  not  spell  out  the  range 
of  American  initiatives  called 
for  by  Mrs  Margaret  Thatcher 
and  others,  but  it  was  probable 
that  he  discussed  the  American 
position  in  more  detail  at  his 
meeting  later  with  Mr  Eduard 
Shevardnadze,  the  Soviet 
Foreign  Minster,  who  was  in  the 
chamber  listening  to  his  40- 
minute  speech. 

The  President  emphatically 
defended  his  Star  Wars  Sfrategic 
Defence  Initiative.

Mr  Haywood  slid  that  the 
Prince's  concern  about  the 
young  in  inner  city  areas, 
highlighted  after  interviews 


given  by  his  architectural 
adviser.  Dr  Rod  Hackney,  was 
not  new-  “It  goes  back  years”, 
Mr  Haywood  said.  “From 
when  we  had  the  first  disturb- 
ances in  his  wedding  year, 
1981.  His  Royal  Highness  has 
been  very  concerned  to  ask 
what  we  could  do  in  co-oper- 
ation with  others  to  alleviate 
stress  and  help  the  young”. 

The  Prince  spent  two  hours 
from  about  IX  pm.  one  night 
last  November  under  the 
arches  at  Waterloo,  Mr 
Hayood  disclosed.  “He  was  not 
in  disguise  but  wore  mufti  — a 
sports  jacket  and  flannels.  He 
did  oot  approach  any  of  those 
sleeping  rough  because  be 
thought  that  would  be  imperi- 


nent”.  Nobody  recognized  the 
royal  visitor. 

He  was  accompanied  by 
three  advisers,  a security  man 
and  a driver.  Afterwards  he 
spent  a considerable  time  at 
Centrepoint,  the  charity  which 
provides  contact  and  support 
for  youngsters  arriving  in 
London,  mid  made  an  unan- 
nounced visit  to  the  Alone  in 
London  Hostel  at  Kings  Cross, 
where  young  people  thronged  to 
tell  him  their  problems.  Last 
June  he  visited  accomodation 
for  older  down-and-outs. 

“The  object  was  to  brief 
himself’,  Mr  Haywood  said, 
“and  as  a result  of  all  that  be  is 
now  making  two  of  his  own 
properties  available  to  ns,  so 
that  in  due  course  we  will  be 


able  to  offer  overnight  accomo- 
dation for  such  youngsters  and 
maybe  something  in  the  longer 
term.

Nupe  calls

Some  changes  in  union  rules 
and  in  the  organization  of 
branch  meetings  are  rec- 
ommended as  a means  of 
encouraging  participation  by 
black  members  in  a report  of  an 
1 8-month  survey  carried  by  the 
National  Union  of  Public 
Employees’  race  equality  work- 
ing party. 

The  union,  which  estimates 
that  between  4 per  cent  and 
per  cent  of  its  members  belong 
to  ethnic  minority  groups,  has 
launched  a campaign  “to 
eradicate  racism  within  its  own 
ranks  and  at  the  workplace”. 

The  report  proposes  that 
there  should  be  more  work-time 
branch  meetings,  fewer  meet- 
ings at  venues  which  would 
exclude  some  communities,  for 
example  Asian  women,  such  as 
public  houses,  and  more  open 
and  informal  meetings  with 
issues  on  the  agenda  of  conce 
to  ethnic  communities. 

The  report  points  out  that 
survey  of  the  union's  national 
division  and  area  committees 
disclosed  “very  significant 
under-representation”  of  ethnic 
minority  groups  on  the  union’s 
national,  divisional  and  area 
committees.  On  January  1, 

1 985.  there  were  no  ethnic 
minority  members  of  the 
executive  council  and  only  four 
on  the  union’s  six  other 
national  committees. 

The  report,  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  of  its  kind 
carried  out  by  any  union,  also 
proposes  the  establishment  of 
national  and  regional  race 
advisory  committees. 


‘Vital’  Asian  wins  right  to  stay

A Bangladeshi  community 
worker  in  Handsworth  won  a 
four-year  fight  to  stay  in  Britain 
yesterday  when  an  immigration 
appeals  tribunal  ruled  that  his 
value  to  the  community  out- 
weighted  any  public  interest  in 
his  being  deported. 

Mr  Muhammad  Idrish  works 
at  the  Asian  Resources  Centre 
in  Handsworth.  His  union,  the 
National  and  Local  Govern- 
ment Officers*  Association,  has 
argued  throughout  the  cam- 
paign to  stop  his  deportation 
that  his  work  among  Asians  in 
the  troubled  area  of  Han- ' 
dsworth  was  vital  and  could  not 
be  done  by  a white  communtiy 
worker. 


Mr  Idrish  first  came  to 
Britain  as  a student  in  1976.  He 
subsequently  married  a British 
citizen  and  applied  for  indefi- 
nite leave  to  stay  in  Britain.  But 
his  application  was  not  con- 
sidered for  14  months,  but  that 
lime  his  marriage  had  broken 
down  and  he  was  refbsed. 

The  appeal  tribunal  took  one 
hour  to  read  the  24  page 
judgement  yesterday,  which  laid 
emphasis  on  Mr  Idrish’s  value 
to  the  community  in  Han- 
dsworth and  observed  that  all 
his  activities  in  support  of  his 
case  bad  been  open  and  above 
board.  . 

Mr  Idrish  is  now  expected  to 


re-apply  for  indefinite  leave  to 
stay  in  Britain.

About  850  people  are  volun- 
teer members  of  the  42  local 
committees.  Typically  they 
include  people  from  the  church- 
es, probation  services,  police, 
youth  workers,  professional 
people,  representatives  from 
commerce  and  industry  and  a 
number  of  young  people  who 
are  fall  committee  members. 

The  bulk  of  the  trust’s 
income  comes  from  film  pre- 
views, gala  performances  and 
pop  concerts  attended  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales.  Further 
contributions  arc  raised  by  the 
headquarters  staff  of  three 
from  private  individuals  and 
from  companies. 

At  the  express  wish  of  the 
Prince  himself  the  trust  spends 
its  money  almost  as  quickly  as 
it  is  raised.  The  current  reserve 
is  seldom  more  than  £100,000. 


Annual  turnover  is  more  than 
£300,000  amd  likely  to  reach 
£500,000.  Only  8 per  cent  of 
income  goes  in  overheads. 

The  money  is  dispensed  by 
the  local  committee  which 
receive  applications  only  from 
individual  young  people,  or 
from  small  ad  hoc  groups 
needing  help  for  specific 
purposes.  The  maximum  grants 
are  of  £300  to  an  idividual,  or 
£500  to  a group  project. 

Committee  members  always 
visit  applicants  to  investigate 
their  needs,  and  the  trust 
believes  that  help  and  advice 
given  at  these  meetings  is  often 
as  helpful  as  the  money  itself. 
About  2,000  grants  are  made 
annnaJIy. 

The  trust  also  organizes 
annual  Prince’s  Trust  camps 
for  up  to  600  yonng  unem- 
ployed people.

The  report  from  the  Indepen- 
dent, Thatch erite  policy  unit, 
set  up  10  years  ago  by  Sir  Keith 
Joseph,  Secretary  of  State  for 
Education  and  Science,  and 
"Mrs  Margaret  Thatcher,  is 
based  on  research  produced  by 
the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science  in  a statistical 
bulletin  at  the  end  of  last  year. 

That  bulletin,  which  looked 
at  examination  results  and 
education  spending  in  the 
different  local  authorities,  con- 
cluded that  the  percentage  of 
pupils  at  grammar  schools  was 
statistically  significant  and 
contributed  “In  a small  degree’ 
to  the  O level  pass  rate  (The 
main  reason  for  the  variation  in 


class). 

The  centre  suggests  that  the 
department  has  deliberately 
played  down  the  superiority  of 
grammar  schools  “for  the 
finding  could  hardly  have  been 
appealing  to  the  establish- 
ment”. 

Another  important  finding  in 
the  department’s  statistical 
bulletin  13/84  was  the  positive 
correlation  between  teaching 
expenditure  and  O level  passes. 

Mr  Fred  Naylor,  the  centre's 
research  fellow  who  undertook 
the  study  and  who  is  a 
Conservative  councillor  in 
Wiltshire,  said  this  finding  had 
been  eagerly  seized  by  local 
education  authorities  intent  on

Companies 
‘must  link 
environment 
with  profit’

He  added:  “All  too  often 
industry  thinks  it  has  done 
something  clever  by  persuading 
government  to  resist  higher 
environmental  standards;  only 
to  find  that  when  in  due  course 
public  opinion  demands  higher 
standards,  foreign  companies 
have  a head  start  in  the 
market”  . j , 

Mr  Waldegrave  said  that 
British  companies  such  as 
Johnson  Matthey.  Ford,  and 
Austin  Rover  had  seen  the 
opportunities  for  developing 
auto  catalyst  and  1 lean-bum 
technologies  essential  for  the 
reduction  by  half  of  permitted 
car  exhaust  emissions.  Decorat- 
ive paints  without  lead-based 
driers  had  also  been  developed 
and  ICI  had  devised  new 
technologies  for  controlling 
pollution  by  mercury  and 
pesticides. 

Speaking  at  the  1985  Con- 
servative Awards  ceremony  in 
London,  the  minister  con- 
tinued: “In  the  end  the  . demo- 
cratic process  responds  to  the 
voters,  the  customers  . . . the 
punters,  as  we  have  all  learnt  to 
call  them  nowadays.”  It  was 
time  “to  build  these  things  right 
back  into  the  centre  of  policy”. 

Deploying  a phrase  more 
often  heard  in  the  deliberations 
of  the  politicians  of  the  Alliance 
or  Ecology  Party,  Mr  Walde- 
grave said  that  growth  in  tbe 
future  would  have  to  be  “green 
- that  is,  compatible  with 
healthy  environment  - if  it  was 
not  to  provoke  public  oppo- 
sition. The  industrial  success 
stories  he  had  told  were  “the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule” 
and  further  complacency  would 
be  costly  not  only  at  home  but 
also  in  world  markets. 

The  statement  is  one  of  the 
strongest  appeals  to  a conser- 
vationist . sentiment  by  a 
government  minister.  Mr  Tom 
Burke,  director  of  the  Green 
Alliance  pressure  group  and  an 
SDP  political  hopeful,  said:  “1 
can  remember  no  more  forceful 
message  to  - industry  from  an 
environment  minister  in  ar  least 
15  years.”

Poll  finds  76%  back 
adverts  on  BBC

. The  public  are  overwhelm- 
ingly^ in  favour  .of  the  BBC 
carrying  advertising  on  the 
understanding  that  the  com- 
mercials are  properly  con- 
trolled, according  to  a MORI 
opinion  poll  conducted  for  the 
Marketing  Society  and  pub- 
lished yesterday. 

The  poll  finds  that  76  per 
cent  of  those  interviewed  would 
prefer  advertising  to  be  allowed 
on  BBC  radio  and  television 
and  29  per  cent  thought  that  it 
should  not  be  allowed  under 
any  circumstances. 

Mr  Robert  Worcester,  chief 
executive  of  MORJL,  told  a 
seminar  about  advertising  on 
the  BBC  organized  by  the 
Marketing  Society  that  nearly 
half  of  the  public,  47  per  cent, 
believed  that  there  would  be  a 
better  broadcasting  service  as  a 
result  of  allowing  advertising 
on  the  BBC,  while  33  per  cent 
disagreed.  Advertising  on  the 
BBC  was  most  vigorously 
opposed  by  middle  class  re- 
spondents and  middle-aged 
people  living  in  the  south  of 
England. 

Two-thirds  of  the  public  took 
the  view  that  if  advertising  vtffere 
allowed  on  the  BBC--  the 
corporation  would  he  able  to 
afford  an  even  better  range  of 
programmes  than  it  offered  at 
present

public's  view  had  been  consist- 
ently expressed  in  every  poll 
contacted  daring  the  past  year 
or  more. 

He  said:  “The  least  favoured 
candidates  for  advertising  on 
the  BBC  were  Radio  3 and 
Radio  4.  Advertising  on  BBC1 
television  is  acceptable  to  58 
per  cent  of  the  population  and 
half  say  that  they  would  favour 
advertising  on  BBC2.” 

Bat  viewers  were  divided 
over  whether  the  present  £58 
colour  licence  fee  was  good  or 
bad  value.

Judge  refuses  costs  to 
‘stupid,  negligent’  duke 


The  Duke  of  Manchester,

Criminal  Court  yesterday  and 
described  as  absurdly  stupid. 

Judge  Owen,  QC,  told  the 
duke,  aged  45,  formerly  Lord 
Angus  Montagu,  that  it  was 
usual  to  grant  costs  to  a 
defendant  who  was  acquitted, 
but  lhc  duke,  though  honest, 
had  brought  the  prosecution 
upon  himself. 

“On  a business  scale  of  one  to 
ten  the  duke  is  one  or  less,  and 
even  that  flatters  him”,  the 
judge  said.  For  him  to  be  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  a company 
would  now  “send  shivers  down 
ihe  spine  of  any  investor”. 

The  judge  added:  “He  was 
absurdly  stupid  and  negligent 


about  his  own  affairs  and  he 
brought  suspicion  upon  him- 
self” 

The  duke  was  alleged  to  have 
used  his  friendship  with  a 
stripper.  Miss  Diana  McCleary, 
aged  30,  to  persuade  a National 
Westminster  bank  manager  in 
Strcatham,  London,  to  pan 
with  loans  on  the  strength  of] 
forged  United  States  bonds.

Park  West.  Paddington,  Lon- 
don, and  two  other  businep- 
men  convicted  of  being  in- 
volved in  the  scheme  were 
sentenced  to  serve  18  months  of 
a two-year  prison  term.

Deer  farmers  expect 
venison  sales  rise

near  Inverness.  Since  the  first 
experimental  work  on  domesti- 
cating deer  for  food  production 
was  undertaken  by  the  Hill 
Farming  Research  Organiza- 
tion in  the  early  1970s,  the 
number  of  deer  farms  in  Britain 
has  increased  to  about  150, 
mostly  in  Scotland  and  south- 
west England. 

Wild  deer  have  been  hunted 
for  centuries,  and  about  40,000 
animate  are  killed  year  in 
the  Scottish  Highlands,  largely 
for  sport  bot  also  in  order  to 
control  their  numbers.  But  the 
taste  of  venison  remains  unfam- 
iliar to  most  people  in  Britan, 


and  most  of  the  meat  is 
exported. 

At  present  about  3,000 
carcases  a year  are  supplied 
from  farms,  but  the  British 
Deer  Producers'  Society,  a 
cooperative  formed  two  years 
ago,  is  increasing  its  efforts  to 
raise  sales  through  botchers 
and  snpermarkers.  One  super- 
market chain,  Waitrose,  is 
selling  venison  in  30  of  its 
branches. 

The  Society  has  laid  down 
strict  quality  control  standards 
and  insists  that  all  animals 
killed  most  be  under  two-and-a- 
half  years  old.  Most  are  shot 
on  the  farm  because  few 
abattoirs  are  licensed  to  handle 
them.

Negligence 
denied  in

Allegations  that  negligence 
contributed  to  the  Marques 
sailing  ship  disaster  were  de- 
scribed as  “wild”  and  “ground- 
less” yesterday. 

Mr  David  Perry,  for  Mr  Mark 
Litchfield,  the  vessel's  owner, 
told  the  disaster  inquiry  at 
Plymouth  that  the  owner  had 
done  nothing  to  cause  the  loss 
of  the  ship. 

“Perhaps  the  court  might  feel 
ihe  last  thing  anyone  is  going  to 
do  is  to  spend  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  pounds  on  a vessel 
and  allow  it  to  go  to  sea 
knowing  it  might  sink,”  he  said. 

On  Wednesday  the  inquiry 
was  told  the  British  and 
American  sail  training  associ- 
ations, the  owners  of  the 
Marques  and  the  Department  of 
Trade  shared  the  blame  for  the 
loss  of  the  ship  and  19  lives. 

The  inquiry  continues  today. 


Controls  of 
crashed 
hovercraft 
‘working’ 

All  systems  were  functioning 
properly  on  a hovercraft  which 
crashed  into  a Dover  harbour 
breakwater  last  March  killing 
four  people,  an  inquest  in  the 
town  was  told  yesterday. 

The  pilot.  Captain  Ian  DaJ- 
ziel,  claimed  on  Wednesday 
that  the  controls  did  not 
respond  and  that  this  combined 
with  strong  wind  and  tide 
caused  tbe  craft  to  be  swept  on 
to  the  breakwater.  , 

But  Mr  Leslie  Wheeler  a 
director  of  tbe  British  Hover- 
craft Corporation,  said  yester- 
day there  was  no  evidence  to 
show  that  problems  with  a 
pylon,  reported  six  weeks  before 
the  accident  and  again  in  the 
months  afterwards,  could  have 
contributed  to  the  accident. 

His  examination  of  the 
control  systems  on  the  hover- 
craft, the  Princess  Margaret, 
also  discounted  problems  in  the 
hydraulics  and  he  did  not  think 
lack  of  engine  power  had 
contributed. 

Captain  Dalziel.  aged  54.  who 
look  early  retirement  after  being 
blamed  by  the  operators, 
Hoverspccd.  for  the  crash,  has 
said  that  when  he  called  for  full 
power  “there  was  very  little 
response  on  the  throttle”. 

Mr  Anthony  SeaL  a hover 
craft  surveyor  with  the  Civil 
Aviation  Authority,  said  the 
CAA  had  determined  that  the 
controls  were  functioning  prop- 
erly at  the  time  of  the  crash. 

Police  Inspector  David 
Ramsay  said  that  3bout  22 
passengers'  were  thrown  into  the 
water  through  a hole  in  the 
craft's  side.  The  count  of 
survivors  was  hampered  by 
language  difficulties  and  two 
people  were  missing  when  the 
search  for  bodies  was  called  off, 
because  the  incident  control 
centre  said  everyone  was 
accounted  for. 

A principal  surveyor  at  the 
Department  of  Trade  (Marine 
Division),  Mr  David  James, 
.said  it  would  have  been  better  if 
the  craft  had  been  set  on  a 
steady  course  from  sufficiently 
far  out  to  avoid  any  last  minute 
changes  of  direction.  If  that  had 
been  done,  he  did  not  think  the 
accident  would  have  happened.

Ambulance  crews  to  be  given 
paramedic  training  and 
salary  status  in  pay  package

Ambulance  union  leaders 
have  agreed  to  a “revolution- 
ary” pay  package  which  will 
turn  the  16,000  hourly-paid 
ambulance  crew  into  salaried 
staff  and.  they  say,  ease  the 
training  of  ambulance  crew  as 
skilled  paramedics  in  a change 
that  could  save  up  to  3.000  lives 
a year. 

Thc  complex  deal,  which  will 
take  some  months  to  be  fully 
ratified,  puts  the  ambulance 
crews  on  a par  with  the  police 
and  firemen  as  a recognized 
emergency  service,  union  lead- 
ers claim. 

Under  thc  package,  which 
adds  only  4.7  per  cent  to  the  pay 
bill  this  year,  the  £96  basic  pay 
for  a qualified  ambulanceman 
or  woman  will  be  replaced  by  a 
£165  a week  salary.  Shift  and 
weekend  payments  will  go  and 
overtime,  which  can  be  up  to  20 
hours  a week,  will  be  cut  to  a 
maximum  of  two  hours  a week. 


Rotas  and  accident  and 
emergency  cover  will  be  renego- 
tiated. The  new  deal  is  due  to 
come  into  effect  on  March  1 in 
England  and  Wales  and  on 
September  1 in  Scotland. 

Mr  Roger  Poole,  national 
officer  with  the  National  Union 
of  Public  Employees,  said  that 
by  ending  dependence  on  shift 
and  weekend  working  to  make 
up  salary  the  package  would 
allow  “major  efficiency  im- 
pro'  ements  throughout  the 
whole  of  thc  ambulance  service 
by  using  manpower  more 
flexibly."  It  will  also  ease  the 
introduction  nationally  of  train- 
ing for  ambulance  crows  in 
advanced  first  aid,  be  said. 

A study  commissioned  by  the 
Department  of  Heahh  and 
Social  Security  and  completed 
last  year  at  York  University 
calculated  that  if  ambulance 
crews  were  trained  in  three 
techniques  - dcfibrillation  to 


restore  normal  heart  beat 
intubation,  using  plastic  tubes 
to  keep  airways  clear;  and 
infusion  techniques  to  intro- 
duce blood  and  other  fluids  - 
between  2.000  and  5,000  lives 
could  be  saved  a year  among 
victims  of  heart  attacks,  road 
crashes  and  other  accidents. 

A national  training  course  is 
being  devised  but  some  areas, 
notably  Oxford,  Brighton  and 
BristoL  have  started  to  intro- 
duce extended  training. 

Under  thc  package,  crews  in 
England  and  Wales  win  receive 
lump  sum  payments  of  £300  or 
£250.  depending  on  grade,  to 
cover  this  year’s  rise,  with  4.7 
per  cent  in  Scotland,  with 
another  increase  to  be  nego- 
tiated for  April.

Echo  device 


to  map 
the  seabed

An  underwater  area  of  more 
lhan  four  million  square  miles 
is  to  be  mapped  and  explored 
for  minerals  using  a unique 
device  developed  by  the  Institute 
of  Oceanographic  Sciences  at 
Worm  Icy  in  Surrey.  The  territory 
is  the  seabed  surrounding  thc 
Untied  States,  up  to  200  miles 
from  the  coast. 

Under  a six-year  agreement 
between  the  institute  and 
thc  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  a complex  piece  of 
apparatus  called  Gloria  (the 
acronym  for  geological  long- 
range  incline  asdic)  will  provide 
maps  in  a mixture  of  water 
depths  from  1 .500  feel  lo  1 5,000 
feeL  The  equipment  is  an 
underwater  sonar. 

The  exploration  of  what  has 
been  described  as  America's  last 
and  largest  frontier,  thc  oceans, 
became  inevitable  two  years 
ago.  That  was  when  thc  United 
States  withdrew  from  the 
negotiations  which  had  been  in 
progress  at  the  United  Nations 
for  1 1 years  to  agree  a Law  of 
the  Sea  Treaty,  and  President 
Reagan  declared  jurisdiction 
over  the  so-called  Exclusive 
Economic  Zone,  which  exten- 
ded the  existing  territorial  limit 
to  200  miles  specifically  for 
sovereignly  over  oil,  minerals 
and  fisheries. 

Most  of  the  territory  is 
unexplored  because  special 
methods  arc  needed  for  deep 
water  operations.  The  tech- 
nology is  far  more  complicated 
and  difficult  than  that  used  for 
oil  and  mineral  prospecting  on 
the  continental  shelf,  where  the 
water  depth  is  Jess  than  600  feet. 

Oceanographers  in  Britain 
have  a unique  technology 
available  because  of  decisions 
made  more  lhan  25  years  ago  by 
groups  of  scientists  in  various 
countries  about  the  best  ways  of

studying  the  seabed.  Whereas 
thc  United  States  scientists  were 
among  those  who  chose  to 
develop  submersibles  and  deep 
sea  photographic  techniques, 
those  in  Britain  selected  a 
different  approach  based  on 
ccho-sounding  principles. 

Thc  type  of  surveys  done  by 
Gloria  can  cover  vast  tracts  of 
sea  floor  very  quickly.  Thc 
equipment  may  be  tawed  at 
eight  knots  or  more  to  map  a 
band  36  miles  wide.  The 
instruments  are  carried  in  a 
torpedo-shaped  vehicle  towed 
behind  the  survey  ship,  on  the 
end  of  400  metres  of  cable  and 
1 50  feet  below  (he  surface. 

Pulses  of  sound  arc  emitted 
from  both  sides  of  the  vehicle, 
forming  two  ultrasonic  beams 
which  each  illuminate  a strip  of 
sea  floor  1 S miles  on  either  side. 
Irregularities  in  the  reflected 


echoes  arc  used  to  build  up 
"sonographs".  which  include 
pictures  of  underwater  moun- 
tains and  river  channels  which 
run  beneath  thc  seawater. 

The  large-scale  mapping  to  be 
conducted  by  thc  US  Geological 
Survey  comes  after  a demonstra-; 
lion  off  thc  west  coast  of] 
America.  More  than  250.000 
square  miles  were  covered  m 102 
days,  yielding  an  astonishing 
array  of  discoveries,  including 
more  than  1 00  prcviouslv 
unknown  scamountains. 

According  to  Mr  Donald 
Model,  secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  in 
Washington,  ihc  US  Govern- 
ment hopes  to  find  oil  and 
mineral  deposits  which  will 
improve  the  reserves  of  some 
20  strategic  and  critical 
dements,  mosl  of  which  arc 
now  imported. 


Nurses  face 
eviction  at 
Christinas

Ten  student  nurses  face 
eviction  from  their  National 
Health  Service  homes  just 
before  Christmas  because  of 
government  recommendations 
that  health  authorities  should 
review  their  accommodation  for 
NHS  staff  and  where  possible 
sell  it  off 

The  nurses,  from  the  Hud- 
dersfield Royal  Infirmary,  say 
they  have  been  offered  short- 
term accommodation  several 
miles  away,  making  travelling 
more  difficult.  They  say  the 
move  will  come  just  two 
months  before  their  final 
examinations. 

The  Royal  College  of  Nursing 
said  it  feared  ihe  health 
authority's  decision  would  be 
“just  thy  tip  of  the  iceberg”  after

t all  began  in  1769  when  a young 
odor  by  the  name  of  William  Withering 
3e&an  to  care  for  one  of  his  patients  in  a 
manner  which  was  not  entirely  medical. 

The  lady  in  question.  Miss  Helena 
ookes,  took  great  pleasure  in  making  water- 
colour paintings  of  plants  and  flowers.  And 
during  her  long  convalescence.  Withering 
took  equal  pleasure  in  collecting  the 
subjects  for  her  paintings. 

Although  Withering  had  studied  botany 
at  Edinburgh  University,  he  found  it  to  be 
dull  and  dreary.  Eventually,  though,  his 
interest  in  the  subject  began  to  grow  in 
direct  proportion  to  his  interest  in  Miss 
Cookes,  whom  he  married  in  1772. 

Three  years  later,  having  published 
"A  Botanical  Arrangement  of  all  the  Vegeta- 
bles Naturally  Growing  in  Great  Britain,'1 
the  Witherings  moved  to  Birmingham. 

It  was  then  that  his  opinion  was  sought 
on  a particular  cure  for  dropsy.  (A  form  of 
fluid  retention.)  Tlie  cure  was  a herbal  tea 
concocted  by  “an  old  woman  in  Shropshire" 
who  would  have  probably  been  known  as  a 
“witch”in  the  best  possible  sense. 

The  effect  of  this  “potion"  was  violent 
vomiting  and  purging.  According  to  Withering: 
“. . . it  was  not  difficult  for  one  conversant  in 
these  subjects  to  perceive  that  the  active 
herb  could  be  no  other  than  the  foxglove." 

The  plant,  also  known  as  Digitalis 
purpurea,  already  had  a long  history  of  folk 
use,  being  listed  as  far  back  as  1327. 

However,  misuse  of  tliis  potentially 
dangerous  plant  had  often  proved  fatal. 

So  Withering  set  about  determining 
what  its  true  uses  were  and  what  was  the 
proper  and  safe  dosage  for  dropsy.  He  began 
to  make  regular  and  successful  use  of  the 
plant  and,  ten  years  later,  he  was  able 
to  answer  these  questions  in  a book  that 
has  become  a medical  classic,  entitled  “An 
Account  of  the  Foxglove  and  some  of  Its 
Medical  Uses:  with  Practical  Remarks  on 
Dropsy  and  Other  Diseases.” 

But  while  he  noted  that  digitalis  “has 
a power  over  the  motion  of  the  heart,” 
he  didn’t  realise  that  dropsy,  was  usually 
nothing  more  than  a symptom  of  heart 
disease  and  that  .this  was,  in  fact,  the  con- 
dition he  was  treating. 

William  Withering  died  in  1799,  a well 
respected  and  famous  man  of  medicine. 

During  the  century  which  followed, 
digitalis  was  widely  used,  or  rather  misused, 
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for  everything  from  insanity  to  haemorrhoids. 

Only  in  the  early  years  of  this  century 
did  a proper  understanding  of  the  effects 
of  digitalis  on  the  heart  emerge. 

Since  then,  thanks  to  manufacturing 
techniques  developed  by  a pharmaceutical 
company,  this  plant  has  provided  the  classic 
source  of  remedy  for  congestive  heart 
failure.  Although  it  has  not  always  been 
provided  by  the  same  strain  of  the  plant. 

During  industrial  research  conducted 
over  50  years  ago  by  Dr.  Sydney  Smith,  the 
European  Foxglove  ( Digitalis  lanata)  was 
found  to  be  four  times  more  potent. 

And  after  further  investigation,  he 
discovered  it  to  contain  a new  glycoside 
not  found  in  its  English  cousin. 

He  named  this  drug  Digoxin.  And  to 
this  day  it  has  proved  invaluable  for  the 
millions  of  people  who  suffer  from  heart 
problems. 

Its  just  one  of  the  many  drugs  whose 
source  can  quite  literally  be  found  right  at 
our  doorsteps. 

But  were  it  not  for  the  intensive 
research  and  development  undertaken  by 
the  pharmaceutical  industry,  these  invalu- 
able cures  and  treatments  may  never  have 
found  their  way  into  everyday  medical  use. 

Its  an  effort  which  requires  an 
enormous  investment  of  time  and  money. 
The  industry  as  a whole  spends  over  £500 
million  a year  in  this  country.  While  one 
company  can  spend  between  £50- £60 
million  on  developing  one  product. 

So  once  a potentially  beneficial  chemi- 
cal has  been  isolated  or  made,  the  company 
will  try  to  protect  its  investment  by  taking 
out  a patent.  (But  in  the  case  of  natural 
substances  this  can  be  only  on  the  process 
of  extraction.) 

Patents,  in  theory,  are  valid  for  20  years. 
But  the  necessary  development  and  safety 
testing  erodes  12-15  years  of  this  time. 

Which  doesn’t  leave  the  company  very 
long  to  earn  an  adequate  return  for  re- 
investment in  the  search  for  new  cures  and 
treatments. 

Without  this  re-investment  for  the 
health  of  the  nation*  everything  in  the 
garden  would  not  seem  so  wonderful.

Commons  anger  over 
invitation  to  Tambo 


An  invitation  for  Mr  Oliver 
Tambo.  president  of  South 
Africa's  banned  African 
National  Congress,  to  appear 
before  the  all-party  Commons 
foreign  affairs  select  committee 
on  Tuesday  prompted  angry 
protests  in  the  House  yester- 
day. 

Mr  John  Carlisle  (Conserva- 
tive. Luton  North)  demanded  to 
know  if  “evidence  from  mem- 
bers of  the  ERA,  members  of 
the  Palestine  Liberation  Orga- 
nization and  other  terrorist 
groups  who  the  Government 
refuse  to  speak  to”  could  be 
expected. 

He  asked  wfay  the  Zulu 
leader.  Chief  Gatstaa  Bothelizi, 
who  has  condemned  violence  by 
tbe  ANC.  had  not  also  been 
asked  to  give  evidence  to  the 
committee.  He  called  for 
guidance  on  “who  or  who  not 
select  committees  should  in- 
vite"*. 

The  leader  of  the  House.  Mr 
John  Biffen,  agreed  to  look  into 


the  point,  but  to  cheers  - of 
support  from  MPs, . said:  “I 
certainly  think  it  would  be  the 
wish  of  the  House  that  this  was 
something  which  was  left  with 
tbe  select  committees  them- 
selves.*' 

The  row  surfaced  after  a 
challenge  from  the  Foreign 
Secretary,  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe, 
in  the  Commons  for  the  ANC 
to  renounce  violence.

Britain’s  tenant  farmers  to  benefit 
from  scheme  to  cut  dairy  quotas 


From  Jonathan  Braude.  Strasbourg 


Britain's  tenant  farmers  will 
be  the  main  beneficiaries  of  a 
new  Community  scheme  to  cut 
the  European  dairy  surplus  by 
three  million  tonnes  and  save 
the  tax  payer  £380  million  a 
year. 

The  scheme  put  forward  by 
the  European  Commission  in 
Strasbourg  yesterday  for  exam- 
ination by  Agriculture  Ministers 
□ext  month,  would  pay  farmers 
£26  over  seven  years  for  every 
100  kilogrammes  of  milk  they 
take  out  of  production.-  In 
Britain  where  average  milk 


yields  are  relatively  high,  that 
could  amount  to  £1 ,800  per  cow 
each  year. 

The  scheme,  which  aims  to 
take  more  than  460,000  tonnes 
out  of  production  in  Britain 
from  1987,  will  be  particularly 
attractive  to  tenant  farmers  who 
have  been  bypassed  in  Britain's 
own  scheme  to  encourage 
farmers  to  retire  from  dairying. 

Under  the  “Outgoers’ 
scheme"  run  by  the  British 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  land- 
lords have  had  the  right  of  veto 
over  any  tenant’s  plan  to  take 


up  the  offer  of  cash  to  slop 
producing.  Since  EEC  rules  lay 
down  that  production  quotas 
belong  to  the  land  rather  than  to 
the  farmer,  land  which  carries  a 
dairy  quota  is  substantially 
more  valuable  than  other 
properties.  So,  few  landlords 
have  been  prepared  to  let  the 
tenants  cede  the  quotas. 

Under  the  new  proposals 
announced  yesterday,  however, 
the  tenant  will  have  the  right  to 
apply  for  the  .retirement  pre- 
mium directly  and  the  landlord 
will  not  have  a say. 


Gorbachov 
meeting  in 
Bulgaria 

Sofia.  (Reuter)  - Mr  Mikhail 
Gorbachov,  the  Soviet  leader, 
had  talks  with  the  Bulgarian 
leader  Mr  Tooor  Zhivkov 
yesterday  informed  Bulgarian 
sources  said,  amid  strong  signs 
of  dissatisfaction  by  Moscow 
over  trade  relations  with 
Bulgaria. 

His  official  visit  to  Bulgaria, 
the  first  by  a Kremlin  chief 
since  1979,  came  after  Warsaw 
Pact  heads  of  state  ended  a 
summit  here  on  Wednesday 
giving  support  to  disanpament 
proposals  he  will  put  to 
President  Reagan  at  their, 
summit  next  month. 

Bulgaria  is  Moscow’s  staun- 
chest ally  but  signs  have 
emerged  that  Moscow  may  be 
dissatisfied  with  trade  relations, 
especially  what  it  regards  as  the 
poor  quality  of  Bulgarian 
exports  to  the  vast  Soviet 
market. 

This  small  Balkan  country  is 
rich  in  agriculture  but  poor  in 
raw  materials.  It  relies  heavily 
on  Soviet  oil  and  gas  supplies. 
The  Soviet  Union  has  a 60  per 
cent  share  in  Bulgarian  foreign 
trade,  giving  it  a greater  degree 
of  economic  domination  than 
in  any  other  Eastern  bloc  state. 

There  have  also  been  signs 
that  Moscow  may  be'  unhappy 
about  wbat  it  sees  as  a 
weakening  of  communist  ideol- 
ogy here.

Let  us  begin  with  candour  - with 
words  that  rest  on  the  plain  and 
simple  feels.  The  differences 
between  America  and  the  Soviet 
Union  are  deep  and  abiding. 

The  United  Suites  is  a democratic 
nation.  Here  the  people  rule.  We 
build  no  walls  to  keep  them  in,  nor 
organize  any  system  of  police  to 
keep  them  mute.  We  occupy  no 
country.  The  only  land  abroad  we 
occupy  is  beneath  the  graves  where 
our  heroes  rest. 

What  is  called  the  West  is  a 
voluntary  association  of  free 
nations,  ail  of  whom  fiercely  value 
their  independence  and  their 
sovereignty.  And  as  deeply  us  wc 
cherish  our  beliefs  we  do  not  seek  to 
compel  others  to  share  them.  It  is 
difliorir*  for  us  to  understand  the 
restrictions  of  dictatorships  which 
seek  to  control  each  institution  and 
each  facet  of  people's  lives. 

Wc  would  welcome  enthusiasti- 
cally a true  competition  of  ideas, 
welcome  a competition  of  economic 
strength  and  scientific  and  artistic 
creativity,  and.  yes,  welcome  a 
competition  of  the  good  will  of  the 
world's  people. 

But  wc  cannot  accommodate 
ourselves  to  the  use  of  force  and 
subversion  to  consolidate  and 
expand  the  reach  of  totalitarianism. 

When  Mr  Gorbachov  and  I meet 
in  Geneva  next  month.  I look  to  a 
fresh  start  in  the  relationship  of  our 
two  nations.  The  United  States  has 
never  sought  treaties  merelv  to 
paper  over  differences.  We  continue 
to  believe  that  a nuclear  war  is  one 
that  cannot  be  won  and  must  never 
be  fought. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  latest 


genuine  process  of  give-and-take. 

I welcome  the  interest  of  the  new 
Soviet  leadership  in  the  reduction  of 
offensive  strategic  forces.  We  must 
remove  this  menace  - once  and  for 
all  - from  the  face  of  this  earth. 
Until  that  day.  the  United  States 
seeks  to  escape  the  prison  of  mutual 
terror  by  research  and  testing  that 
could,  in  time,  enable  us  to 
neutralize  the  threat  of  these 
ballistic  missiles  and.  ultimately. " 
render  them  obsolete. 

How  is  Moscow  threatened  - if 
the  capitals  of  other  nations  are 
protected?  Wc  do  not  ask  that  the 
Soviet  leaders  - whose  country  has 
suffered  so  much  from  war  - leave 
their  people  defenceless  1 against 
foreign  attack.  Why  then  do  they 
insist  that  we  must  "remain 
undefended?  Who  is  threatened  if 
Western  research  - and  Sbviet 
research  that  is  itseir  well  advanced 
- should  devefop  a non-nuclear 
system  which  would  threaten  not 
human  beings,  but  only  ballistic 
missiles. 

Peace  based  on  partition  cannot 
be  true  peace.  Nothing  can  justify 
the  continuing  and  permanent 
division  of  the  European  continent. 
Walls  of  partition  arid  distrust  must 
give  way  to  greater  communication 
for  an  open  world.  Before  leaving 
for  Geneva  I shall  make  major  new 
proposals  to  achieve  this  goal. 

Real  peace  is  what  wc  seek  and 
that  is  why  today  the  United  States 
is  presenting  an  initiative  that 
addresses  what  will  be  a central 
issue  in  Geneva  - the  resolution  of 
regional  conflicts  in  Africa,  Asia  and 
Central  America. 

fn  Afghanistan  . . . Cambo- 
dia ..  .

. . . all  these  conflicts  ...  are 
the  conscqunces  of  an  idoolgy 
imposed  from  without.

nations  and  creating  regimes  that 
are,  almost  from  the  day  they  lake 
power,  at  war  with  their  own  people.

For  that  reason,  we  are  proposing, 
and  are  fully  committed  to  support, 
a regional  peace  process  that  seeks 
progress  on  three  levels.

There  is  a second  level:  represen- 
tatives of  the  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union  should  sit  down 
together.  It  is  not  for  us  to  impose 
any  solution  in  this  separate  set  of 
talks.  The  primiary  task  is  verified 
elimination  of  the  foreign  military 
presence  and  restraint  on  the  flow  of 
outside  arms. 

Finally,  welcoming  each  country 
back  into  the  world  economy.  The 
United  States  would  respond 
generously  to  their  democratic 
reconciliation  with  their  own 
people  Of  course  until  such  time  as 
these  negotiations  result  in  definirve 
progress.  America’s  support  for 
struggling  democratic  resistance 
forces  must  not  and  shall  not  cease. 
This  is  an  extraordinary  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Soviet  side  to  make  a 
contribution  to  regional  peace. 

It  is  in  the  nature  of  Americans  to 
hate  war  and  its  destructiveness.  Wc 
would  rather  wage  our  struggle  to 
rebuild  and  renew,  not  to  tear  down. 
We  would  rather  fight  against 
hunger,  disease  and  catstrophe.  We 
would  rather  engage  adversaries  in 
the  battle  of  ideals  and  ideas  for  the 
future.  These  principles  emerge 
from  the  innate  openness  and  good 
character  of  our  people.  Americans 
always  yearn  for  peace.  So.  let  us  go 
to  Geneva  with  both  «iri^ 
committed  to  dialogue.

New  law 
chief 
denies 
collusion

In  other  countries  the  pro- 
motion of  judges  and  magis- 
trates may  go  on  discreetly;  but 
the  new  head  of  Spain's  judicial 
machinery  has  publicly  had  to 
deny  that  his  election  was  pre- 
arranged by  the  Socialist 
Government. 

Seflor  Antonio  Hernandez 
Gil,  the  eminent  jurist  who 
successfully  piloted  the  197S 
democratic  constitution 
through  the  constituent  as- 
sembly, felt  obliged  yesterday  in 
a popular  radio  programme  to 
deny  that  politicization  ol 
Spanish  justice  was  underway. 

He  had  not,  he  emphasized, 
been  a candidate  of  Seflor 
Alfonso  Guerra,  the  Deputy 
Prime  Minister,  but  observed 
that  “no  one  in  public  life  can 
expect  to  be  outside  politics 
completely".  His  comments  and 
appearance  on  the  radio  pro- 
gramme show  how  difficult  the 
going  has  become  for  the 
Government's  initially  well- 
intended  effort  to  modernize 
often  slow-moving  and  inef- 
ficient Spanish  judicial  machin- 
ery. 

Seflor  Hernandez  Gil  was  at 
the  fifth  attempt  elected  presi- 
dent of  General  Council  of 
the  Judiciary,  winning  by  the  14 
votes  of  council  members  all 
previously  chosen  by  Socialist 
MPs  in  Parliament.  The  six 
remaining  votes  went  to  the 
council's  outgoing  president 
who  had  clashed  with  the 
Goverment  repeatedly  over  its 
■udiciarv  Reform  Law  which 
went  on  the  statute  book  in 
July.  They  all  apparently  come 
from  members  chosen  by 
opposition  parties  in  Parlia- 
ment. 

The  Government’s  reform 
law.  presently  subject  to  appeal 
to  Spain’s  constitutional  court, 
provides  for  direct  election  for 
the  first  lime  by  Parliament  of 
all  20  members  of  the  council 
instead  of  only  eight,  with  the 
remainder  selected  from  and  by 
lawyers,  magistrates  and  judges. 

This  was  agreed  by  the 
Socialists  when  making  the 
constitution:  but  in  power  they 
have  changed  their  minds. 

With  plans  to  appoint  1.000 
new  magistrates  and  retirement 
due  soon  for  several  senior 
judges.  Seflor  Fernando  Ledes- 
ma, the  Justice  Minister,  hopes 
the  shake-up  in  the  judicial 
machine  will  end  stubborn 
resistance  to  change  by  many 
lawyers. 

The  election  of  Seflor  Her- 
nandez Gil  at  70,  when  one  of 
the  reforms  foresees  magistrates 
retiring  at  65.  has  upset  not  only 
the  highly  conservative  Magis- 
trates’ Association,  which  rep- 
resents a majority  of  the 
profession,  but  also  die  “Judges 
for  Democracy"  movement, 
which  has  complained  of  a pact 
undermining  judicial  indepen- 
dence. 

The  new  council  reflects  a 
daunting  range  of  opinions, 
from  an  old  guard,  which  has 
evolved  little  from  Franco's 
days,  to  Seflor  Pablo  Castellano* 
who  has  just  stepped  down  to 
take  the  job  from  leading  the 
“socialist  left"  disident  faction 
of  Spain’s  ruling  party. 

Seflora  Cristina  Alberdi.  a 
feminist  who  now’  joins,  has 
already  said  that  “that  the  first 
task  of  the  new  council  must  be 
to  eliminate  corruption".  Seflor 
Carlos  Sainz,  the  outgoing 
council  president,  has  admitted 
that  corruption  remains  a 
problem  which  must  be  tackled 
"urgently". 


Debt  protest 
by  Latin 
Americans

An  estimated  7.000  to  10.000 
demonstrators  marched 

through  Mexico  City,  demand- 
ing a moratorium  on  the 
country's  foreign  debt  and 
protesting  against  economic 
plans  "forced  on  Mexico  by  the 
International  Monetary  Fund". 

The  marchers,  mostly  trade 
unionists  and  members  of  left- 
wing  panics,  called  on  the 
Government  to  Slip  repaying 
both  capital  and  imcrsl  on  the 
S 100  billion  (£70  billion)  debt. 

The  protest  organizers  said 
that  since  the  September  19 
earthquake,  Mexico  could  no 
longer  repay  “exorbitant”  inter- 
est rates  if  it  warned  to  rebuild 
districts  destoyed  in  the  disas- 
ter. 

The  demonstration  coincided 
with  a “consultation  forum" 
organized  by  Parliament  this 
week  to  allow  Mexicans  to 
express  their  views  about  the 
foreign  debt. 

In  Quito,  dozens  of  students 
were  arrested  during  clashes 
with  police  on  a day  of  protest 
called  by  the  left-wing  oppo- 
sition against  payment  of 
Hcudor’s  foreign  debL 

Thc  main  demonstration, 
scheduled  to  take  place  in  tiie 
capital,  was  banned,  and  police 
used  tear  gas  and  water  cannon 
to  disperse  groups  of  young 
people. 

Earlier,  leaders  of  the  re- 
cently-created Popular  From, 
which  groups  trades  unions, 
teachers  and  students,  gathered 
lo  denounce  the  conservative 
government  of  President  Febres 
Cordero  and  "American  imperi- 
alism”.

The  tormented  inhabitants  of 
Jaffiia,  the  isolated  but  densely- 
populated  northern  peninsula  of 
Sri  Lanka,  are  suffering  a new 
affliction. 

Now  that  the  armed  forces 
are  - in  this  part  at  least  - 
remaining  inside  their  fortifi- 
cations. the  Tamil  population  of 
the  district  is  left  to  the  mercies 
of  “the  boys",  the  “militant 
youth"  the  gun-toting  rebels 
who  have  been  fighting  for  the 
establishment  of  a separate 
Tamil  state  in  the  north  and 
east  ofthc  island. 

*:‘Thc  boys"  say  they  have 
been  protecting  the  Tamils  from 
attack  by  the  Sri  Lankan  armed 
forces  and  have  forced  the 
Army  to  stay  in  barracks.  The 
problem  is  that  now  there  is  no- 
one  to  protect  the  Tamils  from 
"the  boys". 

In  the  market-garden  area 
north  of  Jaffna  town,  where  the 
fields  are  rich  with  crops  of 
chilics  and  manioc,  the  village 
of  Puttur  is  witness  to  the 
barbarity  of  the  gunmen. 

Rajadurai  S n ramac handran , 
a comparatively  well-to-do 
farmer,  aged  32.  was  brutally 
killed  earlier  this  month.  “The 
boys”,  in  search  of  funds  to 
maintain  themselves  in  their 
camps  around  the  northern 
province,  bum  in  on  him  early 
one  morning.  They  beat  him, 
wrapped  wires  round  him  and 
plugged  them  into  a power 
socket 

They  swung  his  two-year-old 
son  by  the  legs  and  threatened 
to  dash  his  brains  out,  or  to 
electorate  him  too.  They 
carried  the  dying  farmer  to  four 
of  his  relatives'  houses  to 
persuade  them  to  part  with 
money  and  jewellery. 

The  next  day  the  villagers, 
mourning  a neighbour  they 
described  to  me  as  a “a  good 
man.  and  very  helpful  to  the 
village  people”,  decided  to 
strike  back.  They  blocked  the 
roads  into  the  village,  they 
patrolled  at  night,  and  for  a 
week  allowed  no  outsiders  into 
the  place. 


Mine  blast  kills 
three  soldiers 

The  ceasefire  between  secur- 
ity forces  and  Tamil  guerrillas 
received  another  jolt  yesterday 
when  a landmine  killed  three 
soldiers  and  seriously  injured 
three  others  in  Mannar  district.

The  Security  Ministry  also 
said  one  soldier  was  killed 
accidently  and  one  seriously 
injured  when  a mine  placed  try 
the  military  outside  an  army 
camp  in  Mollaitivn  district 
exploded  on  Wednesday.  The 
security  forces  sow  mines 
around  their  camps  and  instal- 
lations to  deter  guerrillas.

20  complaints  of  violations  had 
been  registered  up  to  Wednes- 
day. The  truce  was  reached  in 
June.

Reykjavik  (Reuter)  - President 
jFinnbogadottir  of  Iceland 
joined  thousands  of  women 
employees  and  housewives  who 
staged  a 24-hour  protest 
against  male  privilege. 

Groups  of  disconsolate  men 
crowded  into  hotels  in  the  early 
morning  after  their  wives 
refused  to  cook  their  breakfast, 
and  most  telephone  switch- 
boards were  unstuffed. 

President  Finnbogadottir 
said  she  would  stay  away  from 
her  office  in  solidarity  with  the 
protesters. 

The  stoppage  was  similar  to 
a one-day  strike  called  by 


Icelandic  women  10  years  ago 
when  the  United  Nations 
decreed  an  International 
Women’s  Decade. 

The  male  reaction  this  time 
has  been  far  stronger  and 
angrier.  Men  working  at  banks 
voted  to  keep  them  open  at  all 
costs  to  show  they  could  do 
without  women  - at  least  for  a 

Eighty  per  cent  of  Iceland’s 
women  work.  They  generally 
earn  40  per  cent  less  than  men, 
though  they  are  entitled  to 
eqnal  pay  for  the  same  job. 
They  are  virtually  excluded 
from  top  jobs.

People  in  the  peninsula  were

“We  are  now  facing  worse 
brutality  from  ‘the  boys’  than 
from  the  Army,"  complained  a 
businessman,  who  not  unnatu- 
rally preferred  not  to  be 
identified.  “People  are  turning 
against  the  militants.  They  are 
destoying  any  possibility  of 
development  here." 

As  happens  in  guerrilla 
campaigns  elsewhere  in  the 
world,  the  emphatic  request: 

“ The  boys’  need  your  car,”  has 
been  frequently  heard  in  and 
around  Jaffna,  hotels,  news- 
papers. a German  Television 
crew,  and  individuals  have  lost 
vehicles  to  the  gunmen.

Nairobi  (AP)  - lie  main 
Uganda  guerrilla  group,  the 
National  Resistencc  Movement, 
denied  yesterday  that  its  fighters 
killed  12  civilians  for  allegedly 
helping  government  soldiers 

A statement  issued  by  the 
j insurgents  in  Nairobi  said  the 
NRM  “does  not,  murder  civ-1 
ilians  and  has  no  cause  to  do  so 
whatever  the  circumstances".  It 
blamed  the  killings  on  govern- 
ment troops,  “styling  them- 
selves as  guerrillas,  in  an 
endeavor  to  discredit  the 
National  Resistencc  Move- 
menu" 

The  massacre  occurred  on 
Tuesday  at  Gombe  village, 
about  10  miles  from  Kampala. 

Uganda's  military  govern- 
ment did  not  publicly  assign 
blame,  but  the  army  Chief  of 
Staff,  Major  General  Zeddy 
Naruru,  took  journalists  to  see 
the  survivors  in  hospital  on 
Wednesday  and  was  overhead 
to  tell  a hospital  administrator.

Australia 
royalists 
ready  to 
celebrate

Republican  sentiment  in 
Australia,  never  as  high  as 
might  be  expected  in  the  hght  of 
vociferous  debates  over,  a new 
national  flag  and  anthem,  is  at  a 
particularly  low  ebb  with  the 
Prince  andPrincessof  Wales  due. 
here  on  Sunday  for  their  second 
visit  in  littleover  two  years. 

A characteristically,  Austra- 
lian vice-regal  row  earlier  this 
month  which  at  one  stage 
threatened  the  royal  visit  Has 
been  allowed  to  fade  away,  and 
monarchists  here  - and  there 
are  plently  ■ of  them  * have 
reason  to  hope  for  a repeat  of 
the  1983  tour  success. 

It  is  not  just  the  royalists  who 
have  cause  for  pleasure  at  the 
attendance  of  the  Prince  and 
Princess  at  the  climax  of  the 
state  of  Victoria’s  150th  anni- 
versary celebrations.  As  a local 
press  report  observed  this  week, 
the  business  community  stands 
to  benefit  substantially  from  the 
sale  of  souvenir  objects  and 
sundry  royal  paraphernalia 
during  the  1 3-day  visit.  A local 
manufacturer  • of  hand-flags 
expeas  to  increase  normal  sales 
tenfold  this  month. 

The  royal  couple  are  to  spend 
10  days  In  Melbourne  as  part  of 
the  celebrations  and  the  last 
three  days  in  the  federal  capital, 
Canberra.  They  will  attend  the 
Melbourne  Cup,  the  high-point 
of  the  Australian  racing  calen- 
dar. as  welf  a the  premiere  of  a 
new  Australian  film  and  a rock 
concert,  and  will  lunch  with  the 
Australian  Prime  Minister,  Mr 
Bob  Hawke,  who  has  been 
known  to  express  republican 
views  in  his  time. 

The  Prince's  association  with 
Australia  is  well  known  but  it 
was  the  Princess  of  Wales  who 
captivated  people  here  on  her 
first  major  tour  abroad  in  1983. 
Since  it  became  known  in 
February  that  they  were  to  pay  a 
return  visit,  the  protocol  depart- 
ment of  the  Victoria  Govern- 
ment has  been  flooded  with 
requests  from  Melbourne's 
leading  social  figures  for  a place 
at  the  state  reception  next 
Monday. 

“We  are  just  having  to  tell 
them  that  the  list  is  decided  by 
the  state  Premier  and  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do  to  help,”  a 
spokesman  said. 

In  Melbourne  the  Prince  and 
Princess  will  be  staying  at 
Government  House,  the  ram- 
bling residence  of  the  state 
Governor 

It  is  this  viceregal  aspect  of 
the  trip  which  has  most  worried 
the  organizers.  On  October  3 Sir 
Brian  Murray,  the  Governor, 
was  forced  to  resign  by  Mr  John 
Cain,  the  state  Premier,  after 
admitting  that  he  had  accepted 
a free  round-the-world  trip. 
Outcry  over  the  affair,  with 
sympathizers  claiming  that  Sir 
Brian  had  been  “set-  up”  by  a 
hostile  Labour  administration, 
persisted  until  last  week. 

There  is  another  unfortunate 
dement  in  the  timing.  Three 
days  after  the  couple  depart 
republicans  will  be  wallowing  in 
the  memory  of  the  most 
celebrated  viceregal  rumpus  in 
Australia's  history,  the  dis- 
missal exactly  a decade  ago  of 
the  federal  Whitlam  Govern- 
ment by  Sir  John  Kerr,  then 
Governor-General.

The  Parti  Quebccois  (PQ) 
government  of  Quebec,  whose 
once  comfortable  legislative 
majority  has  almost  vanished, 
despite  a new  leader,  will  seek  a 
renewed  mandate  in  a provin- 
cial general  election  on  Decem- 
ber 1 

Mr  Pierrc-Marc  Johnson, 
who  took  office  as  premier  only 
three  weeks  ago  announced  the 
voting  date  in  a prime-time 
television  appearance  on  Wed- 
nesday night 

It  will  be  the  first  time  since 
the  party  was  formed  in  1968 
that  it  has  r.ot  campaigned  on  a 
platform  that  includes  indepen- 
dence for  the  French-speaking 
province  of  six  million  inhabi- 
tants. 

It  will  also  be  the  first  time 
that  the  PQ  has  not  been  led 
into  an  election  by  its  founder 
and  long-time  leader.

Mr  Levesque,  who  feshioned 
the  PQ‘s  election  victories  in 
1976  and  1981  stepped  down  on 
October  13  after  announcing  his 
resignation  on  June  20.

Misplaced  urge  to  be  earthbound

There  might  have  been  a fear 
that  Anthony  Burgess's  new 
libretto  would  destroy  the 
essential  character  of  the  opera 
to  which  Weber  gave  his  last 
weeks,  but  that  is  very  far  from 
being  the  case:  Oberon  remains 
a total  mess.  It  toners  between 
sentimentality  and  nonsense, 
except  for  those  moments  when 
the  music  tightens  its  grip;  the 
jokes  are  heavy-handed  and  the 
versifying  is  prosaic.  The  only 
difference  from  the  original  is 
that  Planche's  text  never  left  the 
fanciful  vapours  of  chivaJric 
and  exotic  romance,  whereas 
Burgess’s  keeps  trying  to  touch 
down  to  earth  with  a story-line 
token  out  of  yesterday's  news- 
papers. 

Rezia  and  Selina,  as  the  two 
heroines  have  become,  are 
hostages  in  a modem  Islamic 
capital.  Oberon,  as  in  the 
original,  is  determined  to 
demonstrate  to  Titania  the 
possibility  of  faithful  human 
love,  and  sends  Hugh  and 
Geoffrey  to  rescue  the  women. 
which  feat  is  eventually 
achieved  after  turns  of  destiny 
engineered  by  fairies  and 
humans.  The  lovers  are  brought 
together.  Oberon  and  Titania 


are  reconciled  and  the  United 
States  gains  a satisfactory  oil 
contract  with  the  new,  more 
enlightened  ruler  who  comes  to 
gain  control  of  the  Middle 
Eastern  -states  during  the  pro- 
cess. 

That  is  all  very  well  but  it 
does  cause  problems  of  both 
style  and  substance.  To  take  an 
example  of  the  latter  first: 
Burgess’s  Ayatollah  is  saddled 
with  Planche’s  harem  merely 
because  Weber  wrote  music  for 
houris;  that  is  just  silly.  But  the 
stylistic  awkwardness  runs 
deeper,  for  Hugh,  Rezia  and  the 
rest  are  contemporary  charac- 
ters who  have  to  express 
themselves  in  music  written  in 
1826.  Burgess  seeks  to  get 
around  it  by  having  them  refer 
self-consciously  to  their  being  in 
an  opera,  but  his  use  of  what  he 
disingenuously  calls  the  Alien- 
ation Effect  is  tiresome  and 
cannot  work  because  one  is 
never  anything  but  alienated. 

The  modern  characters  sim- 
ply are  not  established.  The 
dialogue  between  Geoffrey  and 
Selina,  for  instance,  is  not.  that 
of  a 1980s  Papageno  and 
Papagena;  instead  it  cautiously 
veers  them  towards  songs  out  of 
a romantic  opera  and  lets. slip 
the  knife  of  irony. 

Graham  Vick's  production 
loads  a whole  lot  more  business 
on  to  what  is  already  a 


ramshackle  conception.  The 
action  takes  place  within  a 
fantasy  Moorish  cinema,  nicely 
brought  to  the  stage  by  Russel! 
Craig,  and  there  are  film 
sequences,  silver-painted  gob- 
lins in  the  guise  of  orchestral 
instruments  (among  whom 
Frank  Jones  drolly  does  a 
doormouse  act  through  his 
important  silent  role  as  the 
magic  horn),  a leather  clad 
Prussian  Oberon,  a Titania  a la 
Jean'  Harlow  and  at  the  end  a 
phantasmagoria  of  American 
stereotypes.  It  all  adds  up  to  the 
strenuous  misdirected  dyna- 
mism of  a production  which 
knows  it  is  not  working. 

There  would  still  be  the 
music,  if  only  it  were  well  sung 
and  played.  Dennis  Bailey  as 
Hugh  lacks  both  the  ardour  and 
the  sweetness  of  a high  roman- 
tic hero;  his  woolly  tone  fogs  the 
words  though  at  least  he  is  in  a 
position  to  get  the  American 
accent  right.  Janice  Cairns  as 
Rezia  was  beneath  her  best  and 
failed  to  provide  the  conviction 
necessary  to  throw  off  “Ocean, 
thou  mighty  monster”.  Beverley 
Mills  and  Geoffrey  Dolton  as 
the  secondary,  pair  have  the 
opportunity  to  . show  likeable 
stage  personalities,  while  Robin 
Lcggate  enjoys  himself  hugely 
as  this  creaking,  high-stepping 
avatar  of  the  Fairy  King:  one 
wishes  he  had'more  to  sing. 


The  evening  is  conducted  by 
Sir  Alexander  Gibson,  who  has 
yet  to  prise  out  of  the  orchestra 
the!  delicacy  of  colour  and 
subtlety  of  phrasing  that  might 
make  this  music  live.  But  then 
what  is  going  on  before  him  can 
hardly  be  an  inspiration  to 
wizardry.

Czech  PO/ 
Belohlavek

The  month-long  “Celebration 
of  Czech  and  Slovak  Music"  in 
London  reached  its  natural 
climax  with  the  arrival  of  the 
Czech  Philharmonic:  still  a 
great  orchestra,  still  waiting  for 
a great  conductor.  The  35-year 
search  continues  for  a successor 
of  comparable  stature  to  Vaclav 
Talich,  whose  DvoFak  interpret- 
ations preserved  on  ancient 
Supraphon  recordings  still  tes- 
tify to  his  genius. 

The  orchestra's  present 
permanent  conductor  is  Jiri 
B&lohttvek.  who  at  least  seems 
to  be  broadening  the  repertoire. 
Opening  this  concert  was 
Martinu’s  emotionally  re- 
strained. chorale-like  Memorial 
to  Lidice,  which  quotes  Beetho- 
ven’s Fifth  Symphony  in  a 
symbolic  wartime  context  dur- 
ing the  course  of  its  threnody 
for  the  village  punished  horribly 
by  the  Nazis. 

That  pioneering  aspect  of 
Belohlavek’s  work  is  commend- 
able, but  on  more  familiar 
ground  such  as  Dvorak's  Sixth 
Symphony  he  seems  woefully 
short  of  ideas,  or  even  of 
natural  Slavic  spirit.  Rarely  can 
the  outburst  at  the  heart  of  the 
slow  movement  - an  uncover- 
ing of  raw  anguish  unique  in 
Dvorak’s  music  - have  sounded 
so  mailer-of-fact,  or  the  sub- 
sequent flute  cadenza  been 
hurried  through  with  metro- 
nome-like disregard  for  its 
beguiling  asymmetry. 

It  was  a pity,  too,  that  in

Bruch's  Violin  Concerto  No  1 
the  conducting  weaknesses 
tended  to  reinforce  ihe  soloist's 
less  likeable  traits.  Vaclav 
Hudedck's  firm  tone,  replete 
with  extravagant  vibrato  and 
some  heavy-handed  glissandos, 
was  fine  for  the  passionate 
allegros,  where  his  technique 
(apart  from  an  untuncful  patch 
in  the  hazardous  realm  of  G flat- 
major)  was  good.  But  there  was 
no  complementary  feeling  of 
rhapsody;  * no  suggestion  that 
either  soloist  or  conductor  felt 
any  affinity  for  this  ripely 
Romantic  music. 

The  Czechs’  basic  orchestral 
sound  remains  a delight,  how- 
ever. The  wind  may  not  always 
deliver  ruitis  with  the  precisian 
of  a well-drilled  military  band 
but  their  individual  characters 
are  strong;  the  strings  retain 

their  famous  vibrancy.

To  come  back  and  play  a major 
recital  in  London  after  an 
enforced  1 0-year  break  is,  by 
any  standards,  a remarkable 
achievement.  And.  if  anyone 
could  do  it.  it  had  to  be 
someone  of  the  dedicated 
single-mindedness  and  sense  of 
perfection  of  Maurice  Gendron. 

In  this  concert  he  frequently 
reminded  us  of  exactly  why  a 
decade  ago  he  was  held  in  such 
esteem.  Visually  he  remains  a 
model -for  all  players;  he  does 


not  make  a single  unnecessary 
movement,  preferring  to  leave 
his  audience  to  concentrate  on 
nothing  but  the  music.  And  in 
places  he  could  still  show 
something  of  his  renowned 
elegant  phrasing. 

Vet  in  all  honesty  it  has  to  be 
said  that  on  the  aural  evidence 
presented  here  he  is  not  quite 
the  cellist  he  once  was.  despite 
his  recent  protestations  other- 
wise on  ibis  page.  His  sound 
tends  to  be  on  the  weak  side, 
without  much  bloom  to  it.  even 
though  the  bowing  arm  seems 
as  steady  as  ever.  In  conse- 
quence too  often  his  interpret- 
ations took  on  a deadpan 
quality,  while  there  were  several 
disquieting  moments  of  misun- 
derstanding with  his  pianist, 
David  Abramovitz.  who  other- 
wise undertook  his  role  admir- 
ably. playing  with  neither  too 
much  nor  too  little  discretion. 

It  was.  in  any  case,  a devil  of 
a programme  to  play.  Beetho- 
ven’s tricky  Variations  on  “Bci 
Mannem"’  were  subjected  to 
some  capricious  tempo  fluctu- 
ations that  might,  with  more 
confident  projection,  have 
worked  rather  better,  and 
certainly  Schubert’s  "Arpeg- 
gionc"  Sonata  needed  a much 
looser,  more  rhapsodic  ap- 
proach than  it  got.  Stravinsky's 
Suite  italienne.  one  of  Pule  Ind- 
ia’s many  spin-offs,  does  not 
work  as  a'  cello  piece  at  all.  and 
so  it  was  left  to  Debussy's  Cello 
Sonata  to  bring  out  the  best  in 
today's  Gendron.  Here,  at  least, 
his  subtle  way  with  colour, 
shape  and  mood  indicated  that 
he  is  still  among  the  most 
elegant  of  musicians.

Downchild 

The  Pit  ’ 


It  is  characteristic  of  Howard 
Barker  that  he  should  have 
subtitled  this  piece  “a  fantasy” 
when,  of  the  three  plays  in  the- 
RSCs  Barker  season,  it  is 
Downchild  that  makes  the 
closest  approach  to  actuality.  - 
The  title  character  is  evi- 
dently modelled  on  Tom 
Driberg.  There  is  also  a Lord 
Lucan  lookalike  called  Lucky. 
And,  by  sparing  the  homosexual 
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Bcaverbrook  columniS)  a few 
more  years  of  life.  Barker 
dispatches  him  to  a Devon 
coastal  hideout  to  run  the 
homicidal  peer  to  ground. 

As  past  experience  of  this 
author  will  suggest  that  is  only 
the  starting  point  of  a labyrin- 
thine plot,  interweaving  the 
English  feudal  past  with  tomcat- 
ting  contemporary  politicians, 
assuming  a bond  between  the 
criminal  and  ruling  classes,  and 
delivering  an  obligatory  coup  de 
grace  to  the  last  Labour 
governments  along  with  the 
Anglican  church. 

However,  unlike  some  Barker 
plays  which  demand  the  al- 
legiance of  converts  who  see  his 
writings  as  a seam  less  .vision  of 
the  world,  Downchild  is  a 
distinct,  individual  piece  which 
can  be  understood  and  admired 
whether  you. .are  .on . his  .iwgye- 
lengtb  or  not.  Even  its  plot  is 
held  on. course  by  a detective- 
thriller  .element.  Thus  Down- 
child  (alias  Driberg)  and  his 
lover.  Stoat,  arrive  in  Devon  for 
a not-so-ihnocent  holiday,  and 


curse  which  .drives  all  Lucky's 
clap  insane  in  middle-life,  a late 
which  has  just  struck  the  latest 
of  the  line,  who  is  being  kept 
captive  under  the  PM’s  protec- 
tion lest  he  spill  the  beans  on  a 
Labour  financial  scandal. 

Barker  elaborates  on  this,  so 
as  to  open  a scries  of  skeleton- 
stuffed  closets.  But  the  purpose 
behind  the  plotting  emerge*  in 
the  -contrast  between  the  sleuth 
and  his  quarry. 

Downchild  is  not  precisely  a 
hero;  but  it  is  suggested  that  he 
is  the  best  England  can  do  in 
that  tine  in  present  circum- 
stances. The  characters,  from 
Paul  Freeman’s  maimed,  sadis- 
tic PM  -to  Tony  Matthews’s 
Lucky,  barking  torrents  of 
crazed  authoritarian  speech  into 
the  night  air,  are  outragious.  So, 
too,  is  Downchild;  the  differ- 
ence is  that  he  is  openly  so.  Ian 
McDiarmid,  dapper  arid  bird- 
tike  in  hand-tailored  suits, 
wears  his  homosexuality  tike  a 
row  of  combat  medals,  whether 
being  pleasured  by  his  ex-con- 
vict  lover  (Brian  Parr)  or  sailing 


are  plunged  into  ever-thickeh-  - into. attack  against  his  brutally 
ing  mysteries,  through  their  womanizing  adversary. 


encounters  with  aggressively 
secretive,  yokels;  rumours  of  an 
aristoa-atic  ghost,  and  the 
unsuspected  appearance  of  a 
former  Labour  Prime  Minister 
and  a female  Cabinet  colleague. 

The  ghost  rumour,  it  turns 
out,  derives  from  an  ancestral 
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Secondly,  in  one  of  his  few 
straight  ‘Speeches  in  a role 
composed  mainly  in  blistering 
ironies,-  he  rounds  on  the 
Labour  leader  for  having  “made 
. a good  thing  fit  for  laughter".  If 
there  is  a good  Socialist  on  the 
stage,  it  is  the  man  who  tore 
into  Labour's  betrayals  in  a 
capitalist  gossip  column.

Think  back  35  years  to  your 
schooldays,  and  answer  the 
following  questions:  What  was 
The  Kingfisher?  When  did 
planet  Earth  defeat  Venus  in  a 
war?  Who  made  a million 
schoolboys  happy?  Answers: 
The  space  ship  that  took  Dan 
Dare  to  Venus:  July  7,  1996; 
Frank  Hampson  BA,  the  artist 
who  created  the  comic  that  was 
the  pride  of  Hulton  Press  in  the 
1 950s,  the  scarlet-masted  Eagle. 

Eagle \ which  was  edited  by 
Marcus  Morris,  a Church  of 
England  vicar,  took  school  kids, 
newsagents  and  the  periodical 
publishing  world  by  storm. 
Nothing  like  it  had  been  seen 
before  and  there  has  been  no 
paper  for  boys  to  compare  with 
it  since.  Its  secret  lay  in  its 
pioneering  artwork,  voted  later 
to  be  “the  best  strip-cartoon 
story-telling  in  the  world”. 
Hampson  had  studied  the 
comics  on  news-stands  at  that 
time  and  declared:  “Into  this 
scrapyard  of  rusty  old  bicycles. 
I'm  going  to  drive  a Rolls- 
Royce.'' 


When  Eagle  was  launched  it 
had  a giant  page-size,  the  colour 
was  spectacular  and  the  demi- 
gloss  paper  even  smelled  good. 
In  its  heyday  it  employed  the 
best  strip-carloon  artists  in  this 
country,  and  script  writers  from. 
America,  Australia  and  France. 
But  for  the  first  few  weeks 
Frank  Hampson  drew  the 
an  work  and  wrote  the  dialogue 
for  five  of  its  16  pages. 

Hampson  learned  his  craft  by 
studying  American  and  Cana- 
dian comics:  he  noticed  that  in 
the  American  “funnies”  there 
were  cut-outs,  panoramic  scenes 
and  it  was  perfectly  acceptable 
to  move  from  a frill-length 
character  in  one  frame  to  a 
hand  reaching  for  a telephone  in 
the  next. 

The  American  artists  had 
seen  the  “movies”,  and  Holly- 
wood's influence  encouraged 
them  to  draw  with  imagination, 
realism  and  be  careful  to 
pinpoint  the  source  of  light. 

Hampson  created  the  first

flat.  When  his  work  arrived  at 
the  offices  of  the  Hulton  Press 
in  London  Tom  Hopkinson, 
then  editor  of  the  famous 
Picture  Post,  took  one  look  and 
declared:  “You  should  publish 
this,  and  hire  all  the  people  who 
produced  it".  So,  on  April  14, 
1950.  Eagle  hit  the  street  and 
circulation  rarely  fell  below 
750.000  for  the  first  10  years  of 
its  brieflife. 

During  that  decade  Hampson 


built  up  a complete  studio  with 
models,  artefacts,  a researcher, 
hundreds  of  reference  files  and 
seven  or  eight  artists  as  well  as 
Hampson.  to  produce  just  two 
pages  of  Dan  Dare  artwork  each 
week. 

Over  the  weekends,  while  the 
rest  of  his  • studio  relaxed, 
Hampson  rough  ed-out  the  fol- 
lowing week's  episode,  writing 
the  dialogue  and  colouring-in 
the  frames.  On  Monday,  when 


his  colleagues  arrived  the 
photography  began.  The  artists 
then  posed  ' in  . the  positions 
drawn  in  the  roughs.  This 
process  continued  until  late  on 
Tuesday  evening,  when  the 
shots  were  developed. 

■ By  Wednesday  Hampson  had 
cut  his  rough  to  pieces  and 
matched- his.  drawings  to  the 
appropriate  photographs.  His 
instructions,  were  to  take  the 
best  from-  the  roughs  and  the 


best  from  the  photos  and  then 
draw  the  finished  frames. 

. Work  in  the  studfa  was 
prolonged  and  intense.  The 
artists  began  at  9am  but  rarely 
got  away  before  early  the  next 
morning.  Hampson  even  had.  a 
camp-bed  brought  in  so  that 
anyone  who  was  tired  could  lie 
down  for  a cat-nap  then  go  back 
to  their  easel. 

Hampson  himself  posed  for 
most  of  the  Dan  Dare  pictures. 


Harold  Johns  and  Greta  Tom- 
linson, modelled  for  Dan's  loyal 
and  devoted  batman  Digby  and 
Professor  Jocelyn  Peabody,  the 
only  woman  in  the  story.  “She 
was  there  to  be  rescued",  said 
Hampson.  As  for  villains,  there 
were  several  models  built  of  the 
evil  Mekon  who  nipped  around 
on  a flying  chair.  “We  kept 
running  out  of  villains”,  com- 
plained Hampson.  “That's  why 
the  Mekon  kept  coming  back 
although  at  the  end  of  each 
story  he  was  generally  missing, 
presumed  dead." 

But  10  years  working  non- 
stop on  a full-colour  strip-car- 
toon eventually  took  its  toll  He 
was  on  holiday  in  Israel,  when 
Eagle  passed  out  of  the  control 
of  Huftons  to  Odhams  Press 
: and  the  studio  was  disbanded. 

The  artist  never  regained 
control  of  Dan  Dare  and  a 
couple  of  years  later  retired 
from  Eagle.  But  in  1 975,  at  the  * 
Eleventh  Salon  of  Comics. 
Animation  and  Illustration, 
which  is  held  bi-annually  at 


The  original  Eagle  and  Dan  . 
Dare  faltered  on  without 
until  1969  when,  with  the; 
circulation  down  to  25,000,  IPC 
killed  it.-  . : - 

But  Hampson's  fans  never 
forgot  him  and  there  were  i 
constant  requests  to  revive; 
Eagle  which  IPC  acceded  to  in/ 
March  1982.  However,  ■ the; 
intrepid  space-colonel  was  not! 
the  same;  'Hampson  did  not 
draw  him  and  could  not  have, 
done  even  if  he  had  been  asked  > 
as  he  was  unwell  and  in- 
September  the  same  year? 
suffered  a severe  stroke.  ? 

When  he  drew,  Frank  Ham-: 
pson  like  Shakespeare's  Cleopa- 
tra, made  hungry  where  most  he 
satisfied. . His  work  earned  the 
Hulton  Press  £1  million  annu- 
ally (at  1950s  prices).  Hampson 
never  enjoyed  real  financial 
rewards  for  his  creation  and 
died  in  July  this  year.  He  was  66-

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Hidden  beyond  the  frontiers  of 
the  Soviet  bloc,  engulfed  in 
secrecy  as  thick  as  smog,  lurks 
Europe's  biggest  and  most 
virulent  pollution  crisis.  Fish 
float  lifelessly  downstream  and 
the  poisoned  air  that  smothers 
the  industrial  heartland  of 
Comecou  is  killing  forests, 
wildlife  and,  more  slowly,  more 
selectively,  people  as  well. 

The  three  main  industrial 
nations  of  Eastern  Europe  - 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and 
East  Germany  - are  more  or 
less  equally  blighted.  Their 
struggle  to  increase  economic 
growth  and  productivity  with 
ageing  machinery  and  the 
absence  of  a strong  ecological 
lobby  has  allowed  bureaucrats 
to  ride  roughshod  over  the 
alarmed  residents  in  the  af- 
flicted areas. 

The  most  disturbing  news 
comes  from  East  Germany. 

Although  the  East  German 
Communist  Party  is  trying  its 
best  to  play  down  the  problem, 
one  needs  only  to  study  the  , 
scientific  press  to  gauge  the 
scale  of  the  crises. 

• East  German  sulphur  diox- 
ide emissions  are  doable  - about 

six  million  tonnes  a year  - those  ! 
of  West  Germany,  despite  the 
fact  that  East  Germany  is  only 
half  the  size  of  its  western 
neighbour;  The  reason  is  that 
with  limited  hard  currency,  it  is 
more  and  more  dependent  on 
domestic  nse  of  brown  coal  or 
lignite  to  save  on  its  oil  bDl. 

• In  Freiberg  doctors  have 
found  high  lead  concentrations 1 
in  urine  and  hair  samples  of 
schoolchildren.  In  Bitterfeld, 
medical  researchers  found  that 
air  pollution  was  damaging  the 
bone  development  of  a sample  of 
300  children.  Acute  bronchitis, 
asthma,  lung  disease  and  lung 
cancer  are  all  on  the  increase  in 
industrial  centres. 

9 Water  pollution  is  particu- 
larly evident  in  autumn  as  the 
sugar  harvest  gets  into  full 
swing.  The  refineries  pump 
waste  directly  into  the  rivers. 
When  the  authorities  find  that 
fish  are  dying  on  mile-long 
stretches  of  river  they  are 


usually  forced  to  investigate  and 
the  reports  tell  their  own  story: 
filters  had  been  bought  but 
installation  was  a low  priority. 

The  list  of  ecological  woes 
conld  fill  this  page:  The 
widespread  use  of  crude  DDT  in 
farming,  the  atrocious  noise 
levels  in  factories,  the  inad- 
equate sewage  systems,  the 
slipshod  storage  of  toxic  waste. 

There  is.  it  is  true,  a fledgling 
“Green  Movement”  sheltered 
by  the  Protestant  church  but 
there  is  nothing  to  compare  with 
the  Green  movement  in  the 
West. 

The  only  real  pressure  can 
come  from  the  scientists  and 
then  only  if  they  argue  economi- 
cally. Water  pollution,  accord- 
ing to  the  East  Berlin  Fisheries 
Institute,  is  costing  the  river 
fishing  industry  between  three 
and  five  million  marks  a year. 
Other  figures  show  that  2.5 
million  hectares  of  forest  are 
damaged  by  add  rain. 


From  September  1,  a new 
decree  has  given  the  authorities 
more  powers  to  intervene 
against  polluting  factories.  In 
the  past  factories  hare  accepted 
the  resulting  fines  as  part  of  the 
business  risk  and  consider  them 
cheaper  than  installing  filters. 
East  Berlin  has  also  promised  at 
international  conferences  to 
reduce  sulphur  dioxide  emis- 
sions by  30  per  cent  over  the 
next  eight  years. 

The  fact  remains,  however, 
that  there  is  still  an  all-out 
concentration  • on  short-term 
economic  growth,  meeting  plan- 
ning targets,  irrespective  of  the 
damage  wreaked  on  the  environ- 
ment. In  the  West,  human  costs 
and  the  standard  of  living  are 
often  portrayed  as  the  hapless 
victims  of  big  business  prof- 
iteers, but  in  Eastern  Europe, 
the  economic  formulae  leave  no 
breathing  space  for  fish,  fowl  or 
the  future.  _

Pain  that  is  more 
than  a headache 


An  association 
between  severe 
scalp  pain,  when 
hair  is  brushed, 
and  headaches 
and  blindness 
might  seem  un- 
likely, but  if  a 
doctor  does  not  think  about 
temporal  arteritis  it  may  cost  a 
patient's  sight  and  the  practice  a 
five-figure  sum. 

In  the  High  Coart  last  week, 
Mr  Justice  Kennedy  awarded 
£10,400  damages  to  Mrs  Bea- 
trice Fiennes,  an  80-year-old 
widow,  because  her  doctors  took 
a month  to  realize  that  the  pain 
she  was  suffering  in  her  head 
and  neck,  associated  with 
blurring  of  vision,  were  tell-tale 
signs  of  temporal  arteritis.  The 
disease  can  cause  blindness,  as 
it  did  in  Mrs  Fiennes,  but  if 
treated  promptly  responds  so 
well  to  high  doses  of  corticoste- 
roids that  90-95  per  cent  of 
patients  retain  their  vision. 

Temporal  arteritis,  or  giant 
cell  arteritis,  may  affect  any  of 
the  large  arteries  but  usually 
involves  branches  of  the  carotid 
arteries  which  lead  to  the  head 
and  neck.  The  cranial  arteries 
over  the  scalp  are  frequently 
attacked.  The  arteries  become 
inflamed,  thickened  and  tender 
to  the  touch,  so  that  patients 
characteristically  complain  of 
pain  when  brushing  or  combing 
their  hair;  and  involvement  of 
the  arteries  to  the  eye  results  in 
blurred  vision.  If  those  leading 


a 
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to  the  nrascles  of  the  jaw  and 
tongue  are  inflamed,  eating  may 
produce  a severe  cramping  pain 
in  the  face. 

The  disease  is  dosley  related 
to  polymyalgia  rheumatic*, 
which  produces  muscle  stiffness 
and  pain  in  the  over~50s.  usually 
affecting  tbe  neck,  shoulder  and 
pelvic  girdles.  Both  diseases  are' 
associated  with  feelings  of 
general  ill  health:  so  much  so 
that  a doctor  visting  someone  ill 
with  polymyalgia  often  finds  it 
difficult  to  decide  whether  the 
patient  is  still  in  bed  at  midday 
because  of  apathy  nr  because  of 
extreme  morning  stiffness. 

Temporal  arteritis  becomes 
•increasingly  common  in  old  age. 
It  affects  four  times  as  many 
women  as  men.  and  with  an 
incidence  of  24  per  100,000  (or 
more  than  12,000  in  Britain)  is 
not  as  rare  as  is  supposed.  In  40 
per  cent  of  cases  the  eye  is 
involved,  and  in  75  per  cent  of 
ftbese  the  condition  Is  bilateral. 

If  patients  and  doctors  are 
alert  to  the'  importance  of 
combinations  of  blurring  of 
vision  and  headaches,  upper 
limb  pain,  or  pamfaL  thickened 
arteries  in  the  scalp,  a cause  of 
blindness  in  old  age  will  be 
prevented. 


Who’s  to  blame? 

Doctors  in  sex- 
ual disease  cli- 
nics notice  that 
when  there  is 
doubt  as  to 
where  an  infec- 
tion started  in  a 
couple  the  (nan 
usually  accuses  the  woman  who, 
rather  surprisingly,  seems  ready 
to  accept  iL  Likewisedoctons  in 
fertility  clinics  have  noted  that 
the  man  in  an  infertile  couple 
often  assumes,  without  any 
good  reason,  that  his  female 
partner  is  responsible. 

Pulse  reports  that  Professor 
Allan  Templeton,  of  Aberdeen' 
University,  has  confirmed  with 
statistics  his  colleagues'  im- 
pression. Some  45  per  cent  of 
men  thought  .the  cause  of  the 
infertility  stemmed  from  the 
woman;  only  29  per  cent 
thought  the  man  was  likely  to 
be  infertile,  and  26  per  cent  said 
the  cause  was  likely  to  be  found 
in  both  patients.  But  35  per  cent 
of  women  blamed  themselves, 
while  28  per  cent  thought  the 
cause  was  likely  to  lie  in  the 
man  and  34  per  cent  thought 
the  problems  equally  divided. 

N either  the  men  nor  the 
women  are  righL  Professor 
Templeton’s  analysis  shows 
that  in  SO  per  cent  of  the  cases 
investigated  the  cause  of  infer- 
tility was  never  tracked  down  - 
in  half  of  them  because  a 
patient  conceived  before  inves- 
tigations were  completed,  in  the 
other  half  because  tbe  doctors 
never  found  a reason. 

A blow  to  morale 

People  involved 
in  riots  oficn 
sustain  minor 
concussion  as 
well  as  major 
injuries.  Later 
they  - and  others 
who  suffer  head 
injuries  - are  likely  to  complain 
persistent  headaches,  dizzi- 
ness. loss  of  concentration  and 
depression,  and  may  stay  oft 
work  for  considerable  lengths  oj 
time. 

But  it  has  never  been  certain  • 
whether  the  symptoms  are  the 
sequel  to  some  minimal  brain 
damage,  or  a response  to 
emotional  upset  roused  by  the 
injury.  The  symptotns  are  worse 
in  patients  who  had  a neurotic 
personality  before  the  head 
injury  happened,  and  occur 
more  often  when  there  is  an 
obvious  gain  from  continuing  ill 
health. 

Those  who  believe  in  a 
physical  cause  for  the  post-con- 
cussional  syndrome  say  that 


improvement  does  not  occur 
immediately  after  compensation 
claims  are  settled,  and  that  it 
can  be  shown  that  even  a trivial 
head  injury  damages  brain 
■tissue.  Neither  view  is  probablv 
entirely  correct:  is  seems  likely 
that  people  with  robust  psyches 
suffer  the  same  symptoms  after 
concussion  as  the  more  neurone, 
bur  ignore  them. 

Some  light  relief 

A secretary  is 
now  as  likely  to 
be  using  a word 
processor  and 
visual  display 
unit  (VDU)  as  a 
typewriter.  Her 
boss.  too.  will 
probably  have  a VDU  on  his 
desk.  But  the  possible  medical 
implications  of  sitting  in  front 
of  a screen  emitting  intermittent 
light  and  electromagnetic  radi- 
ation have  caused  concern. 

Professor  W.  R.  Lee.  review- 
ing potential  hazards  of  VDUs 
in  the  British  Medical  Journal 
(October  12),  provides  some 
reassurance.  The  energy  of  the 
X-rays  is  low  and  is  not 
detectable  beyond  the  glass 
screen  of  the  VDU  tube. 

VDU  users  unitialfy  com- 
plained bitterly  about  the 
brightness  of  the  screen,  the 
glare,  the  effect  on  the  eyes,  and 
the  tiredness  felt  at  the  end  of 
the  day.  Most  of  these  problems 
have  been  solved  by  redesigning 
office  lighting  and  desk  layoui. 

Science  has  supported  the 
complaints  of  women  who  said 
that  VDUs  gave  them  flushed, 
itchy  cheeks  after  they  left  the 
office,  leading  to  a permanently 
scaly,  spotty  complexion.  The 
VDU  sets  up  an  electrostatic 
field  which  causes  charged 
panicles  and  air  contaminants 
to  settle  on  the  face,  which  is 
already  sensitive  because  of  the 
low  humidity  of  modern  offices. 
Better  ventilation,  antistatic 
mats  or  carpets  treated  against 
static  electricity  will  restore  a 
pristine  complexion  faster  than 
any  soap. 

Professor  Lee  is  keeping  an 
open ; mind  about  suggestions 
that  VDU  operators  have  a 
higher  incidence  of  spontaneous 
abortion.  A report  from  Mon- 
treal pointed  to  a relationship 
between  miscarriages  and  the 
number  of  hours  the  women 
spent  each  day  in  front  of  the 
screen;  but  even  its  authors 
admit  that  its  statistics  could  be 
criticized.  Very  low  frequency 
electromagnetic  fields  generated 
by  the  VDU  might  be  respon- 
sible for  such  a link. 

Dr  Thomas  Stnttaford 
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Who’s  a wet? 


I doubt  that  Douglas  Hurd,  the 
Home  Secretary,  was  in  favour  of 
Jeffrey  Archer's  appointment  as 
Tory  deputy  chairman.  Not,  at  least, 
if  his  opinion  of  Archer's  novels  is 
anything  to  go  by.  My  attention  is 
drawn  to  a passage  in  Hurd's  own 
noveL  Palace  of  Enchantments, 
published  shortly  before  Archer’s 
appointment.  A psychiatrist  accuses 
the  central  figure  of  being  dried  up. 
"I  recommend  a course  of  intellec- 
tual hydration,  say  a Harold 
Robbins  or  a Jeffrey  Archer  twice  a 
month.”  he  says.  “When  you  have 
read  them  all.  start  again  - you 
won't  notice."

AMfs  Ababa 

The  rainy  season  seemed  good  in 
Ethiopia  this  year,  but  in  the  past 
few  weeks  it  has  become  dear  that 
the  rains  stopped  too  early.  Oops 
have  grown  but  have  not  matured  and 
independent  agricultural  forecasts 
indicate  that  the  country  will  need 
about  a million  tons  of  food  aid  next 
year,  almost  as  much  as  it  needed 
this  year,  to  feed  its  people. 

The  second  year  of  famine  will  be 
different,  however.  The  infra- 
structure of  aid  established  during 
the  past  nine  months  ought  to  mean 
that,  provided  the  grain  is  pledged 
(and  there  is  at  this  stage  every 
indication  that  it  will  be),  there 
|*shouId  be  no  repetition  of  the 
queues  of  children,  with  bodies  like 
breathing  cadavers,  clutching  empty 
bowls. 

Yet  the  plan  to  keep  the  six 
million  people  expected  to  be 
affected  next  year  out  of  camps  ahd 
in  their  home  villages  may  still 
founder  - not  for  lack  of  foreign  aid 
but  because  of  the  way  foreign 
money  is  entering  the  country. 

In  the  past  six  months  there  has 
been  a marked  shift  of  food  aid  from 
the  public  to  the  private  distribution 
systems  in  Ethiopia.  Bilateral  donors 
have  transferred  their  food  contribu- 
tions from  the  government's  Relief 
and  Rehabilitation  Commission 
(RRC)  to  the  burgeoning  number  of 
voluntary  agencies  — there  are  47  in 
the  country. 

Of  the  food  pledged  between  May 
and  the  end  of  this  year,  427,000 
tons  have  been  consigned  to  the 
agencies  and  only  181,000  tons  to 
the  RRC  This  represents  an 
increase  of  more  than  250  per  cent 
in  the  agency  allocation  while  the 
RRC  which  needs  50,000  tons  a 
month  for  general  distribution,  is 
currently  receiving  only  23,000  tons. 


Paul  Vallely  questions  the  growing  western 
circumvention  of  the  Ethiopian  authorities  in 
favour  of  voluntary  relief  organizations 


This  reapportioning  of  resources 
represented  a conscious  political 
decision  by  western  governments 
and  in  particular  the  United  States, 
which  provides  more  than  a third  of 
all  the  country’s  food  aid.  The  West 
was  anxious  to  be  seen  to  help  the 
victims  of  famine  but  equally 
anxious  to  avoid  bolstering  the  pro- 
Soviet  regime  of  Colonel  Mengistu 
and  his  Marxist  Workers  Party.  To 
use  the  voluntary  agencies  seemed 
the  obvious  solution. 

Both  the  Ethiopian  military 
government  and  the  voluntary 
agencies  arc  worried  about  this 
trend.  At  a meeting  of  non- 
governmental organizations  in 
Addis  Ababa  this  week,  held  to  help 
give  Bob  Geldof  advice  on  the  best 
way  to  spend  the  £48  million  raised 
by  Live  Aid,  David  Alexander,  field 
director  of  the  Save  the  Children 
Fund,  described  the  trend  as  “very 
alarming"  Hugh  Goyder.  of  Oxfam, 
noting  foe  political  strings  attached 
to  US  aid,  said  the  other  big  donors 
(Canada,  Australia  and  the  World 
Food  Programme)  should  be  asked 
to  allocate  all  their  aid  direct  to  the 
RRC.  The  Americans  would  ensure 
that  at  least  a third  of  the  million 
tons  needed  would  go  to  the 
agencies. 

“If  it  is  not  committed  now.  there 
will  be  a lot  of  shilly-shallying  in  six 
months  when  children  start  dying," 
said  Peter  Searie,  of  World  Vision. 

The  fear  is  that  the  RRC, 
generally  considered  by  even  those 
who  oppose  the  Ethiopian  regime  to 


be  the  most  effective  famine  relief 
organization  in  the  Third  World,  is 
being  seriously  undermined  by  the 
new  imbalance.  Until  recently  the 
roles  of  the  agencies  and  the  RRC 
have  been  ‘quite  distinct  pie 
charities  looked  after  the  medical 
needs  and  therapeutic  feeding  of  the 
most  vulnerable  sections  of  the 
population.  Their  service  took  for 
granted  a base  of  general  food 
distribution  by  the  RRC,  but  that 
base  has  been  eroded. 

The  RRC  has  been  at  work  for  1 1 
years,  since  the  famine  of  1974 
which  brought  the  downfall  of 
Emperor  Haile  Selassie.  It  has  a staff 
of  17,000.  more  than  400  field 
stations,  an  effective  monitoring 
procedure  and  an  early  warning 
system  whose  predictions  have  been 
consistently  verified  by  events.  But 
with  less  than  50  per  cent  of  its 
grain  requirements  being  met,  it 
now  bands  out  half-rations  and 
distributes  ' irregularly  in  areas  of 
great  need  This  year  there  is  an 
empty  ring  to  agencies’  talk  of 
'‘supplementary  feeding”:  often 
there  is  no  basic  diet  to  supplement 

The  agencies*  supplementary  food 
is  not  only  more  expensive  than  the 
cereals  which  ought  to  form  the 
basic  diet;  it  also  presents  long-term 
health  dangers.  As  has  been  recorded 
at  one  Oxfam  medical  centre, 
patients  are  restored  to  health  by 
intensive:  feeding  only  to  return 
home  to  an  inadequate  RRC  ration, 
leading  to  their  readmission  to  the 
clinic  six  months  later. 


Furthermore,  the  agencies,  lacking 
the  strategic  overview  of  the  RRC. 
are  concentrating  too  heavily  in 
some  areas-  “Eritrea  and  Tigre  seem 
to  be  the  ‘in'  places  as  far  as  US 
opinion  is  concerned  Hence  all  the 
American  agencies,  with  all  their 
massive  food  supplies,  are  there.  In 
Eritrea  today  they  have  food 
surpluses.  Here  in  Wollo,  wc  have  a 
chronic  famine  still,*'  said  one  aid 
worker. 


Berhane  Deressa,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  the  RRC  was  told 
by  Bob  Geldof  that  there  was  a crisis 
of  confidence  among  donors  about 
the  RRC  "When  you  consider  some 
of  the  policies  of  this  Marxist 
government,  it  is  hardly  surprising.” 
Geldof  said.  But  he  added  that  while  it 
was  understandable  for  individuals 
to  prefer  their  donations  to  go 
through  a private  charity,  a greater 
responsibility  devolved  on  to  larger 
bodies  to  ensure  that  they  were  not 
spending  money  in  a way  that  was 
counterproductive.  At  least  a third 
of  the  Live  Aid  money  would 
therefore  be  spent  through  the  RRC, 
he  said,  although  its  use  would  be 
carefully  monitored. 


The  Ethiopian  government  hopes 
other  donors  will  follow  that  lead 
and  reverse  the  funding  imbalance. 
If  they  do  not,  agencies  say,  RRC 
could  be  forced  to  reduce  rations 
further,  throwing  more  people  into 
the  emergency  care  of  the  agencies. 


■ For  the  long  term  - when,  in 
development  theory,  increasing 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the 
creation  of  indigenous  institutions 
to  shoulder  responsibility  and  build 
expertise  - there  seems  little  sense  in 
promoting  the  atrophy  in  Ethiopia 
of  the  body  which  is  considered  a 
model  of  its  kind. 


Rosemary  Righter  on  the  likely  effects  of  US  legal  isolationism 


Washington  versus  the  world 


President  Reagan's  latest  attempt  to 
square  right  with  might  has  dealt  a 
blow  to  the  use  and  development  of 
international  law  and  is  likely  to 
benefit  nobody  but  Nicaragua. 
Against  the  uxgings  of  senior 
members  of  the  American  Bar 
Association,  the  US  has  announced 
that  it  is  radically  restricting  its 
readiness  to  be  sued  at  the 
International  Court  of  Justice,  the 
legal  body  of  the  United  Nations 
which  sits  in  The  Hague. 

The  US  State  Department’s  legal 
officers  have  been  tying  themselves 
into  ingenious  knots  to  explain  that 
America's  attachment  to  the  rule  of 
law  and  to  the  court  itself  are 
undimmed,  and  that  the  US  is 
simply  asserting  the  principle  of 
equality  for  all  nations  under  the 
law.  But  they  acknowledge  that  the 
trigger  for  the  decision  is  the  court's 
ruling  that  it  has  jurisdiction  over 
Nicaragua's  suit  against  the  US  for 
the  mining  of  its  harbours  - a case 
Nicaragua  is  likely  to  win.  Judgment 
is  expected  at  the  end  of  this  year. 

Washington  maintains  that  the 
court  had  no  business  with  the  case 
because  it  is  “political”.  Abraham 
Sofacr.  the  Stale  Department's  legal 
adviser,  contends  that  Nicaragua 
should  have  gone  to  the  UN 
Security  Council  “or  some  other 
appropriate  place  where  you  can 
deal  with  a matter  like  a war.  or 
whatever  .you  want  to  call  the 
disturbances  down  there”. 

The  US  withdrawal  is  not  a total 
walkout  All  members  of  the  United 
Nations  are  automatically  bound  by 
the  decisions  of  the  court  The 
question  at  issue  is  the  point  at 
which  the  court  has  power  to  make  a 
derision  at  all.  The  US  made  a 
voluntary  declaration  39  years  ago. 
under  an  optional  clause  of  foe 
court's  statutes,  that  it  could  be  sued 
by  any  stale  which  has  made  a 
reciprocal  undertaking.  When  this 
"optional  clause"  is  not  operating, 
the  court’s  writ  extends  only  to  cases 
which  have  been  jointly  referred  to 
it  by  litigants  or  matters  relating  to 
treaties  or  to  the  UN  Charter.  It  is 
its  acceptance  of  this  clause  which 
the  US  is  now  rescinding. 

George  Taft,  a senior  counsel  in* 
the  Stale  Department,  points  out 
that  only  42  members  of  the  United 
Nations  - about  a quarter  - 
subscribe  to  the  clause.  Notable 
absentees  are  France  (which  revoked 
its  declaration  of  adherence  when 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  sued  it 
in  the  1 970s  over  its  nuclear  tests  in 
the  Pacific).  West  Germany,  Spain 
and  Italy.  Others,  such  as  India, 
have  hedged  their  declarations  with 
so  many  reservations  (which  each 
government  had  foe  right  to  do)  as 
to  render  them  meaningless. 


any  government  which  did  not  like 
the  prospects  in  a case  could  change 
the  rules.

But  the  US  decision  “is  likely 
seriously  to  inhibit  the  court  and  the 
development  of  international  law”, 
in  foe  view  of  Professor  Rosalyn 
Higgins,  of  the  London  School  of 
Economics,  “precisely  because  the 
US  is  the  leading  public  proponent 
of  the  legal  resolution  of  inter- 
national disputes”. 

Washington  claims  that  the  court 
has  become  “politicized”  - a view  it 
did  not  take  in  19SO  when  its  judges 
gave  the  US  timely  and  forthright 
backing  in  its  suit  against  Iran  over 
the  hostages  - and  argues  that  the 
court  has  no  business  with  disputes 
“involving  on-going  hostilities". 
Lawyers  w ho  agree  that  the  underly- 
ing quarrel  between  the  US  and 
Nicaragua  is  political  assert  that  this 
is  legal  nonsence  which  undermines 


the  whole  concept  of  the  court:  its 
future,  they  say,  depends  on  iis 
ability  to.gjve  legal  answers  to  legal 
questions,  even  or  especially  in 
highly-charged  political  contexts. 

Alain  Pellet,  a French  member  of 
the  Nicaraguan  legal  team,  says: 
"We  have  stuck  rigidly  to  the  legal 
issues  of  US  liability  for  the  physical 
damage  suffered  by  Nicaragua  and 
violations  by  the  US  of  international 
law-,  and  the  court  has  stuck  firmly 
to  precedents.  There  is  no  innova- 
tion in  this  case". 

Since  April  1984.  when  Nicaragua 
filed  its  suit,  the  US  has  conducted  a 
technical  filibuster  aimed  at  remov- 
ing the  case  (and  others  in  Central 
America)  from  the  court's  books 
while  appearing  to  respect  its  powers 
- suggesting  a precedent  whereby 


it  argued  that  Nicaragua  could  not 
sue  because  it  bad  never  notified  its 
acceptance  of  the  optional  clause, 
that  the  US-Nicaragua  friendship 
treaty  of  1956  (from  which  foe  US 
has  now  given  notice  of  withdrawal) 
required  settlement  of  the  matter 
through  diplomatic  channels  and 
finally  that  the  US  did  not  accept 
jurisdiction  where  third  parties  were 
affected,  and  that  El  Salvador  was  an 
interested  party  - a claim  which  the 
court  decided  required  fuller  evi- 
dence. With  differing  majorities,  the 
judges  have  quashed  all  other 
objections  and  derided  to  hear  the 
case. 

"The  US  scraped  the  technical 
barrel  to  prevent  a hearing,  in  a way 
totally  demeaning  for  a great 
power."  said  a lawyer  who  is 
rcquently  retained  by  the  US 
government  and  therefore  insisted 
on  anonymity.  “Then,  when  to  their 
great  surprise  they  lost  they  walked 
out  - first  from  the  trial,  now  from 
that  broad  category  of  participation 
in  international  law.  All  this  shows 
is  pique  at  losing  when  substantively 
the  US  is  clearly  in  the  wrong. 

In  the  view  of  many  lawyers  the 
US  has  behaved  embarrassingly  like 
the  elephant  who  is  terrified  of  mice 
lest  they  run  up  its  trunk.  They  also 
. point  out  that  last  week's  announce- 
ment will  not  affect  US  liability  in 
the  Nicaragua  case  since  it  cannot 
affect  current  litigation,  and  could 
even  sway  the  judges  in  Nicaragua's 
favour.  And  for  another  six  months, 
until  its  notice  expires,  the  US 
remains  bound  by  the  optional 
clause  under  which  other  states 
could  bring  suit. 

Administration  officials  concede 
that  other  governments  are  now 
likely  to  review  their  attitudes  to 
compulsory  jurisdiction,  but  argue 
that  “the  inherent  inequality  of  its 
operation  is  a problem  which  needs 
to  be  addressed"  and  that  a lot  of 


governments  “don't  like  being  hit  by 
suits  they  haven’t  agreed  to". 


Bui  the  most  revealing  clue  to 
the  Reagan  administration's  real 
purpose  is  that,  according  to  the 
same  sources,  serious  consideration 
was  given  to  adding  fresh  reserva- 
tions to  American  acceptance  of  the 
clause  rather  than  terminating  it. 
Key  among  them  would  have  been 
refusal  to  be  sued  by  any  state  for 
'■using  force  or  the  threat  of  force". 
The  administration's  conclusion  was 
that  it  was  better  to  withdraw 
altogether  than  “to  produce  reserva- 
tions which  would  have  made  our 
acceptance  of  compulsory  jurisdic- 
tion illusory". 


Penguin  golden  eggs,  but  some  slightly  addled 


What  is  thought  to  be  the  first-ever 
sale  of  paperbacks  was  held  at 
Phillips  of  Bond  Street  yesterday  as 
part  of  Penguin’s  fiftieth  anniversary 
celebrations.  Not  just  any  old 
paperbacks,  but  rare  and  early 
Penguins  and  scores  of  signed 
and  association  copies  and  other 
ephemera. 

One  sympathizes  with  the  Phillips 
staff  m their  rather  evident  difficult- 
ies in  placing  estimates  on  books 
that  have  no  track  record  whatever. 
None  foeless,  a good  many  of  the 
more  desirable  items  on  offer  did 
strike  me  as  being  pitched  incredibly 
low.  while  some  others  veered 
towards  a rather  abandoned 
optimism. 

The  room  was  packed  at  the  start 
of  the  sale,  with  a perhaps  over- 
zealous  contingent  of  dealers,  as 
usual,  beavering  away  on  the 
principle  that  anything  that  can  be 
bought  may  be  sold  for  more;  this  is 
called  bibliophily. 

Another  area  of  confusion  con- 
fronting both  Phillips  and  the 
would-be  customers  appeared  to  be 
the  conflict  _ of  attitudes  towards 
book  collecting  in  general  and  of 
paperbacks  in  particular.  On  the  one 
hand  people  are  forever  being 
exhorted  to  hunt  in  their  attics  and 
ransack  their  basements  because 
anything  old(ish)  in  hard  or  soft 
covers  might  be  worth  a fortune, 
whereas  others  feci  (perhaps  more 
sandy)  that  books,  paperbacks 


especially,  are  usually  reprints 
and  hence  intrinsically  worthless. 
Collectors,  sceptics  - and.  I think. 
Phillips  themselves  - were  in  for  a 
few  surprises. 

Linda  Lloyd  Jones  of  Penguin 
conducted  me  through  the  juicier 
items  at  the  preview.  She  is  the 
"Fiftieth  Anniversary  Co-ordinator” 
- a job  she  has  held  for  the  past  two 
years  - and  was  responsible  for 
amassing  all  the  books  for  the  sale. 
By  far  the  most  interesting  stuff  was. 
of  course,  the  early  Penguin 
material  and  the  lion's  share  of  this 
came  from  Penguin's  own  archives. 

Lot  No  l struck  me  as  a peat 
bargain,  had  it  gone  for  its  estimated 
£60-80:  81  early  Penguins,  including 
numbers  1-4.  which  were  knocked 
down  for  £220  - still  a good  buy.  Lot 
No  2 comprised  just  the  very  first 
Penguin  (Andr6  Maurois*  Ariel). 
estimated  at  a sensible  but  lowish 
£30.  and  sold  for  £120. 

One  of  the  truly  desirable  items  in 
the  sale  was  lot  6:  a fine  proof 
copy  of  Lady  Chatterley's  Lover. 
produced  by  the  printer  who 
withdrew  from  the  job  when  the  trial 
was  looming.  There  cannot  be  many 
around.  The  estimated  price  was 
only  £10-1 5.  It  went  for  £120,  which 
I still  consider  cheap. 

Many  other  bargains  were  to  be 
had.  although  people  were  hissing 
through  their  teeth  every  time  an 
estimate  was  outstripped;  1.039 
Penguins  (1935-1963)  seemed  very

good  value  at  £620  (estimate  £300- 
500)  and  would  keep  you  literate  for 
life,  and  although  £190  was  nearly 
five  times  the  estimate,  it  doesn’t 
realty  seem  much  for  428  detective 
novels.  More  manageable  lots  were 
to  come,  and  so  were  one  or  two 
shocks. 

Stella  Gibbons'  scarce  first  edition 
of  Cold  Comfort  Farm . signed  and 
rebound  for  her  (not  very  well)  by 
her  husband,  was  estimated  at  a 
paltry  £40-£60  and  fetched  £720  - 
the  highest  price  in  the  sale.  A firs! 


and  second  draft  manuscript  by 
--  - - £17& 


Patricia  Highsmith  fetched 
(estimate  £30)  and  one  by  Julian 
Simons  brought  in  £340  (estimate 
£150).  these  demonstrating  the  huge 
popularity  of  crime  fiction  at  the 
moment 

Certainly  the  Booker  shortlist 
made  no  'impression  on  prices:  a 
battered  but  heavily  annotated  proof 
copy  of  James  (now  Jan)  Morris's 
true  first  edition  of  Venice  brought 


only  £35  (estimate  £40)  and  signed 
lots  by  J.  L.  Carr  and  Doris  Lessing 
realized  only  £45  and  £10  respec- 
tively. Nor  was  anyone  tempted  to 
plunge  deeply  for  the  Shirley  Conran 
Collection,  comprising  not  only  nth 
reprints  of  Lace  and  Lace  2 and  an 
autographed  pholo  of  young  Shirley 
herself,  but  a huge,  hand-drawn 
chart  - the  actual  blueprint  for  Lacc. 
meticulously  chronicling  the  most 
appalling  goings-on,  cross-referring 
each  act  of  fornication,  every 
snippet  of  incest,  the  whole 
spattered  with  tiny  entries  in  red  ink 
saying  things  like  “Judy's  last 
period.  September”.  Truly  a docu- 
ment of  our  times  but  instead  of  the 
climated  £60-£80  it  fetched  £20. 

The  lot  I had  my  eye  on  was  not  a 
book  at  all.  but  a little  original 
watercolour  by  Beryl  Cook  depicting 
a champagne-swilling  penguin  con- 
tentedly slung  among  an  orange 
“30”.  it  was  estimated  at  £25-£40. 1 
dropped  out  at  £60,  and  it  went  for 
£300. 

Meanwhile,  of  course,  sales  of 
Penguin  books  are  by  no  means 
limited  to  the  nostalgia  and  collec- 
tors’ markets;  this  September  alone 
it  moved  four  and  a quarter  million 
books.  Happy  birthday  - here's  to 
the  next  50  years.

Sanctions  folly 
we  shall  regret

Now  that  the  tumult  and  shouting  of 
the  Commonwealth  meeting,  in  the 

US  Congress  and  at  tite  United 
Nations  have  died  down  for  the  time 
being,  it  is  a good  moment  to  take 
stock  of  the  real  state  of  afraus  m 
relation  to  South  Africa.  A distinct 
phase  - which  began  with  the 
Eastern  Cape  riots  in  the  spring  and 
ended  with  the  imposition  of  token 
economic  sanctions  by  the  Reagan 
administration,  the  EEC  and  foe 
Commonwealth  - is  now  concluded. 
The  world  has  delivered  tis 
“message”  to  the  South  Africans  and 
there  will  now  be  a lull  in  order  to 
give  time  fora  “reply”. 

. What  that  reply  will  be  is  not  very 
difficult  to  surmise.  It  will  be 
dictated  by  the  political  imperative 
of  the  National  Party  in  South 
Africa  which  are.  in  turn,  principally 
determined  by  foe  attitudes  of  foe 
Afrikaner  faithful-  These  are  slowly 
changing,  to  be  sure,  as  a relatively 
pragmatic  urban  const! tutency  gains 
at  the  expense  of  the  conservative 
rural  one,  but  they  are  not  changing 
nearly  fast  enough  to  meet  the 
timetable  imposed  by  the  emotions 
of  the  outside  world. 

President  Botha  - or  any  conceiv- 
able successor,  for  that  matter  - 
would  be  toppled  if  he  showed  the 
faintest  signs  of  following  the 
prescriptions  of  foe  Commonwealth 
heads  of  government  and  started  to 
establish  “majority  rule  on  the  basis 
of  free  and  air  exercise  of  universal 
adult  suffrage  by  all  foe  people  m 
a united  and  non-fragmented 
South  Africa”  It  is  extremely 
doubtful  whether  he  could  even 
fulfil  literally  (assuming  he  wished 
to)  the  five  immediate  Common- 
wealth demands,  within  the  specified 
time  limit  of  six  months  or  even 
longer.  The  most  we  can  realistically 
expea  is  that  he  will  continue  to 
move  cautiously  in  foe  general 
direction  he  has  been  indicating. 

This  means:  (a)  continuing  to 
dismantle  “petty  apartheid";  (b) 
removing  the  pass  laws  and  other 
restrictions  on  the  movement  of 
labour,  (c)  providing  some  very" 
rudimentary  representation  for  the 
urban  blacks  in  the  higher  councils 
of  government;  (d)  ending  the  state 
of  emergency,  if  foe  riots  die  down, . 
and  (e)  consenting  to  a wider 
dialogue  with  black  leaders. 

The  last  concession  might  con- 
ceivably include  the  release  of 
Nelson  Mandela  and  a softening 
attitude  towards  the  African 
National  Congress,  but  only  on  foe 
rather  unlikely  assumption  that 
either  is  prepared  to  fudge  the 
question  of  foe  legitimacy  of 
“violent"  action. 

Another  possibility  would  be 
some'  moves  towards  “indepen- 
dence” for  Namibia.  But  since  it  is 
most  unlikely  that  any  move  on  this 
from  would  be  on  the  basis  of  free. 
UN-supervised  eleaions,  it  would 
not  be  regarded  by  foe  world  at  large 
as  being  valid  evidence  of  South 
African  good  conduct 

The  upshot  of  all  this  is  that  those  ' 
governments,  which  are  privately 
anxious  to  avoid  economic  sanc- 
tions that  will  damage  themselves  (a 
category  that  includes  most  of  foe 
front-line  states)  will  be  hard  put  to 
say  that  “enough"  has  changed  in 
South  Africa  to  let  them  off  foe  hook 
on  which  they  are  now  impaled. 
The  “or  else"  provisions  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  other  declara- 
tions will  almost  certainly  have  to  be 


invoked  and  foe  next,  more  painful, 
of  sanctions  will  sooner  or  later 
be  brought  in.  ■ . r-. 

At  this  point,  some  fashionable 
assumptions  come  into  question. 
One  of  these  is  that  the  real 
economic  effect  'of  official  sanctions 
will  be  marginal  (and  therefore  there 
is  no  practical  reason  to  be  opposed 
to  sending  the  “message"  they 
contain).  What  really  inflicts  foe 
hurt,  it  is  said,'  are  the  unofficial 
sanctions  of  foe  marketplace  that 
is,  the  refusal  of  LIS  banks  to  finance 
South  Africa's  short-term  debt.  - 

This  argument  is  historically 
unsatisfactory  in  that  the  short-term 
debt  crisis,  while  inconvenient  to 
South  Africa,  has  had  no  perceptible 
effect  on  South  African  policy  - nor 
will  it  in  the  near  future,  since  the 
Swiss  and  French  banks,  will 
probably  end  by  bailing  Botha  ouL 
But  foe  more  serious  objection' lo 
this  line  of  talk  is  that  it  ignores  the 
juggernaut  momentum  of  an  official 
sanctions  strategy.  It  is  true  that 
none  of  the . sanctions  that  have 
hitherto  been  adopted  would  hurt  a 
fly;  but  foe  whole  point  of  graduated 
pressure  is  that  it  leaves  little  option. 
If  nothing  happens,  you  just  have  to 
squeeze  harder.  If  banning  Kruger- 
rands doesn't  work,  it  has  to  be  air 
travel.  and  then-  investment,  and 
then  trade  - and  so  on  until  all 
intercourse  between  South  Africa 
and  foe  outside  world  is  cut  oft  At 
that  point  you  have  no  more 
leverage  because  you  have  run  outof 
threats.  .y 

Of  course,  foe  optimistic  reply  to 
this  is  that  Botha  will  back  down 
long  before  foe  end  is  reached. 
President  Kaunda  of  Zambia  ‘and 
others  appear  to  think  that  foe  South 
African  regime  is  a kind  of  card- 
house  that  will  collapse  as  soon  as  a 
single  card  is  displaced.  This  brans 
no  relation  to  foe  real  world. 

On  foe  security  side,  the  power  at 
foe  disposal  of  the  South  African 
state  is  prodigious!  Recent  events  in 
the  black  townships  have  scarcely 
begun  to  threaten  its  hold  over  the 
country.  Years  of  organized  unrest 
and  even  terrorism  would  be  needed 
to  change  this  balance  against 
determined  white  opposition. 

As  for  South  Africa's  economic 
defences,  they  are  far  stronger  than 
most  people  seem  to  believe.  What 
will  eventually  happen  if  sanctions, 
official  or  unofficial  are  pressed 
home  is  that  foe  South  Africans  will 
respond  in  foe  traditional  fashion  by 
drawing  foe  wagons  around  foe 
camp  and  deliberately  setting  up  a 
siege  economy.  This  will  impose 
many  hardships  on  South  Africans 
of  all  races,  as  well  as  on  countries 
such  as  Britain.  It  will  also  cause 
internal  political  and  industrial 
strains  thereby  increasing  foe 
likelihood  of  brutal  repression 
of  black  discontent  But  there 
is  no  reason,  given  foe  elaborate 
precautions,  why  foe  economy 
should  crack  for  years. ' 

Nothing  that  has  been  said  by 
anyone  in  recent  months  has  dented 
the  proposition  that  a prosperous 
economy  has  been  a powerful  engine 
of  political  progress  in  South  Africa 
and  that  the  most  likely  effect  of 
damaging  it  will  be  to  set  back  black 
advancement  and  probably  to  extin- 
guish completely  foe  last  flickering 
chances  of  non-cataclysmic  change. 
The  closer  we  get  to  committing  this 
folly,  the  more  futile  it  can  be  seen 
to  be.

developing  world  in  which  the 
Soviet  Union  is  far  from  phi- 
IanthropcaUy  involved.  In 
Afghanistan  there  are  118,000 
i^pops,  in  Cambodia 
1 40,000  Moscow-backed  Vietna- 
mese, m Angola  1,200  Russian 
military  advisers,  in  poor, 
starved  Ethiopia  1,700  of  the- 
same  - and  in  Nicaragua,  closest 
to  the  American  heart,  a mixed 
bag  of  8,000  Eastern  bloc  and 
Cuban  personnel.  To  people  who 
need  butter  the  Russians  export 
guns  and,  loo  often,  the  men  to 
go  with  them. 

It  is  hard  to  envisage  the 
Soviet  presence  in  any  of  these 
countries  backing  away  before  a 
Washington  initiative.  President 
Reagan  proposed  for  the  first 
stage  of  the  process  direct  talks 
between  the  warring  participants 
in  each  case,  to  be  followed  by 
supporting  negotiations  between 
the  superpowers.  Bui  to  take  as 
an  example  Afghanistan,  which 
the  Russians  invaded  so  shame- 
lessly more  than  five  years  ago, 
the  warring  participants  will  not 
talk  to  each  other  very  construc- 
tively even  through  the  UN,  let 
alone  directly. 

Expectations  of  Mr  Reagan’s 
speech  were  conditioned  by 
reports  over  the  last  few  days  of 
West  European,  particularly 
British,  disenchantment  with  the 
recent  American  performance. 
There  are  those  along  the 
Potomac  who  will  put  much  of 
this  down  to  European  cussed- 
ness, the  carping  of  allies  who 
long  for  American  protection  as 
long  as  they  do  not  have  to  pay 
for  it  or  put  up  with  too  many 
weapons.  But  there  are  those 
now  in  Washington  who  agree 
that  there  are  legitimate  grounds 
for  criticism  and  concern. 

Even  the  president’s  strategic 
defence,  initiative  was  badly 
presented  in  March  1983' when 
Mr  Reagan  in  his  Star  Wars 
speech  failed  to  emphasize  the 
long-term  research  programme 
which  the  Russians  had  been 
conducting  Some  disclosures  of 
this  had  caused  a stir  seven  years 
before  and  had  this  part  of  the 
American  motivation  been 
underlined  (it  was  hardly  given 


prominence  even  yesterday),  the 
programme  would  have  avoided 
at  least  some  of  the  subsequent 
flak. 

Even  philosophers  have  to  use 
a little  salesmanship  if  they  are 
ever  to  found  a school,  and  in 
this  the  White  House  has  not 
always  been  richly  endowed.  In 
the  past  this  did  not  perhaps 
matter  so  much  when  the  face  of 
the  Kremlin  was  septuagenarian 
and  sour,  but  there  are  many 
now  in  Europe  who  find  it  more 
acceptable. 

That  this  benevolence  is  more 
apparent  than  real  is  manifest. 
The  Soviet  Union  remains  a 
repressive  regime  whose  treat- 
ment of  minorities  and  dissi- 
dents makes  it  vulnerable  to 
Western  attack.  It  is  unthinkable 
that  Moscow  should  not  be 
reminded  of  this 

But  politicians  even,  more 
than  philosophers  need  to  sell 
themselves  and  the  product  most 
on  demand  right  now  is  peace. 
“■Peace'*  is  something  of  a 
devalued  word,  like  “democ- 
racy". both  being  too  often 
embraced  by  organizations 
whose  interest  in  either  is  less 
than  honest.  But  the  Republi- 
cans must  be  aware  that  when 
the  eight-year  record  of  the 
Reagan  administration  is  up  for 
consideration  in  1988  its 
achievement  in  East-West  poli- 
tics will  be  closely  examined. 

The  Americans  have  made 
constructive  offers  at  the  Geneva 
arms  talks  over  the  years.  They 
have  also  made,  it  is  true,  a 
number  of  approaches  calculated 
more  to  win  friends  than  to 
influence  people,  of  which  the 
zero  option  was  perhaps  the 
most  obvious.  But  they  need  to 
counter  the  latest  Soviet 
initiative  now. 

Yesterday’s  speech  was  a 
blend  of  attack  and  defence,  of 
flexibility  and  firmness.  It 
referred  to  the  “seeds  which  we 
should  nurture”  in  the  package 
of  proposals  presented  by  Mr 
Gorbachov  in  Paris  three  weeks 
ago.  It  confirmed  that  the 
Americans  were  studying  the 
proposals  carefully  and  offered 
the  prospect  of  a new  relation- 
ship between  the  superpowers  as 
a result  of  next  month’s  summit 

Did  he  do  enough  to  allay 
concern  among  the  Western 
allies?  The  answer  to  that  is 
probably  the  old , examination 
clichfc  “could  do  better".  The 
White  House  needs  to  counter 
foe  Soviet  proposals  by  at  least 
reminding  the  world  of  what 
they  have  offered  themselves.  In 
suTomit  terms  however  we  are 
still  amid  the  foothills  and  must 
hope  for  better  guidance  from 
the  sherpas  in  the  next  few 
weeks.  • 


Making  our  cities 
fit  to  live  in 

From  the  Chapman  of  the  Ecologi- 
cal Parks  Trust 

Sir,  In  bis  powerful  indictment  of 
town  planning,  to  which  you  so 
justly  give  prominence  (October  12). 
Mr  Ash  seems  to  despair  of  change 
in  the  absence  of  constitutional 
reform.  However  desirable  that  is, 
the  for  the  necessary  compre- 
hensive remedial  programme  does 
now  exist  and  could  be  implemented 
under  present  constitutional  ar- 
rangements if  the  essential  political 
and  civic  backing  and  realistic 
funding  within  our  economic  ca- 
pacity could  be  mobilised. 

Next  June,  in  Ottawa,  the  United 
Kingdom  will  have  to  give  its 
official  response  internationally  to 
ihe  World  Conservation  Pro- 
gramme, which  it  is  already 
preparing.  This  must  relate  to  the 
Conservation  and  Development 
Programme  for  the  UK,  composed 
for  the  purpose  under  my  chairman- 
ship and  issued  in  June,  1983.  The 
relevant  part  is  a factual  and 
constructive  70- page  report  on  The 
Livable  City , with  some  42  rec- 
ommendations, produced  by  a 
strong  expert  group  but  hitherto 
largely  neglected. 

That  failure  is  in  contrast  both 
with  the  thorough  and  vigorous 
pursuance  of  the  comparable  prob- 
lems of  fundamental  renewal  in  the 
countryside  and  with  the  achieve- 
ments. little  known  in  this  country, 
of  a sizeable  group  of  transatlantic 
cities,  notably  Baltimore,  Pittsburgh 
and  Vancouver  BC. 

In  the  urban  ecology  sector  the 
Ecological  Parks  Trust,  aided  by  an 
expert  group,  is  conducting  an 
assessment  of  existing  knowledge,  of 
further  necessary  research  and  of  its 
flexible  application.  This  calls  for 
complementary-work  to  develop  the 
whole  concept  of  liveability,  to 
analyse  its  elements  and  to  promote 
its  progress  on  a basis  of  friendly 
competition  between  comparable 
cities.  Discussions  with  several 
leading  national  bodies  concerned 
with  tiie  urban  built  environment 
have  made  a promising  start. 

If  available  knowledge  and  find- 
ings are  to  be  put  Into  practice  on  a 
worthwhile  scale  the  need  is  simply 
for  more  organisations,  public, 
private  and  voluntary,  to  rally  round 
with  more  resources  and  resolution, 
and  a sense  of  urgency.  How  many 
more  crises,  confrontations,  break- 
downs and  orgies  of  rioting,  looting 
and  arson  must  we  suffer  before  they 
get  round  to  it?

Prime  task  for  British  management 


From  the  Director  General  of  the 
British  Institute  of  Management 
Sir.  Lord  Hanson  makes  some 
important  points  in  his  letter 
(October  21)  concerning  the  House 
of  Lords  select  committee  report.  He 
is  right  to  stress  the  importance  of 
improved  productivity  in  manufac- 
turing and  to  emphasize  our  need  to 
trade  in  a variety  of  commercial 
activities,  as  long  as  they  are 
profitable.  But  there  are  issues  his 
letter  does  not  satisfactorily  explain. 

The  UK  has  remained  amongst 
the  poorest  of  the  developed 
countries  in  spite  of  North  Sea  oil. 
No  other  major  developed  country 
has  enjoyed  an  equivalent  windfall 
in  recent  times.  Our  need  for  greater 
wealth  is  demonstrated  , daily  by 
problems  in  our  inner  cities,  within 
our  education  and  health  services, 
and  in  our  inability  to  provide  work 
for  3'4  million  of  our  citizens. 

Lord  Hanson  rightly  argues  that 
competition  and  reality  have  to  be 
faced.  But  much  of  that  competition 
now  comes  from  countries  who  are 
changing  the  rules  of  the  game. 
There  are  governments  who  decide, 
as  a matter- of  national  policy,  to 
ensure  that  their  countries  establish 
themselves  in  existing  and  emerging 
industries.  There  are  companies 
which  adopt  very  long-term  views  of 
markets  and  product  developments 
and  which  place  less  emphasis  on 
short-term  return  on  capital. 

There  are  managements  which 
view  their  employees  as  their  major 
asset  and  believe  they  have  long- 
term responsibilities  to  them  and 
that  the  continued  development  of  a 
highly  skilled  labour  force  is  of 
paramount  importance.  As  a result 
there  are  labour  forces  which  are 
totally  committed  to  achieving  the 
success  of  their  organizations. 

These  are  facts  which  will  not  go 
away.  Yet  in  this  country  we  all  too 
often  seem  wedded  to  the  notion  of 
growth  via  acquisition  rather  than 
through  fundamental  product  and 
market  development  This  practice 
focuses  disproportionate  strategic 
energies  into  financial  activity  which 
results  in  great  gain  to  people  and 
organizations  who  are  not  necess- 
arily « Hiding  to  the  nation’s  funda- 
mental wealth. 


The  acquisition  process  reinforces 
the  importance  of  the  short  term, 
and  the  much  publicised  financial 
gains  militate  against  widespread 
commitment  by  all  employees. 

The  process  will  often  produce 
short-term  increases  in  efficiency. 
Such  increases  will  not,  X submit,  be 
sufficient  to  solve  our  problems. 
And  the  competition  does  not  stand 
still  waiting  for  us  to  catch  up. 

Our  problems  will  only  be  solved 
when  managements  convince  their 
employees  that  there  is  no  "“them” 
and  “us,”  and  that  the  objectives  are 
held  in  common.  This  win  only 
happen  when  the  long  term  takes 
precedence  over  the  short  term; 
when  management  accepts  responsi- 
bility for  continuous  investment  in 
human  assets  and  develops  all 
employees  to  the  highest  level  of 
skills. 

Given  the  behaviour  of  our 
competitors,  there  is  no  reason  at  all 
why  diminishing  oD  production 
should  coincide  with  greater  compe- 
titiveness in  the  manufacturing 
sector.  Of  course  the  value  of  our 
currency  can  sink  to  a point  where 
foreign  goods  are  too  expensive  to 
buy  and  ours  can  be  sold.  There  are 
plenty  of  undesirable  examples  of 
This  sort  around  the  world.  But  most 
nations  which  have  succeeded  in 
manufacturing  in  the  past  three 
decades  have  had  appreciating 
currencies  and  their  industry  has 
benefited  from  the  disciplines  this 
has  imposed. 

Their  Lordships  may  not  be 
correct  in  all  their  proposals,  but  we 
delude  ourselves  if  we  believe  we 
can  put  off  tackling  fundamental 
problems  by  creating  illusions  of 
growth  or  by  simply  hoping  that 
“something  will  turn  up.”  Lora 
Hanson  implies  that1  the  prime 
responsibility  for  change  does  not 
rest  with  Government.  He  is  right.  It 
rests  with  management.

Driving  hazards 
on  motorways 

From  Mr  Joseph  I.  Fell 
Sir,  Accidents  in  or  close  to  parts  of 
trunk  roads  restricted  by  lane 
closures  are  said  to  be  caused  by  the 
high  speeds  of  certain  vehicles.  In 
my  experience  there  is  an  additional 
factor  which  must  contribute  to  the 
danger. 

On  seeing  the  advance  warning  of 
lpwg  restriction  many  drivers  actu- 
ally accelerate  in  order  to  overtake 
vehicles  immediately  ahead  before 
entering  the  restricted  lane,  where 
progress  may  be  slow.  The  practice 
makes  the  consequent  bunching  and 
heavy  braking  by  all  drivers  much 
more  severe  than  might  otherwise 
occur. 

A similar  tendency  operates  for 
traffic  about  to  leave  a motorway  for 
narrower  roads.  There  is  a rush  to 
overtake  slower  traffic  before  fhe 
exit  is  reached.

From  Sir  James  Cobban 
Sir,  I do  not  recognise  foe  lurid 
picture  of  foe  Church  of  England

never  have  had  a married  clergy;  we 
might  still  not  have  a liturgy  in  foe 
vernacular.  I personally  should  not 
wish  to  belong  to  a church  which 
was  never  willing  to  do  anything  for 
foe  first  tune. 

2.  The  Church  of  England  is  an 
integral  member  of  the  Anglican 
Communion.  The  current  nego- 
tiations under  the  aegis  of  ARCIC 
(the  Anglican-Roman  Catholic  In- 
ternational Commission)  are 
between  foe  Roman  Church  and 
-that  communion,  as  a whole  - - a 
communion  in  which  there  are 
already  some  seven  hundred  women 
legally  ordained  as  priests.  Whatever 
our  own  two  provinces  do  in  foe 
matter,  the  ordination  of  women  is 
something  that  ARCIC  has  to  take 


on  board  as  a fact,  not  an 
hypothesis.  Mr  Jupp  is  surely  not 
suggesting  that  foe  Church  of 
England  could  go  it  alone  in  its 
negotiations  with  Rome? 

3.  Episcopacy  and  synodical  govern- 
ment are  not  mutually  exclusive. 
The  concept  of  dyarchy  is  as  old  as 
foe  word.  The  Church  of  England  is 
both  an  episcopal  and  a synodical 
church;  and  we . are  learning . by 
experience  what  we  mean  when  we 
speak  of  "foe  bishop  in  synod”. 

My  own  impression,  as  a member 
of  General  Synod  from  its  inception 
until  the  current  year,  is  that  in  foe 
first  five  years  of  Synod  the  bishops 
were  hesitant  about  throwing  their 
weight  around  and  did  not  give  foe 
lead  that  the  Synod  would  have 
welcomed.  Now  1 think  we  have  got 
the  balance  about  right. 

The  House  of  Bishops  collectively 
has  been  accepting  more-  responsi- 
bility. Individually,  the  tyro  arch- 
bishops are,  in  my  book,  giving  just 
the  kind  of  positive  leadership 
which  will  enable  us  to  contain  foe 
tensions  which  are  bound  to  arise  m 
a church  which  is  - rightly  - as 
comprehensive  as  the  C of  E.

Sir,  Unless  the  new  offence  of  public 
disorder  carries  with  it  - - as 
preconditions  of  guilt  — evidential 
requirements  necessitating  credible 
testimony  from  the  person  allegedly 
alarmed  or  distressed  by  unsociable 
behaviour  (whatever  that  is),  and  a 
provision  stipulating  that  a reason- 
able person  in  the  position  of  the 
victim  would  have  been  so  alarmed 
and  distressed,  further  deterioration 
in  relations  between  police  and 
public  is  to  be  expected. 

Not  only  would  the  creation  of 
such  an  offence  greatly  increase  and 
enhance  existing  powers  of  arrest  in 
areas  of  potential  public  disturb- 
ance; the  offence  would  presumably 
be  of  general  application  and  could 
be  used  in  circumstances  which  have 
nothing  to  do  with  areas  of  current 
unrest 

Whilst  some  may  deem  it  an 
unfortunate  necessity  to  increase 
police  powers  in  this  way,  surely  it  is 
intolerable  that  a person  could  be 
convicted  of  a criminal  offence  on 
the  unsupported  opinion  of  a 
constable  concerning  the  reaction  of 


an  unnamed  and  unidentifiable 
member  of  the  public? 

Of  course,  such  evidence  suffices 
already  in  a variety  of  petty,  public 
order  offences,  but  this  must  be  the 
flimsiest  of  excuses  for  extending 
such  a state  of  affairs  to  yet  another 
offence. 

If  such  safeguards  make  the  new 
offence  unworkable,  it  cannot  be  an 
offence  worth  pursuing,  particularly 
as  the  present  law  relating  to 
threatening  behaviour  is  perfectly 
adequate  to  meet  substantial  risks  to 
the  public  peace.  , 

Without  safeguards  the  offence  ot 
public  disorder  cap  only  provide  the 
police  with  another  ground  for 
intervention  and  another  cover-all 
offence  to  apply  if  all  else  fails,  be  it 
in  “sensitive*’  communities  or 
Otherwise.  Even  those  who  are 
fortunate  enough  not  to  live  near 
potential  trouble  spots  will  have  to 
walk  the  streets  on  tip-toe,  Jest  they 
offend  (in  the  opinion  of  an  officer) 
the  sensibilities  of  some  cowering 
pensioner.

Craven’s  royal  letters  sold 


By  Geraldine  Norman 

Phillips  were  selling  correspondence 
of  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  Bohemia, 
and  her  family  from  the  estate  of 
Lord  Craven,  Elizabeth  was  King 
Charles  Ts  eider  sister  and  Lord 
Craven  was  her  constant  com- 
panion and  supporter. 

Quaritcfa  paid  the  top  price  or 
£11,160  (estimate  £10.000-£]2.0bQ) 
for  a collection  of  40  letters  from 
two  of  the  Queen's  daughters,  the 
Princesses  Sophia  and  Elizabeth,  to 
Lord  Craven.  The  whole  correspon- 
dence made  £29, 1 6 1 . 

Another  remarkable  offering  at 
Phillips  was  the  collection  of  papers 
of  Lord  Leighton,  the  Victorian 
artist  which  had  previously  been 
thought  to.  have,  been  destroyed 
about  the  turn  of  the  century.  They 
came  from  an  unnamed  source. 

A group  of  six  letters  from  George 
Eliot  to  Leighton  all  discussing  his 
illustrations  to  her  novel  Romola 
made  £9,900  (estimate  £2,000- 
3.000),  while  a single  letter  from 
Browning  in  reply  to  Leighton's 
letter  of  condolence  at  his  wile's 

death  was  bid  to  £5,740  (estimate 

£800-£1.000). 

A collection  of  36  deeds  relating 
lo  the  properties  of  Buckfast  Abbey, 
the  Cistercian  monastery  in  Devon, 
ranging  in  date  from  1150  to  the 
eighteenth  century  were  bought  by 
the  abbey  for  £4,180  (estimate 
£I,500-£2,000)  using  funds  donated 
by  friends.

Providing  a cheap  source  of  nitrogen 

By  Pearce  Wright,  Science  Editor 


Scientists  hare  moied  an  import- 
ant step  closer  to  one  of  the  main 
targets  of  borticultiirai  and 
agricultural  research.  In  an  effort 
to  increase  the  yields  of  crops,  one 
line  of  work  has  involved  two' 
approaches  but  with  the  same  aim 
of  making  nitrogen  in  the 
atmosphere  more  readily  available 
for  growth. 

One  idea  is  to  endow  phum  by 
genetic  engineering  with  the  ability 
to  extract  their  own  nitrogen 
directly  from  their  surroundings. 
The  other  depends  on  an  advance 
in  bask  chemistry  enabling  the 
intention  of  a cheap  method  of 
making  a novel,  cheap,  fora  of 
nitrogen-rich  fertilizer. 

It  is  the  second  of  these 
approaches  that  could  open  the 
any  for  low-cost  fertilzen.  The 
discovery  by  Dr  Christopher 
Pickett  and  a French  colleague.  Dr 
Jean  Talarmiu,  has  been  made  at 
the  Agriculture  and  Food  Research 
CotmoTs  unit  of  nitrogen  flcation 
at  Sussex  I'nittnit).  Their 
findings  are  reported  in  .Yofnre. 

Although  the  scientists  have 
come  up  with  a chemical  process 
that  could  be  translated  into  a 
novel  type  of  fertilizer  mairnfachn'- 


ing  system,  the  technique  is  one 
that  attempts  to  imitate  the  way 
the  bacteria  and  other  microbes  in 
the  soil  carry  out  the  natural 
production  of  ammonia  by  harnes- 
sing the  nitrogen  in  their 
surroundings. 

At  present,  the  chemical 
industry’s  process  for  fixation  of 
nitrogen  to  process  ammonia  for 
fertilizer  employs  an  Electrochemi- 
cal celL  and  a process  needing  to 
operate  at  high  tempera  hires  and 
pressures  under  the  influence  of  a 
catalyst.  The  Ptckefl-Tarlamia 

discovery  is  a way  Of  making 

ammonia  at  room  temperatures. 

It  is  widely  believed  that 
microbes  in  the  soil  carry  out  the 
fixation  of  nitrogen  with  the  help 
of  an  enzyme  called  nirogenase. 
But  the  biochemical  reaction  is 
catalysed  by  a molecule  refereed  to 
as  a co-factor  which  contains 
molybdenum,  iron  and  sulphur  in  a 
natural  electrochemical  process  in 
which  electrons  are  conveyed  by 
iron-sulphur  dusters. 

The  insight  gained  from  work 
begun  more  than  15  years  by 
Professor  J.  Chart  and  colleagues 
at  Sussex,  in  research  on  which 
the  current  investigations  bare- 


been  built,  has  shown  a number  of 
chemical  pathways  by  which  the 

conversion  of  nitrogen  and  hydro- 
gen into  3«imi)t«ia  mil  be 
accomplished  in  the  soil. 

The  latest  development  exploits 
the  fact  (hat  certain  metal 
compounds  can  absorb  nitrogen 
almost  as  if  they  were  sponges 
designed  only  to  suck  Hi  that 
particular  gas.  In  these  circum- 
stances the  atmospheric  nitrogen 
takes  up  a form  known  as 
dinitrogen  complexes. 

In  the  natural  state,  nitrogen 
fixation  is  believed  to  invlolve  this 
type  of  dinitrogen  state  when  the 
co-factors  are  being  employed  in 
part  of  the  reaction.  As  the 
nitrogen  goes  through  a transition 
in  the  formation  of  ammonia  the 
metal  complexes  ore  left  un- 
changed and  ready  to  “fix"  the 
next  tot  of  molecules. 

In  the  method  on  which  a small 

scale  ammonia-producing  cell  is 
being  built  at  Sussex,  tungsten 
phosphide  complexes  are  the 
metal  compounds  in  which  the 
dlnitrogen  form  of  molecules  are 
produced.

MR  KENNETH  STEWART 


Sir  Harry  Llewellyn  writes: 

Racing  enthusiasts  arc 
saddened  by  the  death  in  Cape 
Town  on  September  21  of 
Kenneth  Stewart  who  became  a 
much  respected  stipendiary 
steward  in  many  parts  of  the 
world. 

Bom  in  1918.  he  was 
educated  at  Ampleforth  College, 
and  served  in  the  Second  World 
War  with  the  Royal  Fusiliers 
and  with  the  Reconnaissance 
Regiment  in  7Sth  Division.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  British 
soldiers  to  drive  in  Austria  in 
1945  and  was  present  at  the 
link-up  between  the  Western 
and  Russian  armies. 

While  in  Austria  he  wrote, 
under  the  name  of  Cochrane 
Stewart.  his  first  novel 
iVindslab.  the  name  of  the 
quicksand  of  the  mountains  - 
dangerous  and  not  always 
recognized.  His  other  novels 
included  Beware  of  Treason. 

When  he  went  to  Johannes- 
burg in  1947  to  work  for  the 
publishers.  Sir  Isaac  Pitman  and

TTiese  features,  as  reflected  at 
Shrivenham,  include  broaden- 
ing the  use  of  facilities  and 
wherever  sensible  having 
services  supplied  by  civilian 
organizations,  rather  than  con- 
tinuing to  have  everything  done 
either  by  the  military  or  by  civil 
servants. 

Although  the  Royal  Military 
College  of  Science  is  probably 
considerably  less  well  known  to 
the  public  than  the  Royal 
Military  Academy  at  Sandhurst, 
where  cadets  do  their  initial 
officer  training,  or  the  Staff 
College  at  Camberiey,  where 
officers  go  for  study  in  mid- 
career before  promotion  to 
senior  rank,  it  has  a central  role 
in  developing  the  professional 
and  technical  competence  of 
army  officers. 

There  are  few  Army  officers 
who  will  not  spend  at  least 
some  time  at  Shrivenham 
during  their  careers.  One  of  the 
college's  central  tasks  is  to 
ensure  that  the  great  majority  of 
officers  achieve  at  least  a basic 
literacy  in  the  application  of 
science  and  technology  to  the

arts  of  war.  but  it  also  trains  to 
high  levels  of  expertise  those 
who  arc  going  to  be  in 
specialized  technical  areas. 

To  meet  this  wide  spectrum 
of  requirements  it  offers  courses 
ranging  from  three-year  studies 
leading  to  a university  degree, 
and  one-year  courses  as  part  of 
the  Stan  College  course,  to 
highly  specialized  courses  which 
may  last  a few  months  or  a few 
days. 

The  college  is  now  emerging 
from  a period  of  radical  change. 
Is  common  with  the  British 
military  establishment  as  a 
whole,  the  college  had  in  the 
1970s  been  through  an  annual 
process  in  which  resources  were 
pared  away  in  pursuit  of 
economies. 

By  the  early  1980s  staff  levels 
were  about  25  per  cent  below 
the  theoretical  establishment  of 
927,  and  it  became  apparent 
that  the  “salami  slicing"  which 
had  been  going  on  could  not  be 
carried  any  further  without 
imperilling  the  ability  of  the 
college  to  fulfil  its  role. 


As  a result,  a committee  was 
set  up  to  find  more  effective 
ways  of  achieving  economies.  It 
concluded  this  could  only  be 
done  by  radical  surgery,  and 
proposed  the  closing  of  a major 
department,  civil  engineering. 

This  idea  was  greeted  with 
dismay,  and  led  Lieutenant 
General  Sir  Richard  Vincent, 
then  commandant  at  the  col- 
lege and  now  Master-General 
Ordnance,  to  propose  an  even 
more  radical  solution,  that  the 
provision  of  leaching  and 
academic  services  should  be 
coniracied-out. 

About  20  universities  and 
colleges  expressed  an  interest  in 
taking  up  this  contract,  and 
after  five  had  been  invited  to 
tender,  it  was  finally  placed 
with  Cranfield  Institute  of 
Technology.  Under  this  ar- 
rangement, which  came  into 
effect  a year  ago.  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  pays  Cranfield  for 
providing  academic  services  at 
Shrivenham,  but  because  the 
physical  facilities  continue  to  be 
owned  by  the  ministry,  Cran- 
field will  pay  for  any  use  it 
makes  of  those  facilities  for  its 
own  purposes. 

Although  the  provision  of 
academic  services  has  thus  been 
“privatized"  or  “comrac- 
torized”,  the  military  continue 
to  be  responsible  for  the 
housekeeping  functions  such  as 
accommodation  and  catering, 
and  also  for  all  specifically 
military  activities. 

Under  the  new  contract  the 
great  majority  of  the  academic 
staff  were  offered,  and  accepted, 
transfer  to  the  new  faculty 
created  by  ' Cranfield,  though 
numbers  were  reduced,  with 
civilian  staff  foiling  by  almost 
100  to  514,  and  military  staff 
being  reduced  by  32  to  85. 

The  college  reckons  that  a 
few  years  ago  only  about  a 60 
per  cent  utilization  of  the 
laboratories  and  leaching  facili- 
ties was  being  achieved.  This 
position  has  since  been  con- 


siderably improved  with  num- 
bers of  students  rising  from 
under  1.60Q  in  1980  to  2.100 
last  year  and  probably  nearly 
2.700  this  year. 

Although  Shrivenham  has 
always  been  basically  an  Array 
institution,  soldiers  constitute 
fewer  than  half  the  total  number 
of  students  who  pass  through 
the  college.  Last  year  the 
student  population  was  made 
up  of  930  from  the  Army,  79 
from  the  Royal  Navy  and  Royal 
Air  Force,  1 57  from  abroad,  and 
938  civilians.  The  civilians 
come  usually  from  the  defence 
industries  and  the  Civil  Service. 

Professor  Frank  Hanley, 
principal  and  dean,  makes  it 
clear  that  he  sees  scope  for 
considerable  development  of 
the  college,  and  while  the 
primary  task  wilt  continue  to  be 
the  provision  of  the  Army's 
needs  for  advanced  education 
in  science  and  technology,  it 
seems  likely  that  over  a period 
of  years  the  dominant  position 
of  the  Army  in  the  college  will 
dimmish  somewhat.

an yway‘  because  the  Royal  Air 
Force  is  expected  to  make 
increasing  use  of  the  college, 
sending  more  of  its  people  there 
to  lake  engineering  degrees. 

Although  the  college  has  been 
through  one  upheaval,  it  seems 
unlikely  to  escape  further 
change,  though  this  would  be  on 
a much  smaller  scale. 

All  branches  of  the  armed 
forces  are  examing  their  activi- 
ties to  see  what  scope  there  is 
for  some  functions  such  as 
catering  or  gardening  to  be 
undertaken  by  private  contrac- 
tors, and  it  seems  likely  that  in 
due  course  Shrivenham  will  fee* 
the  effects  of  this  policy.

Ready  for  any  disaster 


Apart  from  its  industrial  rel- 
evance to  large  companies  with 
complicated  problems  akin  to 
the  logistics  questions  of  sup- 
plying an  army  on  the  move, 
there  are  benefits  from  the 
college’s  operational  research  in 
the  social  field. 

One  example  is  a training 
scheme  io  prepare  emergency 
services,  relief  organizations 
and.  in  particular.  Third  World 
governments  to  handle  disaster 
relief  operations,  whether  natu- 
ral catastrophes  or  man-made 
ones. 

The  training  exercise  to 
prepare  for  combat  against 
disasters  is  called  Atlantis.  It  is 
a method  using  computer 
simulations,  employing  math- 
ematical techniques  developed 
for  computer-based  manage- 
ment games  and  war  games  and 
perfected  by  the  college  in 
collaboration  with  IBM. 


A mental  leap  reminiscent  of 


Edward  dc  Bono's  lateral  , 
thinking  appears  to  have -been 
used  in  recognition  that  tech- 
niques devised  for  defence 
operations  would  be  equally 
appropriate  for  international 
disaster  and  rescue  missions. 

The  Atlantis  exercise  has* 
been  gaining  worldwide  accept- 
ance as  an  effective  method  of 
training  to  respond  to  catas- 
trophes created  by  hurricanes, 
typhoons,  earthquakes  and 
floods  or  man-made  ones  suCh 
as  large-scale  fires  or  contami- 
nation by  pollution. 

A special  effort  is  made  to 
attract  public  servants  from 
Third  World  countries  which 
might  be  victims  to  such 
disasters. 


A>ode  variety  of  situations 
can  be  presented  in  training  to 
prdvide  wide  expertise  and  pre- 
di spitr  analysis,  planning  and 
management  of  relief  oper- 
ations and  logistics.  Interest's-" 


not  limited  to  oversea s coun- 
tries which  are  clearly  vulner- 
able to  earthquakes  or  tropical 
storms. 

During  the  past  three  years 
interest  has  been  stimulated  by 
the  success  of  the  UK  Police 
Staff  College  in  adapting  the 
principles  to  classroom  training. 
In  addition,  agencies  in  France 
and  Sweden  responsible  for 
contingency  planning  related  to 
civil  nuclear  accidents  and  a 
number  of  international  civil 
defence  organizations  are  study- 
ing the  computer  simulation 
programme.

.calamities,  the  purpose  is  to 
demonstrate  just  how  far 
stretched  contingency  planning 
becomes  in  order  to  prepare

The 
college,  is  therefore,  keen  to 
encourage  “un sponsored"  stu- 
dents who  will  subsequently 
have  to  find  jobs,  because  they 
believe  that  this  provides  a 
valuable  means'  of  validating 
the  college’s  work. 

The  college  produces  about 
10  Ph.Ds  a year,  and  it  also 
offers  Master  of  Science  courses 
in  guided  weapons  systems, 
design  of  information  systems, 
military  vehicle  technology,  and 
gun  system  design.  One  of  the 
more  dramatic  changes  which 
has  been  made  since  Cranfield 
received  the  academic  contract 
is  that  the  charge  made  for 
M.Sc.  courses  has  been  slashed 
from  £50,000  to  £18,000  a year. 

One  of  the  key  areas  in  which 
the  Ministry  of  Defence  is 
seeking  to  make  economies  is  in 
the  procurement  -of  defence 
equipment,  and.  Professor  Har- 
tley is  hoping  to  establish  a 
course  in  procurement  manage- 
ment as  well  as  in  total  life-cycle 
costing  and  reliability  and 
maintenance  of  equipment.

He  is  hoping  to  be  able  to 
bring  these  studies  together  into 
a one  year  course,  probably 
beginning  in  January  1987  and 
leading  to  a degree  such  as 
Master  of  Defence  adminis- 
tration. although  the  actual 
name  the  degree  would  carry 
has  yet  to  be  decided. 

Because  the  whole  thrust  of  | 
the  work  at  Shrivenham  is  of  a j 
military  nature,  when  recruiting 
staff  some  additional  factors 
have  to  be  borne  in  mind  over 
and  above  those  normally 
involved  in  the  selection  of 
university  staff. 

Professor  Hartley  says:  “I 
make  sure  that  all  staff  coming 
here  are  in  sympathy  with  the 
role  of  the  armed  forces.  They 
do  not  have  to  be  in  sympathy 
with  the  Government’s  policy, 
but  they  dp  have  to  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  forces'  role 
in  implementing  that  policy.” 

Cranfield’s  initial  contract  at  I 
Shrivenham  runs  for  five  years, 
but  on  the  assumption  that  it  is 
extended  Professor  Hartley  sees 
scope  by  the  late  1990s  for 
trebling  or  quadrupling  the 
number  of  students  passing 
through  the  college  and  the 
amount  of  research  being  done. 

He  acknowledges  that  such 
an  expansion  may  produce 
some  change  in  the  balance  of 
activities  at  the  college,  but  says 
the  penalty  which  the  Army  will 
have  to  pay  for  getting  what  it 
wants  at  lower  cost  is  some 
change  of  ethos.  -

Protecting  equipment 
from  radiation 


altering  the  size  or  shape  of  its 
molecules. 

The  molecules  were  re- 
arranged by  exposing  the 
material  to  radiation  of  the  type 
that  is  used  to  produce  X-ray 
pictures  of  welds  in  metal  sheets 
and  pipes.  However,  the  beam 
of  radiation  comes  from  a 10- 
kilocurie  source  of  cobalt-60, 
which  is  far  more  powerful  than 
that  used  for  non-destructive 
testing  for  cracks  and  metal 
fatigue. 

The  type  of  work  more 
frequently  conducted  with  the 
radiation  source  is  to  examine 
the  ability  with  which  new 
electronic  components  and 
instruments  would  withstand 
radiation  from  a nuclear  deton- 
ation, - or  a beam  weapon  of 
some  sort. 

The  technology  of  protecting 
components  and  equipment 
that  could  be  disrupted  by 
radiation  is  referred  to  as 
nuclear  hardening. 

However,  in  the  study  of  graft 
polymerization  the  ’ radiation 
beam  is  used  to  brin^  about  a 
desired  but  subtle  modification. 

Plastic  sheets  are  placed  in 
containers  filled  with  a chemi- 
cal monomer  such  as  acrylic 
'add.  As  the  irradiation  occurs, 
the  monomer  penetrates  the 
plastic  to  a depth  determined  by 
the  dose  of  radiation  and  tbe 
time  taken  for  exposing  the 
container  to  the  beam. 

Changing  the  nature  of  the 
chains  of  molecules  forming  the 
plastic  can  transform  a pre- 
viously impervious  material  to 
one  that  acts  as  a membrane 
through  which  water  can  pass. 
Special  filters  for  purifying 
solutions  by  osmosis  can  be 
designed  this  way. 

The  principal  application  has 
been  the  manufacture  of  insu- 
lating sheets  used  in  nickel- 
cadmium  aircraft  batteries.

. Takeovers  are  likely  to  form  part  of  this 
increased  turnover  and  short-term  think- 
ing. They  are  running  this  year  at  an 
annual  rate  of  £8  billion,  nearly  eight 
times  the  rate  four  years  agn  and  are 
running  at  some  40  per  cent  of  domestic 
gross  fixed  capital  formation. 

This  is  likely  to  lead  to  an  increase  in 
gearing  by  both  bidders  and  defenders. 
“This  gearing  problem  is  abundantly  clear 
in  the  US  where,  as  a result  of  the  use  of 
techniques  such  as  junk-bond  financed 
acquisitions  and  leveraged-  buyouts  as 
means  of  preventing  them,  the  underlying 
business  at  the  end  of  the  day  is  saddled 
with  a much  greater  burden,  of  debt”  Mr 
Walker  thinks  “it  is  far  from  certain  that 
we  will  be  able  to  avdid”  this  trend.

Mr  Walker  had  a series  of  suggestions  to 
combat  it  for  institutions,  companies  and 
for  government  policy.

Dollar  rises  above  the 
talk  and  intervention 

In  the  five  weeks  since  the  finance 
ministers  of  Britain,  France,  West  Ger- 
many, Japan  and  the  United  States  jetted 
in  to  foe  t^aza  Hotel,  New  York,  the 
foreign  exchange  markets  have  waited 
nervously  for  the  invisible  hand  of  central 
bank  intervention  to  exert  itself.  Few 
would  deny  that  the  Group  of  Five’s 
agreement  stirred  things  up,  achieving  a 
small  downward  correction  of  the  dollar 
by  foe  simple  lactic  of  saying  that  it 
wanted  one.  Now  the  markets  are  girding 
themselves  to  test  the  Group  of  Five’s 
“follow-through”:  foe  willingness  and 
•ability  of  the  central  banks  to  drive  the 
dollar  down  further  through  concerted 
intervention. 

The  dollar  was  in  demand  yesterday, 
forcing  sterling  down  by  1.3  cents  to 
$1.4215  in  London.  It  traded  at  $1.4220 
later  in  New  York.  The  dollar  gained  a 
pfennig  to  DM2.6490  against  the  mark. 

This  was  in  spite  of  a fair  amount  of] 
intervention  by  at  least  some  of  the  Group1 
of  Five  members.  The  West  German 
central  bank  sold  at  least  $100  million  in 
foe  open  market,  before  disposing  of  a 
further  $39  million  at  the  Frankfurt  fixing. 
The  Bank  of  Japan  also  sold,  in  quite  large 
quantities,  but  foiled  to  prevent  the  dollar 
rising  from  21 5.8  yen  to  216.6  yen. 

Tms  was  backed  up  by  a good  deal  of 
“oral  intervention,”  most  surprisingly 
from  the  Swiss.  Pierre  Languetm,  the 
national  bank  president,  said  in  Lausanne 
that  Switzerland  was  prepared  to  join  with 
concerted  intervention  against  the  dollar. 
He  added,  however,  that  it  had  seen  no 
reason  to  intervene  as  yet 

Karl  Otto  Poehl,  president  of  West 
Germany’s  central  bank  said  that  the  risks 
of  a dollar  crash  were  growing. 

The  Bank  of  Japan,  before  Prime 
Minister  Nakasone’s  meeting  with  Presi- 
dent Reagan,  gave  warning  that  the  yen 
has  still  not  risen  enough  against  the  dollar 
to  bring  about  any  significant  correction  of 
trade  imbalances. 

The  Group  of  Five  is  having  to  look  to 
its  laurels.  Yesterday  the  US  Treasury  had 
to  deny  a strong  market  rumour  that 
another  emergency  meeting  had  been 
fixed  for  today.  Even  if  the  Five  are  not 
getting  together,  the  intervention  hot  lines 
are  likely  to  burn  in  the  coining  weeks. 

Different  perspective 
for  Union  Discount 

It  is  a fascinating  commentary  on  the  long, 
slow  approach  to  the  City’s  Big  Bang  that 
the  smaller  deals  are  often  the  more 
pregnant  with  possibilities. 

Yesterday,  the  mighty  Union  Discount 
Company  of  London,  which  celebrated  its 
centenary  in  grand  style  this  year,  bought  a 
14.9  per  cent  stake  in  Aitken  Campbell,  a 
five-partner  firm  of  Glasgow  j obbers.  Such 
a deal  would  have  been  unthinkable  only  a 
few  years  ago,  and  it  is  a measure  of  how 
the  City  establishment  has  had  to  rethink 
its  role  from  top  to  bottom. 

Union  is  putting  £900,000  of  new 
money  into  Aitken,  and  has  an  option  “for 
a year  or  so”  to  take  its  holding  up  to  10 
per  cent  The  association  means  that 
Union  has  a significant  influence  over  two 
of  foe  29  market-makers  approved  by  the 
Bank  of  England  for  the  new  gilt-edged 
market.  Should  the  going  get  as  tough  as 
many  expect,  there  is  scope  for  immediate 
consolidation.  . , 

Aitken  brings  Union  valuable  add- 
itional contacts  north  of  foe  border. 

Most  intriguing  of  all  is  foe  feet  that 
Union  intends  to  take  advantage  of 
Aitken’s  drills  at  jobbing  in  equities,  foe 
side  of  that  business  which  has  been 
making  the  running  in  the  past  few 
months  at  least  Union  is  keeping  its  cards 
close  to  its  chest  on  quite  howit  intends  to 
play  that  suit,  but  whatever  it  decides. 
Union  will  have  a different  perspective 
from  the  one  that  dominated  its  first  100 
years.

Tin  trading  halted  with  price 
on  the  verge  of  collapse

A desperate  straggle  will 
resume  today  to  avert  a 
potentially  catastrophic  collapse 
of  the  tin  price  which  would 
plunge  a large  part  of  the 
worldwide  industry  into  crisis. 
Cornwall’s  tin  mines  are  among 
the  businesses  threatened. 

The  crisis  broke  yesterday 
morning  when  Mr  Peiter  de 
Koning.  manager  of  the  buffer 
stock  ' maintained  under  the 
International  Tin  Agreement, 
told  Mr  Ted  Jordan,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  London 
Metal  Exchange,  that  the  buffer 
stock  would  cease  operations 
until  further  notice. 

The  LME  immediately  sus- 
pended trading  in  tin.  Between 
the  start  of  business  and 
suspension  the  price  of  tin  for 
delivery  in  three  months  had 
fellen  by  about  £200  to  £6. 140  a 


tonne.  But  tin  traders  said 
yesterday  that  without  con- 
tinued buffer  stock  support  it 
could  collapse  to  £4,000  a 
tonne. 

It  is  a crisis  with  wide 
ramifications.  They  include  the 
efficacy  of  commodity  support 
operations  such  as  that  run  by' 
the  International  Tin  Council, 
the  JTA’s  permanent  sec- 
retariat, and  the  stability  of 
leading  tin  producers  such  as 
Malaysia,  Indonesia,  Thailand 
.and  Bolivia. 

Beyond  these  international 
considerations  are  the  dangers 
faced  by  hitherto  marginal  tin 
producers,  such  as  Wheal  Jane, 
South  Crofty  and  Geevor,  in 
Cornwall,  where  unemployment 
is  high,  and  the  question 
whether  ring-dealing  members 


of  the  LME  are  financially 
threatened. 

At  the  heart  of  the  crisis  is  the 
long-term  imbalance  between 
world  supply  and  demand  for 
tin,  and  the  changing  geographi- 
cal distribution  of  production. 

The  buffer  stock  manager  was 
supposed  to  maintain  tin  above 
MS29.I5  a kg  in  Penang  (about 
£&500  a tonne).  But  despite  a 
voluntary  30  per  cent  cut  in 
ex  pons,  ITC  members  will 
produce  about  163,000  tonnes 
of  tin  this  year.  Although  this  is 
well  below  consumption  of 
184,000  tonnes,  world  stocks 
stand  at  284,000  tonnes. 

Traders  said  that  Mr  de 
Koning  had  been  refusing  offers 
to  sell  tin  for  a couple  of  days.  It 
was  suggested  in  the  market  that 
two  banks  had  withdrawn  their 
support  for  tin  dealing.

Names  face  new  tax  problems

Brooks  & Dooley  (Under- 
writing), the  Lloyd’s  agency

Manufactured  exports  fall 
by  another  £1 09m

Britain's  exports  of  manufac- 
tured goods  fell  again  last 
month,  to  their  lowest  level  for 
a year.  Manufactured  exports 
excluding  erratic  items,  dropped 
by  £109  million  to  £3,817 
million. 

Despite  this,  the  overall 
balance  of  payments  position 
was  little  changed  on  the 
previous  month.  Visible  trade 
was  in  deficit  by  £200  million, 
compared  with  £195  million  In 
August,  while  the  current 
account  surplus  was  £200 
million,  compared  with 
August’s  £206  million. 

The  pattern  of  trade  is  one  of 
declining  export  volume  from 
the  high  levels  recorded  earlier 
this  year,  coupled  with  steady  or 
marginally  increasing  import 
volumes. 


In  the  July-September  period, 
non-oil  export  volumes  de- 
clined by  1.5  per  cent,  after 
excluding  erratic  items,  but 
were  7.4  per  cent  up  on  a year 
earlier.  Non-oil  imports  were  up 
by  0.8  per  cent  compared  with 
the  previous  three  months  and 
2.2  per  cent  compared  with  a 
year  earlier. 

Oil  exports'  remained  de- 
pressed last  month  because  of 
maintenance  work  on  North 
Sea  platforms.  They  totalled 
£1.152  million. 

The  current  account  surplus 
of  £1,399  million  is  said  to  be  in 
line  with  the  Treasury’s  forecast 
of  a £3  billion  surplus  for  the 
full  year.  Britain  is  due  to 
receive  a £590  million  EEC 
refund  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 


ECGDto 
end  bank 
guarantees

The  Export  Credits  Guaran- 
tee Department  is  to  phase  out 
over  the  nexi  two  years  its 
comprehensive  bank  guarantees 
to  exporters  needing  short-term 
credit,  Mr  Paul  Channon.  the 
trade  minister,  announced  yes- 
terday. 

The  move  is  part  of  the  wide 
ranging  review  of  ECGD’s 
activities.  Die  department  has 
been  caught  in  recent  year 
between  its  obligation  to  pro- 
vide services  to  exporters  and 
the  requirement  to  operate  at 
not  net  cost  to  public  fiinds. 

Overall  it  as  been  losing 
money,  and  the  bankers’ 
guarantee,  has  lost  up  to  £80 
million  cumulatively  since  it 
was  introduced  in  the  late 
1960s.  The  facility  enabled 
immediate  payment  by  banks  to 
companies  on  presentation  of 
evidence  of  shipment  or  invoic- 
ing. Compaies  needed  ECGD 
credit  insurance  and  the  credit 
terms  were  up  to  two  years. 

Bankers*  guarantees  were 
renewed  annually,  and  com- 
panies holding  the  guarantee  at 
the  moment  will  be  able  to  roll 
over  their  policy  up  to  October 
31,  1987.  But  no  new  business 
in  this  category  will  be  taken  on 
by  the  department. 

In  ' a statement  to  the 
Commons,  Mr  Channon  said 
the  facility  had  been  introduced 
origninally  to  cope  with  per- 
iodic credit  squeezes.  The 
official  view  is  that  other 
sources'  of  short-term  credit 
now  exist,  including  direct  bank 
finance  and  private  companies 
such  as  the  recently  started 
Exfinco.

Mr  Michael  Stodart,  chair- 
man of  Goldcresi  and  chief 
executive  of  one  of  its  biggest 
shareholders,  Electra  Invest- 
ment Trust,  said  bravely:  “The 
film  industry  has  always  had 
much  greater  appeal  than  its 
money-making  ability,  but 
Goldcrest's  failure  is  still  not 
proved.  Yes,  too  much  has  been 
invested  on  those  two  films  but 
we  are  informed  they  are 
outstanding  and  should  make 
money."  . 

Meanwhile  Goldcresi  is  short 
of  money.  Arrangements  for  a 
£7.5  million  rescue  rights  issue 
are  nearing  completion  but  that 
will  do  no  more  than  keep  the 
company  afloat. 

Mr  Jake  Eberts,  brought  back 
as  chief  executive  to  son  out  its 
problems,  concedes  that  the 
company  will  need  a further  £20 
million  to  £25  million  of  equity 
finance  to  become  a viable  film- 
maker again.  Alarmingly  for 
TESE,  he  also  admits  that  he 
has  not  a hope  of  raising  that 
money  in  the  City. 

TESE  is  a different  animal, 
with  solid  assets  in  its  valuable 
film  library,  the  ABC  cinemas 
and  the  international  film  and 
video  distribution  business. 
Nevertheless  TESE  has  done 
little  to  win  plaudits  in  its 
limited  direct  contact  with  the 
City. 

One  of  the  10  participants  in 
the  £18  million  film  fund  set  up 
by  TESE  fast  January  to  invest 
in  five  British  films  com- 
plained: “Only  one,  A Passage 
to  India,  has  been  a banker  so 
far  and  at  least  one  of  the 
others  looks  like  being  a total 
disaster.” 

Bankers  are  also  said  to  be 
worried  about  the  implications 
for  the  £175  million  ntiHngloan. 
fund  put  in  place  by  TESE  to 
.finance  the  films  of  leading 
British  independent  producers, 
once  TESE  loses  its  parent 
company  guarantee. 

The  company’s  profits  record 


has  been  impressive  since  Mr 
Darmall  took  charge  in  April 
1983.  In  July  1982,  EMI  Films, 
as  it  was  called  then,  recorded  a 
£10  million  loss  in  Thom’s 
annual  accounts  after  a series  of 
box  office  disasters  such  as 
Allan  Carr's  Can’t  Stop  the 
Music  and  John  Schlesmger’s 
Honky  Tonk  Freeway.  A wide- 
ranging  reorganization  began, 
combining  the  video  and  film 
operations  with  the  ABC  cin- 
emas and  Elstree  studios. 

The  next  year  losses  were  cut 
ro  £4.5  million.  Helped  largely 
by  its  fast-growing  international 
video  distribution  businesses, 
TESE  made  £9-2  million  in  the 
year  to  March  1984.  Profits 
leapt  to  £12  million  fast  year 
and  will  be  higher  still  this  year, 
Mr  Dart  nail  says.  - 

The  ABC  cinemas,  account- 
ing for  3,000  oT  TESE’s  3,600 
staff,  still  earn  only  a small 
return  on  assets.  A substantial 
investment  is  being  made  to 
revitalize  cinemas.  With  attend- 
ances up  30  per  cent  this  year, 
the  programme  appears  to  be 
succeeding. 

TESE  is  demonstrating  its 
faith  in  the  long-term  future  of 
cinema  in  Britain  by  investing 
£3.5  million  in  a “multiplex” 
cinema,  with  eight  auditoriums 
and  seating  for  1,840,  at  Salford 
Quays  in  Manchester.  More 
such  projects  are  planned. 

TESE  is  also  investing 
heavily  in  British  film  pro- 
duction. It  knows  that  while  it 
was  financing  great  American 
disasters,  it  had  turned  its  back 
On  British  successes  such  as 
Chariots  of  Fire  and  Gandhi. 

Six  independent  British  pro- 
ducers have  signed  up  for  its 
£175  million  rolling  loan  fund 
which,  in  return  for  providing 
development  expenses  of  up  to 
£50,000  a film,  gives  TESE  first 
right  of  refusal  on  all  their 
projects. 


Some  producers,  according  to 
observers,  are  little  known  there 
are  also  notable  catches  in 
Jeremy  Thomas,  who  produced 
Bad  Timing.  Merry  Christmas. 
Mr  Lawrence  and  The  Hit,  and 
John  Brabourne  and  Richard 
Goodwin,  who  were  behind  A 
Passage  to  India  and  Murder  on 
the  Orient  Express.  An  addition 
could  be  Alan  Parker,  who 
produced  Midnight  Express  and 
Pink  Floyd’s  The  Wall. 

A considerable  film  acqui- 
sition programme  for  video  and 
theatrical  distribution  is  con- 
tinuing alongside  the-  more 
ambitious  production  schedule. 
According  to  Mr  Dannall,  the 
company  needs  12  to  15 
pictures  a year  for  worldwide 
distribution  and  has  been 
spending  heavily  to  do  so. 
TESE’s  most  spectacular  acqui- 
sition has  been  distribution 
rights  outside  North  America  of 
all  films  from  Silver  Screen  at  a 
reported  cost  of  $40  million 
(£28  million)  for  the  first  10 
plus  an  extra  $4  million  a film. 

Film  acquisition  can  be  as 
risky  as  film  production  and 
TESE  has  had  failures  as  well  as 
successes.  Rambo.  for  which 
TESE  has  video  rights  in  North 
America,  is  coining  money  but 
Dune  .will  make  nowhere  near 
the  53.5  million  the  company  is 
said  to  have  paid  for  video1 
rights  outside  North  America. 
The  industry  is  alive  with 
stories  about  excessive  prices 
being  paid  for  poor  distribution 
contracts. 

TESE  is  already  committed 
to  spending  £200  million  on 
acquisition,  production  and 
other  projects  over  the  next 
couple  of  years.  If  the  acqui- 
sitions department  does  its  job 
property,  distribution  contracts 
will  be  tailored  so  that  expendi- 
ture is  covered  by  revenue. 
Even  so.  h is  difficult  to  see  how 
TESE  can  avoid  a negative  cash 
flow,  over  the  next  few  years. 
That  creates  special  difficulties 
in  raising  finance  for  a lever- 
aged buyout 

Buyouts  depend  for  success 
on  generating  enough  cash  flow 
to  pay  off  much  of  the  loan  in 
the  package  within  five  .to  ten 
years.  As  one  senior  industry 
source  put  it  “TESE  is  going  to 
have  to  cut  off  its  life-blood  by 
sharply,  reducing  acquisition 
expenditure  if  it  is  going  to  meet 
the  demands  placed  on  it  by 
bankers  to  a buyout" 

That  is  only  one  view  in  an 
industry  not  noted  for  mutual 
admiration.  It  is,  however,  one 
that  Mr  Dannall  and  County 
Bank  must  quash  if  they  are  to 
stand  a chance  of  seeing  off  the 
more  conventional  predators 
casting  hungry  looks  at  Thorn’s 
film  business.

Imperial  Chemical  Industries 
may  no  longer  be  the  bell- 
wether of  the  stock  market, 
having  underperfomed  by  21 
per  cent  in  the  past  year,  but  its 
results  are  still  widely  read  as 
an  industrial  indicator.  This 
function  partly  reflects  the 
company’s  size  and  partly  the 
speed  .and  frequency  with 
which  it  produces  figures. 

Considered  as  a weather 
vane,  yesterday's  third-quarter 
profits  of  only  £182  -million 
matey  gloomy  reading.  They 
compare  with  £268  million  in 
the  second  quarter  and  £248 
million  for  the  third  quarter  of 
1984. 

ICTs  special  sensitivity  is  to 
exchange  rates,  a feature  better 
| appreciated  in  the  City  since 
[the  shock  of  its  interim  results 
in  July  when  currencies 
knocked  £50  million  or  more 
off  profits.  In  the  latest  three- 
month  period,  they  cost  £20 
million  or  so. 

Id  is  affected  by  exchange 
rate  movements  in  several 
ways,  but  the  most  important 
is  the  impact  on  exports.  A 
large  chunk  of  its  oupput  is 
sold  overseas  priced  in  marks 
and  with  forecasts  for  next 
year’s  exchange  rate  ranging 
from  DM3.80  to  DM3.50  to 
the  pound  estimates  of  Id's 
results  also  vary  widely. 

Mr  Chris  Burbridge  of 
Phillips  & Drew  expects  profits 
of  £900  million  this  year  with 
possibly  less  next,  while  Mr 
Howard  Coates  of  de  Zoete  & 
Be  van  says  £910  million  for 
both  years  and  the  more 
optimistic  Mr  David  Spearing 
of  Strauss,  Turnbull  suggests

is  right  Profits  were  36  per 
cent  lowr  than  in  the  same 
period  of  last  year  partly 
because  1984  benefited  from 
the  end  of  the  West  German 
metal  workers'  strike.  In 
addition,  the  wet  summer  has 
severly  depressed  demand  for 
fertilizers  at  home. 

Profits  from  oD  continued  to 
decline  in  line  with  production 
from  the  Ninian  field  and 
overcapacity  is  starling  lo 
hinder  the  petrochemicals  and 
plastics  businesses,  with  new 
output  from  the  Middle  East 
and  Eastern  Europe  coming  on 
stream. 

The  -pharmaceuticals  side, 
however,  had  a good  quarter 
with  some  buying  ahead  of 


price  increase  in  the  United 
States.  This  less  cyclical  busi- 
ness now  accounts  for  nearly  a 
third  of  ICTs  profits  on  an 
annual  basis. 

Uninspiring  as  these  results 
were,  ICI’s  shares  rose  8p  to 
664p,  possibly  heralding  a little 
rally.  They  are  trading  on  only 
eight  times  earnings,  taking  a 
middle  line  through  the  fore- 
casts. That  seems  to  be  how 
investors  value  bellwether 
stocks  nowadays. 

British  & Common- 
wealth

Shell  advises  MoD 
on  project  tactics

The  Ministry  of  Defence, 
anxious  to  improve  its  perform- 
ance on  big  long-term  projects, 
has  asked  Mr  Brian  Lavers,  the 
technical  director  of  Shell 
Exploration  and  Production,  to 
lecture  its  procurement  and 
management  staff  on  how  to 
handle  them.  Shell  has  achieved 
a wealth  of  experience  through 
its  North  Sea  projects,  including 
the  Brent  Reid,  the  biggest 
engineering  projects  ever  under- 
taken by  the  private  sector. 

From  this  it  has  developed  a 
management  system  that  has 
been  used,  for  instance,  on  the 
Shell-Esso  gas  refractionation 
plant  at  Mossmoran  in  Fife  and 
tiie  underwater  manifold  for  the 
Cormorant  field. 

The  MoD  has  already  found 
the  methods  used  by  Shell  so 
helpful  and  applicable  that  it 
helped  to  persuade  Mr  Lavers 
to  offer  its  suggestions  to  British 
industiy  in  general.  Mr  Layers 
reports  wide  interest,  not  just 
among  oil  companies,  and  Shell 
has  now  published  a report  on 
its  management  system. 

In  early  North  Sea  prospects; 
developers  were  feeling  the  way 
with  new  technology  and 
inexperienced  suppliers.  As  a 
result,  most  large  projects 
overan  on  time  and  costs. 

Shell  Ex  pro’s  most  recent 
projects,  however,  have  been 
completed  within  budget  and 
on  time,  even  more  essential  as 
the  economics  of  projects 
become  more  finely  balanced. 

The  company  has  set  down 
two  rules  which  form  the  basis 
of  its  approach  to  project 
management.  The  first  is  single 
point  responsibility,  the  second 
a regular  and  well-defined 
system  for  documentation 
checks  and  controls. 

The  principle  of  single  point 
management  is  applied  from 
the  start  of  every  project,  with  a 
coordinator  managing  _ it 
through  the  early  appraisal 
stages  and  coordinating  with 
other  development  prospects. 

As  the  project  progresses  to 
the  definition  phase  the  project 


manager  and  the  full  project 
team  (typically  30  to  40)  are 
appointed,  aided  by  rather  more 
contract  personnel.  They  man- 
age the  project  from  the 
conceptual  and  detailed  design 
.stages.  through  materials 
procurement,  fabrication,  in- 
stallation and  book-up  to 
commissioning. 

Shell  has  seven  major  project 
teams  operating  and  although  it 
has  used  managing  contractors 
it*  now  prefers  to  use  the  in- 
house  expertise  it  has  built  up. 

The  project  manager  is 
responsible  for  completing  the 
whole  project  on  time,  within 
budget  and  with  the  resources 
he  has  been  allocated.  The 
heads  of  each  department  have 
similar  responsibility  for  their 
parts  of  the  project. 

In  return  the  project  manager 
is  given  sufficient  autonomy 
and  financial  authority  to  allow 
him  to  carry  out  his  remit  He 
and  his  team  are  also  respon- 
sible for  drawing  up  a develop- 
ment plan  for  the  whole  project 
and  for  seeing  that  it  is 
implemented.  Before  each  big 
contract  is  awarded  the  team 
also  prepares  a.  job-scope 
definition,  and  after  a contrac- 
tor has  been  appointed,  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  he 
performs  in  accordance  with  the 
agreed  schedule. 

Emphasis  is  also  placed  on 
management  training  AH'  pro- 
ject managers  and  key  staff 
attend  a two-week  course  during 
which  the  project  is  discussed 
and  reviewed. 

The  other  main  aspect  of  the 
philosophy  involved  - is  the 
system  of  reviews  and  controls 
to  monitor  progress  and 
identify  problems  as  earfy  as 
possible. 

Shell  reports:  “The  system  of 
single-point  responsibilitty 
supported  by  adequate  docu- 
mentation and  reviews  does 
afford  the  necessary  control 
over  the  costs,  liming  and 
resources  to  ensure  that  projects 
are  completed  on' schedule- and 
on  budget."

Reed  sale  raises  £61m

Reed  International  has  com- 
pleted the  sale  of  UK  building 
products  division.  In  what  is 
effectively  one  of  the  biggest 
management  buyouts  to  take 
place  in  this  country,  a new 
company  called  Caradon  is 
paying  £61  million  for  the 
businesses. 

The  purchase  is  being 
financed  by  the  buyout  special- 
ists Candover  Investments  and 
has  been  organized  by  a former 
Reed  director.

Good  eye  for  3 “■  y 
bright  future

Stephen  Gould,  at  40,  can  look  bade  to  the  time  when  as  a 
qualified  dispensing  optician  he  had  a lens-cutting  plant,  a 
wholesaling  operation  for  frames  and  eight  conventional 
shops.  MWe  did  eye  tests  on  the  premises'and  had  five 
frames  in  the  window  like  everybody  else",  he  recalls. 

Several  companies  later  - and  after  playing  a key  role  in 
the  opening-up  by  Government  order  of  the  lens  and 
frame  business  in  Britain  to  more  competition  - Mr 
Gould  is  behind  the  fast-growing  chain  of  new-$tyle 
spectacles  shops  trading  as  Spedaleyes. 

On  90  per  cent  of  his  trade  he  gives  away  the  frames 
and  charges  £11.50  for  uncomplicated  lenses  with  price 
adjustments  upwards  for  the  more  complex  prescriptions. 

He  buys  frames  in  large  volume,  including  end-of-range 
lots  of  designer  frames. 

New-range  designer  frames  account  for  the  other  tenth 
of  the  trade,  with  frame  charges  varying  from  £15  to  £35. 

This  is  about  half  the  conventional  price  for  designer 
frames,  he  claims.  Customers  get  a year’s  unconditional 
guarantee. 

Mr  Gould  said:  “We  make  a profit  out  of  this  so  long  as 
a lot  of  people  arc  coming  through  the  door.  It  depends  os 
getting  the  high  volume.  And  that  is

what  is  happening.* 

There  are  no  eye  tests  *-00  the 
premises.  By  law  anybody  getting  an 
eye  test  is  now  handed  their 
prescription.  At  Spedaleyes  outlets 
this  can  be  used  to  cut  a lens  for  a 
chosen  pair  of  frames  - usually  within 
the  hour. 

Alternatively  a laser-based  machine 
can  read  off  the  prescription  from  an 
existing  pair  of  spectacles.  Tinting  can 
also  be  carried  out. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  for 
spectacles  sellers  to  have  a qualified 
optician  fitting  them  and  this  is  Mr 
Gould's  only  quarrel  with  the 
Government's  moves  to  free  the  trade 
of  restrictions. 

He  believes  the  public  prefers  a 
qualified  optician  to  do  the  job. 

Mr  Gould  - who  sold  off  two 
chains  of  opticians  latterly  while 
fighting  10  inject  more  competition 
into  the  Unde,  launched  Spedaleyes 
last  April  with  £1.2  million  backing. 
52  per  cent  of  it  Business  Expansion 
Scheme  cash. 

Spedaleyes  is  on  the  over-the-coun- 
ter shares  market. 

By  the  end  of  this  month  there  will 
be  12  Spedaleyes  outlets  in  the 
London  area.  There  are  shops-with  in- 
shops. in  Allders  department  stores  at 
Basildon  and  Croydon  and  another  at 
Arding  and  Hobbs  at  Gapham. 

This  puts  Mr  Goulds  well  ahead  of 
his  target  of  13  openings  in  the  first 
year.  He  expects  to  have  at  least  15 
open  by  Christmas  and  is  now  ready 
10  set  up  in  key  regional  centres  from 
the  beginning  of  next  year. 

He  says:  “ We  are  exceeding  trading 
expectations  and  should  at  least  be  at 
break-even  in  year  two  and  probably 
be  making  a trading  profit.'' 


Get  into  a poly  team

More  and  more  small  companies  are 
improving  their  industrial  perform- 
ance by  teaming  with  a local 
polytechnic  or  university  and  gaining 
access  to  resources  - measuring  and 
testing  facilities,  the  library,  Prestel  - 
and  the  expertise  of  scientists  in 
helping  to  npdate  manufacturing 
processes. 

One  such  scheme  is  the  Small 
Manufacturing  Industries  Develop- 
ment Association  (SM1DA),  based  at 
Hatfield  Polytechnic's  industrial  en- 
gineering centre.  It  works  with  firms 
employing  fewer  than  300  people 
(most  have  fewer  than  100)  within 
about  40  miles  and  provides  the 
specialist  services  that  large  com- 
panies take  for  granted. 

SMI  DA  projects  include  introduc- 
ing new  production  control  systems: 
entirely  reorganizing  equipment,  from 
discussions  with  suppliers  and  evalu- 
ation trials  to  preparing  a report  for 
the  bank;  updating  market  appraisal 
methods;  introducing  robotics  and 
computer-aided  design;  and  extending 
the  use  of  a micro-computer. 

Dr  Alan  Younger,  SMIDA's  execu- 
tive secretary  is  now  introducing 
specialist  staff  to  be  employed  jointly 
by  several  small  companies.  Under  a 
pilot  scheme  underwritten  by  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Industry,  a 
quality  assurance  service  is  being  set 
np  by  two  managers  with  50  years' 
combined  experience. 

Another  scheme  is  provided  by  this 
Manufacturing  Industries  Develop- 
ment Association  (MIDAS)  attached 


to  the  University  of  Surrey's  mechan- 
cial  engineering  department.  Forty 
companies  in  Surrey  and  adjoining 
counties  belong  and  they  share  an 
interest  in  computer-aided  engineer- 
ing. 

An  important  feature  of  both 
SMIDA  and  MIDAS  is  involvement! 
with  the  Government's  Teaching 
Company  Scheme  through  which 
young  science  graduates,  backed 
senior  academic  staff,  help  companies! 
implement  new  technologies.  - 

About  60  education  institutions 
operate  TCS  and  cost  to  the  company 
is  much  less  than  adding  a graduate  tt 
the  staff.

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Medical  science  takes  on  the  vims  that  is  laying  low  the  nation’s  finest  athletes 

Exposing  the  enemy  within  the  sporting  body 


.An  ageless,  formidable  foe, 
wiib  the  versatility  to  defeat  lhc 
likes  of  Sebastian  Coe,  Adrian 
Moorhouse  and  Neil  Adams, 
has  stealthily  entered  the  sport- 
ing arena,  yet  remains  largely 
unknown  and  unrecognized  as 
such  by  leading  authorities. 
Often  an  old  adversary  of  us  all. 
it  is  particularly  an  enemy  of 
the  trained  athlete.  Glandular 
fever  and  its  team-mates  have 
been  behind  many  British 
sporting  failures  over  the  years. 

But  despite  increasing  evi- 
dence of  this,  it  has  still  to  be 
proved  - or  disproved  - that 
such  viral  infections  are  more 
prevalent  in  sportsmen  and 
women  than  'ua  any  other 
person.  Athletes  who  have 
suffered  heavy  defeats  at  the 
hands  of  unbeatable  viruses  and 
donors  closely  connected  with 
athletes  believe  that  there  is  a 
connection  between  these  de- 
feats and  the  disease. 

Dr  Ken  Kingsbury,  a medical 
adviser  to  the  Sports  Council, 
and  the  doctor  to  British  judo 
teams  since  before  the  Munich 
Olympics,  told  me  “Something 
does  appear  to  happen  on  occa- 
sion to  top-level  sportsmen  and 
women,  when  they  are  subjected 
to  periods  of  intense  training, 
which  is  bloody  difficult  to 
diagnose.  Perhaps  they  are 
using  up  some  co-factor  or 
something  in  their  tissues  is 
being  exhausted  and  not  re- 
placed. I can't  help  thinking 
we're  missing  something  some- 
where.” 

Moderate  exercise  is  one  of 
the  main  problems  for  the 
normally  active  athlete.  Moor- 
house  was  encouraged  to  go  on 
training  by  his  coach,  who 
believed  that  his  performance 
problem  was  in  the  mind.  What 
before  was  simply  put  down  to 
loss  of  form  can  now  be 
explained  away  often  quite 
truthfully  by  the  term  “virus 
infection”. 

It  is  obviously  a comfort  to  a 
disapointed  sportsman  who 
begins  to  fear  he  is  losing  his 
performance.  “There's  a lot  of 
psychological  . overlay,”  Dr 
Donald  Lee.  a leading  bacteriol- 
ogist. said.  “They  feel  immedi- 
ately better  when  they're  told: 
You’re  likely  to  feel  as  badly  as 
this  for  at  least  another

month’."  Dr  Kingsbury  said: 
"Many  athletes  are  labelled 
hypochondriacs  without  the 
problem  being  properly  investi- 
gated." 

Nei!  Adams,  a silver  medal- 
list at  judo  in  the  light-middle- 
weight  division  at  the  last 
Olympics,  was  believed  to  be 
suffering  from  a virus  at  the 
time  of  his  surprising  defeat  in 
the  final  to  the  West  German, 
Frank  Wieneke.  He  appeared  to 
be  listless  on  the  day  of  the 
event  and  on  the  following 
morning  reported  sick  with 
swollen  glands  in  the  neck  and 
under  the  arms  and  ulcers  about 
the  mouth. 

He  has  frequently  been 
admitted  to  hospital  but  tests 
have  proved  inconclusive.  Dave 
Starbrook,  Ray  Neenan  and 
Stuart  Travis  are  other  Judo 
players  who  have  had  virus 


problems.  “You  can  guarantee  I 
will  become  rundown  for  a 
week  prior  to  any  major 
championship,"  Adams  said. 
“In  the  1980  Olympics  I 
suffered  badly  from  mouth 
ulcers.  There  must  have  been  a 
hundred  of  them.  1 was  in  a 
termble  state.  But  that  may 
have  been  due  to  incorrect 
dieting.  I was  ill  again  in  Los 
Angeles.  Yet  when  the  Euro- 
pean championships  came 
round,  because  it  was  not  a 
main  target  I drifted  up  to  it 
feeling  great  and  walked  away 
with  it.” 

Though  an  individual  cannot 
be  reinfected  with  the  symp- 
toms of  acute  viruses,  some, 
like  the  latent  virus,  can  keep 
recurring.  The  Epstein-Barr 
virus,  of  which  glandular  fever 
is  a syndrome,  is  a member  of 
the  herpes  group,  and  therefore 


never  leaves  the  system.  In  the 
West  it  is  particularly  common 
among  the  teenaged  middle 
class,  and  used  to  be  called  the 
Kissing  Disease  since  it  was 
transferred  by  saliva. 

Dr  Martin  Wood,  a clinical 
expert  in  viral  infections,  said: 
“We  are  at  the  same  stage  in  the 
treatment  of  viruses  as  we  were 
in  the  1940s  with  regard  to 
antibiotics.  One  of  the  problems 
is  in  trying  to  foil  the  infected 
cell.  Unfortunately,  many  of  the 
things  that  kill  a virus  kill 
humans  as  welL" 

A study  is  being  carried  out 
next  year  by  Dr  Wood  and 
Professor  Alan  Rickinsen,  an 
expert  in  cancer  research,  to  see 
what  effect'  a drug  called 
Acyclovir  has  in  foiling  the 
virus  in  acute  glandular  fever 
and  whether  it  can  eliminate  it 
in  che  dormant  illness. 


Certainly  the  young  and  old 
are  more  prone  to  glandular 
fever  and  the  like,  which  may 
explain  why  people  such  as 
competitive  swimmers  are 
popular  victims.  In  the' past  few 
years  Moorehouse.  a European 
breast-stroke  champion.  Steve 
Poulter,  a leading  middle- 
distance  competitor,  and  Kathy 
Read,  the  16-year-old  British 
backstroke  champion,  to  name 
but  a few,  have  been  seriously 
affected 

The  suggestion  that  one 
version  of  the  disease  may  be 
waterborne  is  refuted  by 
Professor  Malcolm  Cameron, 
the  medical  adviser  to  the 
Amateur  Swimming  Associ- 
ation and  a leading  pathologist; 
though  he  does  admit  that  three 
or  four  of  our  leading  swimmers 
are  affected  by  viruses  at  any 
one  time  in  the  season. 


The  infection  obviously  has  a 
more  devastating  effect  on  an 
athlete's  life  that  the  non-athlete 
because  of  the  physical  de- 
mands made  by  an  athlete  upon 
his  body.  Poulter  and  Moore- 
house  suffered  from  it  for  a year 
and  it  ruined  their  dream  of 
success  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Olympics  last  year. 

Poulter  was  out  of  the  water 
for  nine  months  complaining  of 
all  the  usual  symptoms:  lack  of 
oxygen  while  swimming,  gen- 
eral listlessness,  swollen  glands, 
sore  throat,  etc.  Yet  it  took  a 
while  to  diagnose  and  in 
desperation  he  went  to  a 
homeopath  who  put  him  on  a 
high  dosage  of  vitamin  C.  He 
began  to  recover,  though  he 
remains  sceptical  as  to  whether 
this  cured  him, 

. Prolonged  rest  and 
mild  exercise  are  the  only 
modestly  successful  remedies, 
though  one  doctor  claims,  with 
5 light  embarrassment,  to  have 
had  encouraging  results  with 
nothing  more  revolutionary 
than  good  old  cod  liver  ofl. 

Dr  Liz  Ferris,  an  Olympic 
bronze  medallist  at  diving  and 
now  a medical  adviser  to  tbe 
modern  pentathlon  team,  firmly 
believes  that  there  is  a relation 
between  great  physical  stress 
and  virus  infection,  an  opinion 
formulated  from  her  own 
experience.  She  was  so  til  at  the 
I960  Rome  Olympics  with  flu 
symptons  that  she  was  unable  to 
take  part  in  the  opening 
ceremony.  It  was  only  the 
nature  other  event  that  allowed 
her  to  compete  and,  in  the 
event,  she  did  rather  welL 

A study  of  whether  virus 
illnesses  could  be  related  to 
physical  stress  would  apparently 
be  logistically  impossible  be- 
cause of  the  large  number  of 
comparative  cases  required. 
One  doctor  suggested  half- 
heartedly that  perhaps  the  East 
Germans  could  manage  it.  But, 
as  Neil  Adams  said,  we  in  this 
country  are  amateur  pro- 
fessionals or  professional  ama- 
teurs. “When  you  are  an  athlete 
and  you  run  your  body  down 
you  are  open  to  everything."  he 
said.“When  you  are  all  the  time 
pushing  your  body  to  the  limit 
it  needs  careful  monitoring."

surprising.  There  are  too  many 
matches.  Players  hare  said  as  much 
in  tiie  past,  but  here  the  point  was 
being  made  by  someone  in  a postion 
who  might  care  to  use  bis  influence 
and,  perhaps,  to  prune  some  of  the 
autunu's  superfluous  watrhea. 

It  might  go  some  way,  though  not 
all,  to  explain  the  ordinary  standard 
of  play  witnessed  this  season.  It  has 
even  been  thus  the  cornier  argument 
might  run.  Welsh  chib  rugby  is  the 
hardest,  most  competitive,  fat  the 
world,  which  is  a pretty  hollow 
argument  if  the  overall  quality  does 
not  add  np  to  much  and  that,  in  any 
due.  it  2s  provincial  rugby  that  Is 
important  In,  say,  Sonth  Africa  and 
New  Zealand.

Those  who  arrange . the  seeding! 
for  the  1987  world  tournament  will 
take  more  than  a passing  interest  in 
the  international  between  Argentina 
and  New  Zealand  in  Buenos  Aires 
tomorrow.  If. the  All  Blacks  are 
certain  to  be  the  top  seeds,  with 
France  and  Australia  vying  for 
second  place,  Argentina  have  a 
claim  to  be  close  behind,  though 
they  will  probably  end  behind  the 
home  counties  for  reasons  which 
have  more  to  do  with  history  than 
anything  else. 

They  drew  the  two-match  series 
with  France  this  summer,  and 
sharpened  their  formidable  daws  on 
their  luckless  neighbours,  Chile, 
Uruguay  and  Paragusy.  in  the  South 
American  championship  in  Asun- 
cion during  September.  New 
Zealand  is  the  only  southern 
hemisphere  country  whom  they 
have  not  beaten  since  they 
overcame  Australia  six  years  ago 
and,  disguised  as  The  Jaguars,  South 
Africa  in  1982. 

“The  French  looked  unbeatable, 
the  perfect  rugby  machine,  but  we 
managed  to  unsettle  and  then  beat 
them,"  Hugo  Porta,  the  evergreen 
Argentine  stand-off  hal£  told  me 
during  the  'championship  in  Asun- 
cion. “That  was  the  greatest 
moment  of  tny  rugby  career.” 

The  touring  All  Blacks  have  not 
created  the  same  scoring  record  in 
their  provincial  build  up  as  did  the 
French,  save  in  scoring  72  points 
against  Cordoba  this  week,  but 
Fepiando  Morel,  the  Argentine 
tigfit-head  prop,  expects  them  to  be 
the  harder  proposition. 

“1  am  confident  we  can  match  the 
All  Blacks  in  the  set  pieces,  absorb 
the  initial  pressure,  and  win  the 
contest  for  the  loose  ball  which  will 
provide  us  with  good  attacking 
options,”  Morel  said.  His  colleague, 
Tomas  Pedersen,  the  veteran 
flanker,  is  more  cautious:  “The  All 
Blacks  always  manage  to  arrive  at 
the  point  of  breakdown  in  greater 
numbers  than  the  opposition.

It  must  be  relevant,  too,  that

Field  v Barkworth 
Before  Mr  Justice  NiehoHs 
[Judgment  delivered  October  23) 

A covenant  in  a lease  prohibiting 
the  assignment  or  underletting  of 
any  part  or  the  premises  also 
prohibited  the  assignment  or 
underletting  of  the  whole  of  the 
premises. 

Mr  Justice  Nic bolls  so  held  in  the 
Chancery  Division  refusing  the 
plain  tiff  a declaration  that  she  was 
entitled  to  underlet  the  whole  of  the 
premises  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  landlord  without 
thereby  breaching  the  covenant 
contained  in  clause  3(24)  of  the 
lease. 

Mr  Geo  Urey  Stephenson  for  the 
plaintiff;  Mr  David  Neuberger  for 
the  defendant. 

MR  JUSTICE  NICHOLLS  said 
that  the  plaintiff,  Nora  Field,  was 


the  tenant  under  a lease,  of  an 
agricultural  holding  of  which  the 
defendant,  Terence  Charles  Cotters- 
tone  Barkworth.  was  the  reversion- 
er. 

It  was  common  ground  that  a 
covenant  against  the  underletting  of 
the  whole  of  demised  premises  did 
not  prohibit  the  underletting  of  part 
only. 

The  plaintiff  submitted  that  this 
case  was  the  converse  of  that  and 
that  a covenant  against  the 
underletting  of  any  port  of  the 
premises  did  not  prohibit  the 
underletting  of  the whole.  There was 
no  authority  directly  in  point.  _ 

The  plaintiff  inter  alia,  pointed 


insurance,  forfeiture  and  the 
landlord's  right  to  enter  to  effect 
repairs,  in  which  the  phrase  "all  or 
any  part  of  the  premises**  was  used. 

In  his  Lordship's  judgment,  such 
a dose  analysis  of  the  lease  was  of 
no  assistance  on  the  point  of 
construction.  The  words  of  dause 
3(24)  were  dear  and  unambiguous. 

He  agreed  with  counsel  for  the 
defendant  that  if  after  a letting  of  the 
whole  premises  the  question  was 
asked.  "Has  there  been  a letting  of 
any  pan  of  the  premises?"  the 
answer  was  “Yes.  There  has  been  a 
letting  of  every  part”. 

Thus  a letting  of  every  part 
plainly  embraced  a letting  of  any 


to  the  contrast  between  the  wording,  pan.  That  was  the  beginning  and 
in  dause  3(24)  which  specifically’  end  of  the  case, 
referred  only  to  “any  pin  of  the  Solicitors:  Downs.  Dorking:

When  immigration  tribunal  must 
grant  leave  to  appeal 


Regina  v Immigration  Appeal 
Tribunal,  Ex  parte  Farooq 
The  immigration  appeal  tribunal 
had  no  option  but  to  grant  the 
applicant's  application  to  it  for  leave 
to  appeal  since  the  words  of  rule 
i 4<  2xb)  of  the  Immigration  Appeals 
(Procedure)  Rules  (SI  1972  No 
16841  were  dear  and  unambiguous 
that  the  tribunal  should  grant  leave 
to  appeal  from  the  adjudicator’s 
dismissal  of  his  appeal  if  it  was 
satisfied  that  the  country  or  territory 
to  which  the  applicant  was  to  be 
removed  was  one  to  which  he  was 


unwilling  to  go  owing  to  the  fear  of 
'being  persecuted  there  for  reasons  of 
race,  religion,  nationality,  member- 
ship of  a particular  social  group  or 
political  opinion. 

Mr  Justice  Kennedy  so  held  in 
the  Queen's  Bench  Division  on 
October  23  dismissing  an  appli- 
cation for  judicial  review  against  the 
decisions  of  the  tribunal  on 
November  II,  19S4,  who  refused 
the  applicant  leave  to  appeal  against 
the  decision  on  October  26  of  the 
adjudicator  who  the 

applicant's  appeal  from  the  sec- 


retary of  state's  decision  to  initiate 
deportation  proceedings  against  him 
under  section  3(5  xa)  of  the 
Immigration  Act  1971. 

MR  JUSTICE  KENNEDY  said 
that  in  the  present  case,  even  if  the 
tribunal  had  granted  leave  to  appeal, 
the  applicant  would  have  bad  to 
bring  himself  within  section  1 7(3)  of 
the  1971  Act.  Since  he  had  not 
specified  any  other  country  to  which 
he  ought  to  be  removed,  the  court 
would  not  exercise  its  discretion  to 
grant' relief. 


Appropriate  Jurisdiction  Element  of  control  necess  ry 
bail  for  new 
challenge  evidence 


In  re  Herbage 

Judicial  review  was  not  con- 
sidered appropriate  with  regard  to 
the  grant  of  bail  where  bail  was 
refused  by  justices  and  then  by  a 
judge  in  chambers,  the  Queen's 
Bench  Divisional  Court  (Lord 
Justice  GiideweH  and  Mr  Justice 
Woolf)  held  on  October  23,  refusing 
the  defendant  leave  to  apply  for 
judicial  review. 

LORD  JUSTICE  GLLDEWELL 
said  that  the  general  rule  with  regard 
io  judicial  review  was  set  out  in  Rv 
Epping  and  Harlow  General 
Commisionm.  Ex  parte  Goldaraw 
([19831  3 All  ER  257)  and  that 
principle  applied  where  other 
remedies  were  equally  available  and 
equally  speedy. 

The  matters  before  the  court 
included  a challenge  to  the  rightness 
of  one  of  the  bail  conditions  and  io 
matters  of  fact  It  was  true  that 
under  Order  53  of  the  Rules  of  the 
Supreme  Court  .judicial  review 
might  include  the  cross  examination 
of  witnesses  but  such  proceedings 
were  inept  for  dealing  with 
questions  of  fact  and  especially  in 
contested  bail  proceedings. 

If  the  court  refused  leave  the 
defendant  had  an  alternative 
remedy  under  section  22  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  Act  1967  to 
reapply  to  a High  Court  judge  for 
bail.  He  would  be  able  to  canvass  all 
matters  referred  to  and  could  ensure 
that  all  disputed  matters  offset  were 
dealt  wiih. 

These  proceedings  were  miscon- 
ceived and  leave  would  be  refused. 


Saunders  ▼ Bakers  Food  and 
Allied  Workers  Union 

When  exercising  its  original 
jurisdiction  to  assess  compensation 
for  wrongful  refusal  of  union 
membership,  the  Employment 
Appeal  Tribunal  had  a discretion  to 
allow  any  union  alleging  causation 
or  contribution  by  a claimant  to  the 
refusal,  within  the  meaning  of 
section  5(6)  of  the  Employment  Act 
1980,  to  lead  fresh  evidence  on 
issues  which  had  already  been  the 
su  bject  of  a Ending  by  an  industrial 
tribunal  in  the  course  of  a decision 
that  the  refusal  was  unreasonable. 

That  discretion  however,  should 
be  exercised  sparingly  and  only  in 
the  most  exceptional  case*. 

Mr  Justice  Waite,  sitting  in  the 
appeal  tribunal  with  Mrc  M.  Boyle 
and  Mrs  M.  Sunderland,  so  staled 
on  October  18  when  awarding  Mrs 
Margaret  Saunders  £9,558  compen- 
sation against  the  Bakers  Food  and 
Allied  Workers  Union,  following  a 
decision  by  a Sheffield  industrial 
tribunal  in  May  1984  that  she  bad 
been  unreasonably  refused  member- 
ship of  the  union. 

HIS  LORDSHIP  said  that  section 
5(6)  of  foe  Act  gave  foe  appeal 
tribunal  in  determining  causation, 
all  foe  fact-finding  powers  of  the 
industrial  tribunal.  That  included  a 
discretion  to  admit  fresh  evidence. 

But  it  would  be  undesirable  if 
compensation  hearings  gave  a union' 
the  opportunity  to  raise  the  issue  of 
reasonableness  for  a second  time  by 
the  sidewind'  of  a contribution 
claim.

Justices  on  malting  a custody 
order  should  not  oi  their  own 
volition  order  a stay  of  execution  of 
the  order.

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Britain’s 
farmers 
reap  a 
grain  glut

A 12^  million  tonnes 
“moumain’’  of  unwanted  grain, 
equivalent  to  half  of  this  year's 
harvest,  could  build  up  in 
Britain  within  the  next  lew 
months.  MPs  heard  yesterday. 

More  than  five  million 
tonnes  of  wheqt  and  barley, 
worth  an  estimated  £600  mil- 
lion. are  already  piled  up  in 
stores  up  and  down  the  country, 
with  little  chance  of  it  being 
sold. 

If  preliminary  forecasts  for 
this  year’s  harvest  are  fulfilled 
up  to  seven  million  tonnes  of 
grain  which  Britain  cannot  use 
or  export  also  will  go  into  store. 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  officials 
told  the  Commons  agriculture 
select  committee. 

Even  if  poor  summer  weather 
cuts  output  to  the  lower 
estimates  of  22  million  tonnes, 
at  least  two  million  tonnes  will 
probably  be  added  to  the  grain 
mountain. 

The  grain  glut  is  due  to  the 
high  minimum  price  guaranteed 
to  farmers  by  the  EEC.  When 
market  prices  fall  below  the 
EEC  price  the  intervention 
board  steps  in  to  buy  up  surplus 
stocks  making  a grain  moun- 
tain. 

By  the  end  of  June  inter- 
vention slocks  of  grain  totalled 
4.2  million  tonnes  and  were 
worth  £476  million.  They  now 
have  risen  to  5.4  million  tonnes. 
The  cost  of  storage  for  19S4/5  is 
expected  to  top  £30  million 
Mr  Tom  Tomey.  Labour  vice 
chairman  of  the  select  com- 
mittee. said  it  was  immoral  to 
talk  about  a grain  surplus  while 
there  were  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  people 
“What  the  community  is 
doing.  Britain  included,  is  not 
enough  for  the  immediate 
problem  which  is  a vast  one.*" 
he  said. 

“Taxpayers’  money  is  being 
used  for  absolutely  no  return  at ; 
all  for  intervention  to  bolster ! 
this  surplus.  Surely  that  money 
would  be  better  used  to  help  the  i 
starving  peoples  of  Africa  and 
other  places.”  he  said. 

But  Minisiry  officials  told 
MPs  that  transporting  surplus 
grain  to  countries  like  Ethiopia 
was  not  the  most  economic  way 
of  providing  emergency  food 
aid

The  serviceman’s  elder 
brother.  Michael,  aged  26, 
said:  “We  have  been  waiting 
months  for  this.  After  all  the 
allegations  I doubt  whether  he 
will  stay  in  the  Army.” 

The  three  servicemen  are  to 
be  interviewed  by  their  com- 
manding officers  and  will  be 
told  what  action  will  be  taken 
on  their  futures.  They  wOl  be 
sent  on  leave  before  final 
decisions  are  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Defence. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  case 
the  Crown  alleged  the  three 
bad  taken  part  in  homosexual 
orgies  on  the  base  of  the  9th 
Signals  Regiment,  mixed 
services  unit,  at  Ayios  Nikolaos 
in  Cyprus  and  that  they  became 
spies  because  they  were  sub- 
jected to  blackmail  either 
because  of- the  orgies  or  because 
one  of  them  had  been  tricked 
into  giving  information. 

Hie  prosecution  claimed 
blackmail  had  been  used  after 
homosexual  “splash  parties*' 
and  secret  material  had  been 
passed  by  “the  bagful”  to 
foreign  agents  on  the  island. 

Lance  Corporal  Glass,  from 
Stock  we  11,  south  London,  alleg- 
edly passed  information  orally 
to  another  serviceman  and  then 
was  alleged  to  have  later 
photocopied  other  material  for 


the  man  because,  he  was 
threatened  that  the  first  inci- 
dent would  be  reported. 

Signalman  Toffy  was  alleged 
to  have  been  blackmailed  after 
taking  part  in  the  orgies  and 
had  sex  with  an  alleged 
spymaster  called  “John”,  one 
of  three  named  in  the  case. 
SAC  Owen,  from  Bangor, 
Gwynedd,  was  said  to  have 
been  blackmailed  because  of 
tbe  splash  parties. 

Alleged  confessions  by  tbe 
servicemen  were  denied  during 
the  trial.  In  his  summing  np  Mr 
Justice  Stocker  said  the  de- 
fendants claimed  the  state- 
ments were  words  put  in  their 
m on  tbs  as  a result  of  treatment 
they  received  from  investigat- 
ing officers,  the  conditions, 
length  of  detention  and  tech- 
niques used. 

The  judge  said  the  result  was 
that  defendants  did  not  say 
what  they  believed  to  be  the 
truth  but  what  they  thought 
their  interrogators  wanted  to 
hear. 

All  had  denied  the  homosex- 
ual parties  and  the  judge  said 
there  was  nothing  in  the 
antecedents  or  character  of  the 
defendants  to  show  they  were 
likely  to  act  as  spies  or  betray 
their  country.  They  had 
“strongly  denied”  they  passed 
information  or  had  taken  part 


in  “matters  giving  rise  to 
alleged  blackmail". 

Tbe  defence  claimed  there 
bad  been  a system  of  “rolling 
admission”  where  one  defend- 
ant was  forced  to  say  something 
which  was  then  put  to  another 
defendant  and  so  on. 

SAC  Owen,  the  court  was 
told,  was  a special  telegraphist 
with  the  regiment  which  dealt 
with  highly  secret  material.  He 
had  been  asked  to  work  with 
more  sophisticated  material 
and  his  family  felt  be  was  keen 
to  do  bis  job. 

Signalman  Tuffy,  also  a 
special  telegraphist,  had  served 
in  the  Falklands  and  volun- 
teered to  serve  a second  term 
but  this  was  refused  because  be 
was  being  considered  for 
promotion. 

Corporal  Glass,  serving  as 
clerk  to  the  squadron  for  which 
the  telegraphists  worked, 
joined  the  Army  12  years  ago. 
He  had  served  in  West 
Germany,  Catterick*  Belize  and 
in  1975  came  to  Cyprus  with 
the  UN  peace-keeping  force. 
He  joined  the  signals  regiment 
In  1980  and  became  tbe 
squadron  clerk  in  January 
1982. 

The  judge  said  all  were 
described  as  of  good  character 
and  none  had  shown  any  signs 
of  overt  homosexuality. 


Letter  from  Bonn 

Grim  tales  of  the 
dealers  in  men 


A West  German  writer  who 
specializes  in  impersonation 
and  produces  best-selling 
books  on  the  results,  has  spent 
two-and-a-half  years  disguised 
as  one  of  the  1.5  million 
Turkish  “guest  workers”  in 
the  Federal  Republic. 

The  result  is  a book  just 
published  called  Ganz  unten, 
for  which  there  is  no  equiva- 
lent in  English  but  which 
could  be  translated  as  “totally 
under"  or  “at  the  bottonT- 
The  writer.  Herr  Gunther 
WaHraff.  aged  43,  tells  stories 
of  discrimination  and  hostility 
that  are  probably  inevitable 
when  relatively  unskilled 
people  from  a mainly-rural 
country  come  to  live  in  the 
most  highly-industrialized  and 
highly-skilled  country  in 
Europe. 

Nothing  he  produces  sug- 
gests that  the  West  Germans 
are  any  worse,  in  this  respect 
than  the  British  or  other 
Europeans,  but  some  of  his 
examples  are  horrifying, 

Herr  Wall  raff  reveals,  for 
the  first  time  in  detaiL  the 
activities  oF  West  German 
“dealers  in  men”,  who  have 
workers  on  their  books  - 
many  of  whom  are  illegal 
immigrants  - and  who  hire 
them  out  to  lactones,  shops 
and  building  sites.  The  dealers 
receive  the  men’s  wages,  and 
pass  on  only  a proportion  of 
the  money. 

Herr  Wall  raffs  grimmest 
story  involved,  him  arranging 
for  a West  German  friend  - an 
actor  - to  go  to  a dealer,  Herr 
Hans  Adler,  in  the  industrial

Til  pull  out  eight  of 
them.  I’ll  choose  the-  best 
With  our  trattspqrter.-we’JI.  be-; 
here  tomorrow  morning. 
They're  foreigners:  One.:  of- 
them  is  German,  but  ih 
principle  they  are  only  foreign 
ners . . . they  keep  their 
mouths  shuL”  ‘ 

Later  on  the  recording,  Herr 
Adler  says:  "Yqu*[{  send  them 
in  the  dangerous  zone,  then? 
No.  that’s  no  problem."  ! 

Herr  Waflraffs  previous 
impersonations  include  get- 
ting a job  as  a reporter  on'Zwrf 
Zettung . the  mass  circulktion; 
daily.  His  subsequent  best- 
seller revealed  plenty  of 
examples  of  distortion,  and 
journalistic  skullduggery.  He 
also  wrote  a book  about  sharp 
practice  in  the  insurance. trade, 
based  on  a . period  as  . as 
insurance  man. 

For  his  latest  venture,  be 
wore  a black  wig,  grew,  a 
moustache,  pul  on  contact 
lenses  to  darken  his  eyes;  and 
called  himself  Ali  Levent 
Sinirfiogiu,  - explaining-  his 
poor  Turkish  to  other  T urks  as 
the  result  of  mixed  Turkish 
and  Greek  origins.  Among 
jobs  were  cleaning  lavatories 
and  tables  in  a McDonaldV- 
and  -working  in  factories  and 
on  building  sites.  The  pay  was 
always  less  than  a German 
would  geL 

Sometimes  he  arranged -for 
a friend  to  photograph  him, 
the  book  depicts  him  getting 
an  autograph  from  Herr 
Franz-Josef  Strauss,  who  sig- 
ned “For  Ali,  with  heartfelt 
greetings”.  But.  at  the  same 
gathering  in  Bavaria,  a man 
wa\*d  him  away  from  a tabh^ 
and  Herr  Wall  raft  overheard 
the  words:  “Even  here  wp 
don’t  get  any  peace  from- these 
stinking  mule  dri  vers". 

At  one  stage,  “Ali”  attempts 
to  become  a Christian.  But  the 
clergyman  he  goes  to  see  tells 
him  that  it’s  clear  he  is  only 
seeking  conversion  in  order  to 
get  a work  permit.

Food  prices 


Courgettes  and  peppers,  which  a 
few  years  ago  were  only  available  in 
expensive  restaurants,  are  now  a 
familiar  sight  in  shops  and  on 
market  stalls.  They  are  among  a 
range  of  so  called  exotic  vegetables 
which,  thanks  to  advances  in 
packaging  and  transportation,  can 
now  be  on  our  tables  within  days  of 
being  picked.  For  those  who  would 
like  more  information  about  such 
vegetables  and  how  to  prepare  and 
cook  them,  the  Fresh  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Information  Bureau, 
Bury  House.  126-128  Cromwell  Rd. 
London  SW7  4ET,  has  published  a 
useful  booklet,  available  in  return 
for  a large  stamped  addressed 
envelope. 

Seasonal  home-grown  vegetables 
are  plentiful  and  good  value, 
including  Brussels  sprouts  l6-28p  a 
lb.  Prirao  cabbage  I2-I6p.  carrots 
10-16p.  celery  20-3 5p.  round  lettuce 
16-20p  each,  cucumbers  40-60p, 
Chinese  leaves  20-40p  a lb.  spring 
onions JS-22p.  and  mushrooms  40- 
70p  a.  half  pound,  depending  on 
type. 

Small  Cox’s  apples  at  around  1 Sp 
a lb  are  delicious  and  good  value; 
larger  ones  are  equally  good  but 
more  expensive.  B ram  ley  cooking 
apples  are  also  excellent  at  25-35p  a 
lb.  and  French  and  Spanish  Golden 
Delicious  20-32p  are  crisp  and 
sweet.  Cornice  pears,  some  very 
large,  arc  30-40p  a lb.  and  Williams 
arc  about  the  same  price.  Satsumas 
are  35-50p  a lb.  Other  rec- 
ommended citrus  fruit  are  while 
grapefruit  J5-35p  each  and  oranges 
8-28p  each,  depending  on  size. 

The  fine  autumn  weather  has 
ensured  ample  supplies  of  fish,  and 
best  buys  include  small  haddock 
fillets £l.80-£2  a lb (cheaperjn  some 
pans  of  the  country),  medium  plaice 
S8p  a lb.  lemon  sole  £1.80-£2. 
Herring  and  mackerel  supplies  at 
around  S3p  and  57p  a lb 
respectively  are  especially  plentiful 
in  Wales  and  the  West  Country. 
Hen  crabs  at  £1 .40  each  and  mussels 
40p  a lb  arc  good  shellfish  buys. 

Lamb  prices  arc  up  again  because 
of  high  demand  and  reduced 
supplies:  leg  £1. 39-£1.74  a lb, 
shoulder  79p-£l.l0.  loin  chops 
£1.49-£2.  Some  cuts  of  pork  are  also 

slightly  more  expensive  leg  S6p- 
£1.25.  loin  chops  £l.28-£l.49  and 
boneless  shoulder  99p-£1.40.  Beef 
prices  are  virtually  unchanged  from 
last  week,  with  topside  and 
silverside  £1.79  to  £2.30.  boneless 
sirloin  £130-£3.29.  sirloin  steak 
£2.88-£3.79.  and  miner  98p-£1.38.
